His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Conncii 
then  withdrawing,  the  Senate  was  called  to  order  by  William 
E.  Jarvis,  clerk  of  the  Senate  of  last  session. 

The  clerk  stated  that*  the  first  ])iisincss  was  the  selection  of 
a  temporary  presiding  officer.- 

On  motion  of  Senator  Bean,  Senator  Chase  was  chosen 
temporary  presiding  otficer. 

The  clerk  requested  Senators  Kaley  and  Eay  to  conduct 
the  temporary  presiding  officer  to  tlie  chair. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Leach,  it  was  unanimously  voted 
that  Senator  Leddy  cast  one  ballot  for  the  Hon.  Bertram 
Ellis  as  president. 

Senator  Leddy  cast  one  ballot  and  the  Hon.  Bertram  Ellis, 
having  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  was  declared  elected 
President. 

The  Chair  requested  Senators  Leddy  and  Urch  to  conduct 
the  President  to  the  chair. 

The  President,  having  assumed  the  chair,  addressed  the 
Senate  as  follows: 

Senators: 

I  am  grateful  for  the  honor  that  you  have  conferred  upon 
me  in  making  me  your  presiding  officer,  and  I  am  not  un- 
mindful of  the  fact  that  with  the  honor  have  come  responsi- 
bilities. The  appointment  of  committees,  impartial  nilings. 
and  the  various  duties  that  arise  from  time  to  time  throughout 
a  legislative  session  demand  the  best  al)ility  and  judgment  that 
a  man  can  give. 
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Every  legislature  has  its  own  problems  and  distinctive  fea- 
tures more  or  less  important  and  strongly  marked.  It  may 
deal,  for  instance,  with  finance,  or  education,  or  railroads,  or 
questions'  arising  from  war,  or  the  election  of  a  United  States 
Senator,  or  any  combination  of  these.  With  the  exception 
of  a  senatorial  election  we  cannot  at  the  present  moment  fore- 
see the  prominent  issues  of  this  session.  But  whatever  they 
may  be,  our  duty  is  clear,  namely,  to  consider  them  intelli- 
gently and  fairly  and  to  decide  them  courageously  and  hon- 
estly. The  daTiger  is  before  us  of  passing  too  much,  too  trivial, 
and  too  expensive  legislation.  The  opportunity  is  before  us 
of  placing  wise  laws  upon  the  statute  books  and  of  defeating 
useless  and  dangerous  measures.  It  will,  I  am  certain,  be  the 
endeavor  of  the  present  Senate  to  leave  behind  it  a  record 
which  shall  be  a  gratification  to  the  members  and  to  the  state 
so  long  as  it  shall  be  remembered. 

The  Chair  now  awaits  the  j^leasure  of  the  Senate.

exceeding  in  all  the  amount  above  stated:  said  loan  to  be  issued 
imder  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Bonds  act  of  1895,  the 
whole  to  mature  and  fall  due  not  later  than  twenty  years  from 
its  date,  and  not  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  exceeding  four  per 
cent  per  annum;  and  said  town  may  exempt  such  notes  or 
bonds  from  taxation  when  held  by  inhabitants  of  the  town,  pro- 
vided they  shall  be  issued  bearing  interest  at  not  exceeding 
three  per  cent  per  annum."

required  any  person  acting  as  agent  or  seller  for  such  manu- 
facturer or  importer  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  fee  named 
in  this  section."

The  President  received  and  read  the  following  opinion  from 
the  justices  of  the  supreme  court,  in  answer  to  a  requirement 
for  their  opinion  on  questions  submitted  to  said  court  Febru- 
ary 27. 

To  the  Senate  of  New  Hampshire: 

The  imdersigned,  justices  of  the  supreme  court,  respectfully 
comply  Avith  your  requisition  for  our  opinion  as  to  the  author- 
ity of  your  honorable  body,  under  Article  17,  Part  II  of  the 
Constitution,  to  originate  measures  w^hich  directly  or  indi- 
rectly carry  appropriations  of  money  from  the  state  treasury. 

The  temporary  constitution  of  the  state,  adopted  January 
5,  1776,  23rovided  "That  all  bills,  resolves,  or  votes  for  raising, 
levying,  or  collecting  money  originate  in  the  House  of  Eepre- 
sentatives."  iST.  H.  Laws  (ed.  1780),  p.  3.  This  plainly  re- 
ferred to  revenue  bills  only.  In  the  succeeding  constitution  of 
1784,  the  language  upon  the  subject  was,  "All  money  bills 
shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Eepresentatives;  but  the  Sen- 
ate may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments,  as  on  other  bills," 
and  this  language  has  since  remained  unchanged.  Such  being 
the  historical  evidence,  we  find  in  the  constitution  of  1784 
no  sufficient  change  of  phraseology  as  to  indicate  an  inten- 
tion of  its  makers  to  change  the  meaning  or  construction  of 
the  original  provision  in  the  constitution  of  1776,  as  to  "rais- 
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ino:,  lexying,  or  collecting  money,"  but  merely  such  alterations 
as  were  designed  to  make  that  provision  more  concise. 

But,  irrespective  of  the  foregoing  considerations,  we  are  of 
opinion  that  while  all  bills  for  the  raising  of  revenue  must 
originate  in  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  all  other  money  bills 
may  originate  in  the  Senate.  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  126 
Mass.  507.  The  provision  in  question  is  identical  with  the 
corresponding  provision  of  the  Massachusetts  constitution, 
adopted  three  years  before  the  adoption  of  our  constitution, 
which  had  been  interpreted  by  the  court  of  that  state  to  mean 
a  bill  imposing  a  direct  tax  upon  the  people.  II.  596.  From 
the  hasty  examination  of  the  journals  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Eepresentatives  that  we  have  been  able  to  make,  it  seems 
that  the  early  practice  in  this  state  was  the  same  as  in  Massa- 
chusetts. See  Journals  of  Senate,  June  session,  1784,  p.  18; 
Jime  session,  1791,  pp.  26,  35,  13;  November  session,  1797, 
pp.  73,  118. 

Eelative  to  the  remaining  question  as  to  the  constitutional 
power  of  the  legislature  "by  either  special  or  general  legisla- 
tion to  authorize  towns  to  exempt  from  taxation,  for  a  term  of 
ten  years,  capital  proposed  to  be  invested  in  such  towns  in 
the  erection  of  buildings  to  be  used  as  summer  hotels,"  we  are 
of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  difference  in  principle  between 
the  exemption  from  taxation  of  summer  hotel  property  and  the 
manufacturing  and  other  property  specified  in  the  Public  Stat- 
utes, chapter  55,  sections  11  and  12,  and  that  the  power  of 
the  legislature,  either  by  special  or  general  laws,  to  make  or 
authorize  such  exemptions  is  the  same  in  the  one  case  as  in 
the  other.

Senator  Annett,  for  the  Committee  on  Eevision  of  the  Laws, 
to  whom  was  referred  "An  act  to  amend  chapter  176  of  the 
Laws  of  1895,  entitled  'An  act  to  change  the  name  of  the 
town  of  South  Newmarket,'  "  and  to  ratify  the  same,  reported 
the  same  without  amendment  and  recommended  its  passage. 
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The  report  was  accepted  and,  on  motion  of  Senator  Chase, 
the  rules  were  so  fai*  suspended  that  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed. 

Senator  Eemich,  for  the  Committee  on  Eevision  of  the  Laws, 
reported  a  bill  with  the  following  title:  '"An  act  to  exempt 
certain  real  estate  of  the  Appalachian  Mountain  Club,''  and 
recommended  its  passage.

Senator  Eemich  called  for  a  division. 
(Discussion  ensued.) 

Senator  Eemich  withdrew  his  call  for  a  division  and  moved 
to  lay  the  bill  on  the  table. 

The  affirmative  prevailed!  on  a  viva  voce  vote. 

Senator  Chase,  for  the  Committee  on  Eevision  of  the  Laws, 
to  whom  was  referred  "An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  7, 
Laws  of  1895,  relating  to  the  giving  of  cigarettes,  snuff,  and 
tobacco  to  minors,"  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
recommendation: 

As  a  bill  relating  to  the  same  subject  matter  is  now  before 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  the  Committee  on  Eevision  of  the 
Laws  recommend  that  this  report,  together  with  the  accom- 
panying bill,  be  committed  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Amend  section  1  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: "but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  giving  or  delivering  of  any  snuff  or  tobacco  in  any  other 
form  than  cigarettes  to  such  minor  upon  a  written  request 
therefor,  signed  by  the  parent  or  guardian  of  said  minor,"  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

"Section  1.  That  section  1,  chapter  7  of  the  Laws  of  1895, 
he  and  hereby  is  amended  so  that  said  section  when  amended 
shall  read  as  follows,  viz.: 

"Section  1.  If  any  person,  other  than  the  minor's  parent 
or  guardian,  shall  give  or  deliver  any  snuff  or  tobacco  in  any  of 
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its  forms  to  any  minor  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  without 
a  written  request  therefor,  signed  by  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  said  minor,  he  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  for 
each  offense,  but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  pro- 
hibit the  giving  or  delivering  of  any  snuff  or  tobacco  in  any 
other  form  than  cigarettes  to  such  minor  upon  a  written  re- 
quest therefor,  signed  by  the  parent  or  guardian  of  said  minor." 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Chase,  the  report  and  bill  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Senator  Sullivan,  for  the  Committee  on  Incorporations,  re- 
ported a  bill  with  the  following  title:  "An  act  to  amend  chap- 
ter 100  of  the  Laws  of  1871,  being  an  act  to  incorporate  the 
Odd  Fellows*  Building  Association,"  and  recommended  its 
passage. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  reported  from  the  com- 
mittee read  a  first  and  second  time  and  ordered  to  be  laid  on 
the  table  to  be  printed. 

Senator  Stevens,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks,  to  whom  was 
referred  "An  act  to  regulate  and  limit  the  investments  of 
savings  banks,"  reported  the  same  with  the  following  amend- 
ment and  recommended  its  passage: 

Amend  section  1,  paragraph  1,  of  said  bill,  by  striking  out 
the  word  "sixty,"  in  the  sixth  line,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "seventy,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

"(1)  In  notes  secured  by  first  mortgage  of  real  estate  sit- 
uated in  ISTew  Hampshire,  but  not  over  seventy  per  cent  of 
the  value  of  the  property  covered  shall  be  so  loaned,  and  not 
exceeding  seventy  per  cent  of  the  deposits  shall  be  so  invested." 

Amend  section  1,  paragraph  4,  of  said  bill  by  striking  out 
said  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"(4)  In  notes  secured  by  collateral  of  securities  which  are 
dealt  in  on  the  stock  exchanges  of  Boston  and  New  York,  the 
stock  exchange  price  of  which  shall  at  all  times  be  at  least 
twenty  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  face  of  the  note,  while  held 
by  the  bank;  but  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
deposits  shall  be  so  invested." 
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Amend  section  1,  paragraph  5,  of  said  bill,  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "with,"  in  the  twenty-eighth  line,  the  words  "two  or 
more  signers  or,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

"(5)  In  notes  of  individuals  or  corporations  with  two  or 
more  signers  or  one  or  more  endorsers;  but  not  exceeding  five 
per  cent  of  the  deposits  shall  be  loaned  any  one  person  or 
corporation  in  this  class  of  security,  and  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  per  cent  of  the  deposits  shall  be  so  invested." 

Amend  section  1,  paragraph  8,  of  said  bill,  by  striking  out 
said  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"(8)  In  the  authorized  bonds  or  notes  of  any  state  or  ter- 
ritory of  the  United  States;  and  in  the  bonds  or  notes  of  any 
city  of  the  states  of  Maine,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Ehode 
Island,  Connecticut,  or  New  York,  whose  net  indebtedness  does 
not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  last  preceding  valuation  of  the 
property  therein  for  taxation,  or  of  any  county  or  town  in  said 
states  whose  net  indebtedness  does  not  exceed  three  per  cent 
of  such  valuation." 

Amend  section  1,  paragraph  9,  of  said  bill,  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "any,"  in  the  forty-first  line,  the  word  "other'^; 
also  by  striking  out  the  words  "except  in  the  New  England 
"states,"  in  the  fifty-ninth  and  sixtieth  lines,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "in  any  state  or  territory  other  than 
those  named  in  paragraph  8  of  section  1  of  this  act";  also  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "investments,"  in  the  sixty-fifth  line, 
the  words  "and,  provided  further,  that  the  bonds  of  any  such 
county,  city,  town,  school  district,  or  other  municipal  corpora- 
tion, of  any  state  or  territory,  except  in  the  states  named  in 
paragraph  8  of  section  1  of  this  act,  which  does  not  have  a 
constitutional  provision  limiting  the  indebtedness  of  counties, 
cities,  towns,  school  districts,  or  other  municipal  corporations 
therein  shall  not  be  legal  investments,"  so  that  said  paragraph 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

"(9)  In  the  authorized  bonds  of  any  county,  city,  town, 
school  district,  or  other  municipal  corporation,  of  any  other 
of  the  United  States  or  territories  whose  net  indebtedness  at 
the  time  of  such  investment  does  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of 
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the  last  preceding  valuation  of  the  property  therein  for  tax- 
ation; and  in  the  authorized  bonds  of  any  city  of  one  hundred 
thousand  inhabitants  of  any  of  said  states  whose  net  indebted- 
ness does  not  exceed  seven  per  cent  of  the  last  preceding  valu- 
ation of  the  property  therein  for  taxation.  The  term  "net 
indebtedness"  shall  be  construed  to  denote  the  indebtedness  of 
any  city,  town,  or  other  municipal  corporation,  omitting  the 
debt  created  for  supplying  the  inhabitants  with  water,  and 
deducting  the  amount  of  any  sinking  fund  available  for  the 
payment  of  the  municipal  indebtedness.  Provide-d,  however, 
that  such  bonds  shall  not  have  been  issued  in  aid  of  railroads, 
or  for  special  assessment  purposes.  Provided,  also,  that  the 
bonds  of  any  coimty,  city,  or  town  of  less  than  ten  thousand 
inhabitants,  or  of  any  school  district  or  other  municipal  corpo- 
ration of  less  than  two  thousand  inhabitants,  in  any  state  or 
territory  other  than  those  named  in  paragraph  8  of  section  1 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  authorized  investments.  Provided, 
further,  that  such  bonds  are  issued  by  municipalities  that  are 
permitted  by  law  to  levy  taxes  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
and  to  provide  sinking  funds  for  their  debt;  otherwise  such 
bonds  shall  not  be  authorized  investments;  and  provided,  fur- 
ther, that  the  bonds  of  any  such  county,  city,  town,  school  dis- 
trict, or  other  municipal  corporation  of  any  state  or  territory, 
except  in  the  states  named  in  paragraph  8  of  section  1  of  this 
act,  which  does  not  have  a  constitutional  provision  limiting 
the  indebtedness  of  counties,  cities,  towns,  school  districts,  or 
other  municipal  corporations  therein  shall  not  be  legal  invest- 
ments; but  not  exceeding  fifty  per  cent  of  the  deposits  shall  be 
so  invested." 

Amend  section  1,  paragraph  IS,  of  said  bill,  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "railroad,"  in  line  l-iS,  the  words  "provided 
said  leased  railroad  shall  have  earned  dividends  of  not  less  than 
three  per  cent  upon  its  capital  stock  for  a  period  of  three  years 
immediately  preceding  said  lease,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

"(18)  In  the  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation,  exclusive 
of  street  raihvays,  located  in  any  part  of  the  United  States  or 
territories,  that  has  earned  and  paid  regular  dividends  of  not 
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less  than  four  per  cent  per  annum  on  its  capital  stock  for  five 
years  next  preceding  such  investment;  provided,  such  capital 
stock  on  which  it  pays  dividends  equals  in  amount  one  third 
of  the  entire  bonded  indebtedness  of  said  corporation;  or  in 
the  stock  of  any  other  railroad  corporation  in  the  ISTew  England 
states  whose  railroad  and  railroad  property  are  leased  to  such 
railroad  upon  an  annual  rental  of  not  less  than  four  per  cent 
per  annum  upon  the  capital  stock  of  the  leased  railroad;  pro- 
vided, said  leased  railroad  shall  have  earned  dividends  of  not 
less  than  three  per,  cent  upon  its  capital  stock  for  a  period  of 
three  years  immediately  preceding  said  lease;  but  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  deposits  shall  be  so  invested." 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted,  and,  on 
motion  of  Senator  Stevens,  the  bill  was  laid  on  the  table  to  be 
printed  as  amended. 

Senator  Eemich,  under  suspension  of  the  rules,  sixteen  Sen- 
ators having  actually  voted  in  favor  thereof,  introduced  a  joint 
resolution  instructing  the  attorney-general  to  commence  pro- 
ceedings against  certain  savings  banks,  which  was  read  a  first 
and  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Banks. 

Senator  Brooks,  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  sixteen  Sen- 
ators having  actually  voted  in  favor  thereof,  introduced  a  bill 
entitled  "An  act  to  unite  the  Claremont  Street  Eailway  and 
the  Claremont  Electric  Lighting  Company  into  one  corpora- 
tion, to  be  known  as  the  Claremont  Eailway  &  Lighting  Com- 
pany." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Leach,  the  rules  were  so  far  suspended 
that  the  bill  was  read  a  first  and  second  time  by  its  title  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Eailroads.

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  an  act  based  on  correct  prin- 
ciples and  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  other  party  in 
the  premises  should  be  considered  and  passed  if  practicable 
by  this  general  court;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, That  a  special  joint  committee,  to  consist  of  two  mem- 
bers of  this  House,  to  be  designated  by  the  Speaker,  and  one 
Senator,  to  be  designated  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  be 
appointed  to  confer  with  a  like  committee  or  some  appropriate 
committee  of  the  general  court  of  Massachusetts,  or  of  one  of 
its  houses,  as  to  what  legislation  is  appropriate  and  necessary 
on  the  part  of  each  state,  or  both,  to  conclude  the  business  of 
determining  and  establishing  the  boundary  line  between  the 
two  states.

Amend  section  54  by  inserting  after  the  word  "for,"  in  the 
fourth  line,  the  words,  "lake  trout,"  so  that  the  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Sect.  54.  If  any  person  shall,  for  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  time,  engage  in  the  business  or  occupation  of  fishing 
on  any  of  the  streams  or  ponds  of  this  state  for  brook  or 
speckled  trout,  or  in  the  lakes  thereof  for  lake  trout  and  land- 
locked salmon,  or  shall  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  time 
engage  in  the  business  or  occupation  of  fishing  for  such  fish 
for  any  other  person  for  gain  or  hire,  he  shall,  for  every  such 
offense,  be  fined  not  exceeding  $50,  or  be  imprisoned  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment." 

Amend  section  58  by  striking  out  all  of  section  58  after 
the  word  "imprisonment,"  in  the  fourth  line,  so  that  the  sec- 
tion shall  read  as  follows:

Senator  Urch  called  for  a  division. 

Four  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Twelve  Senators  voted  in  the  negative. 

The  negative  prevailed  and  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table 
was  lost. 

Senator  Urch  demanded  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  roll.

"Section  1.  0.  C.  Hatch,  W.  H.  Mitchell,  A.  S.  Batch- 
ellor,  J.  W.  Eemich,  Henry  F.  Greene,  Charles  F.  Eastman, 
Frank  P.  Bond,  Fred  English,  Frederick  G.  Chutter,  James  H. 
Bailey,  Elmore  Whipple,  Wilbur  Parker,  and  D.  C.  Eemich, 
their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a 
'body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Littleton,  Franconia  &  Beth- 
lehem Street  Eailway,  with  power  to  construct,  maintain,  and 
operate  a  railway  with  convenient  single  or  double  tracks, 
spur  tracks,  sidings,  turn-outs,  and  switches  from  some  conven- 
ient point  in  the  town  of  Littleton  through  the  village  of  Beth- 
lehem, in  the  town  of  Bethlehem,  to  a  point  near  and  oppo- 
site the  Maplewood  farm  buildings  in  said  Bethlehem,  with  a 
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branch  railway  from  some  convenient  point  in  Bethlehem,, 
between  Littleton  and  the  village  of  Bethlehem  on  the  line 
of  said  railway,  through  Bethlehem,  Lisbon,  and  Franconia,  to 
the  Lafayette  House  in  Franconia,  and  may  also  acquire,  piu-- 
chase,  construct,  and  maintain  suitable  buildings,  dams,  water- 
powers,  water  motors,  engines,  electric  and  other  machinery  or 
electric  or  steam  plants  for  the  generation  of  electricity  or  other 
motive  power  except  steam,  for  the  operation  of  said  railway, 
with  full  power  to  furnish  any  of  said  towns  or  their  citizens,, 
now  without  electric  lighting  plants,  with  electric  lights,  heat^, 
or  power,  and  to  furnish  any  of  said  towns,  or  their  citizens^ 
now  having  electric  light  plants,  with  lights,  heat,  and  power^ 
provided  said  corporation  shall  hereafter  acquire '  such  plant 
or  plants  by  agreement  with  their  owners. 

"Sect.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  a  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  but  said  com- 
pany may  issue  capital  stock  and  bonds  to  such  an  amount  only 
as  may  be  necessary  to  construct  and  equip  said  railway,  includ- 
ing the  amount  required  to  provide  motive  power,  to  carry  on. 
the  business  permitted  by  this  act;  and  may  secure  said  bonds- 
by  mortgage  of  its  property,  estate,  and  franchises  then  owned^ 
and  such  as  may  be  thereafter  acquired  by  it;  and  its  bonded 
and  other  indebtedness  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  amount  of 
its  capital  stock  actually  paid  in.  The  amount  of  capital 
stock  and  bonds  to  be  so  issued  from  time  to  time  shall  be 
determined  and  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  general  laws. 

"Sect.  3.  All  parts  of  said  railway  occupying  any  portion 
of  a  public  highway  or  street,  shall  be  located  thereon  by  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  said  portions  of  highways  or 
streets  may  be.  The  selectmen  of  said  towns  respectively, 
upon  petition  of  the  directors  of  said  railway  for  a  location  of 
its  tracks  on  or  over  any  public  highways  upon  the  line  of 
said  route,  shall  give  notice  by  publication  to  all  parties  inter- 
ested of  the  time  and  place  at  which  they  will  consider  said 
petition  for  location  in  the  public  highways  of  said  town;  and. 
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after  a  public  hearing  of  all  persons  interested,  they  may  make 
an  order  granting  the  same,  or  any  portion  thereof,  under  such 
restrictions  and  upon  such  conditions  as  they  may  deem  the 
interests  of  the  public  require;  and  the  location  thus  granted 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  true  location  of  the  tracks  of  said 
railway;  provided,  hoivever,  that  no  layout  in  any  public  street 
or  highway,  in  the  town  of  Bethlehem,  shall  be  valid  until  rati- 
fied by  the  town  of  Bethlehem  at  a  town  meeting,  the  warrant 
for  which  contains  a  suitable  article  for  that  purpose.  Upon 
petition  of  any  party  interested,  and  after  a  public  hearing 
of  all  parties,  the  same  may  be  changed  at  any  time  to  other 
parts  of  the  same  highway  or  street,  by  subsequent  order  of 
said  selectmen  or  their  successors  in  office,  if  in  their  judgment 
the  public  good  requires  such  change;  but,  if  such  order  is 
made  after  the  construction  of  said  railway  on  the  original 
location,  an  appeal  therefrom  by  any  party  interested  may  be 
had  to  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners,  whose  decision  shall 
be  final;  and  the  expense  of  making  such  change  in  location 
shall  be  apportioned  by  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  be- 
tween the  railway  and  the  town,  as  such  board  may  deem  Just. 
The  selectmen  of  said  towns  shall  assess  damages  to  abutters, 
subject  to  the  right  of  appeal,  in  the  same  manner  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law  in  the  laying  out  of  highways. 

'''Sect.  4.  All  parts  of  said  railway  not  located  in  a  public 
highway  shall  be  laid  out,  located,  and  the  location  changed 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  158  of  the  Public  Statutes;  and 
said  railway  corporation,  and  all  persons  whose  property  shall 
be  taken  for  its  use,  shall  have  respectively  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions,  and 
liabilities  contained  in  said  chapter. 

"Sect.  5.  The  selectmen  of  the  towns  through  which  said 
railway  shall  pass  shall,  within  their  respective  towns,  have 
exclusive  and  final  jurisdiction  to  locate  the  tracks,  side-tracks, 
turnouts,  and  poles  for  said  railway,  except  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 3,  as  to  location  in  public  streets  and  highways  in  Bethle- 
hem, and  may  order  said  railway  to  discontinue  temporarily 
the  use  of  any  of  its  tracks  in  any  highway,  whenever  they 
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deem  that  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the  public  require 
such  discontinuance,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  sewer  or  water 
pipes,  without  incurring  any  liability  therefor,  and  from  such 
orders  there  shall  be  no  appeal. 

"Sect.  6.  The  selectmen  of  the  towns  through  which  said 
railway  shall  pass,  respectively,  may  designate  the  quality  and 
kind  of  materials  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  said  rail- 
way within  their  said  towns,  and  may  from  time  to  time  make 
such  reasonaljle  orders,  rules,  and  regulations  with  reference 
to  that  portion  of  said  railway  occupying  the  public  highways 
in  the  respective  towns,  as  to  the  rate  of  speed,  the  manner  of 
operating  said  railway,  the  reconstruction  of  tracks,  poles, 
wires,  switches,  and  turnouts  within  any  highway  in  their 
respective  towns,  as  the  interest  or  convenience  of  the  public 
may  require;  and  all  designations,  orders,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions thus  made  or  established,  and  all  locations  made  by 
selectmen,  shall  be  forthwith  recorded  in  the  records  of  said 
respective  towns.  The  railway  company,  or  any  person  inter- 
ested, may  at  any  time  appeal  from  such  designations,  orders, 
rules,  and  regulations  thus  made  and  established  to  the  board 
of  railroad  commissioners,  who  shall  upon  notice  hear  the 
parties  and  finally  determine  the  questions  raised  by  said 
appeal. 

"Sect.  7.  Said  towns,  for  any  lawful  purpose,  may  take  up 
and  repair  highways  occupied  by  said  railway,  or  may  alter 
highways  as  authorized  by  law,  without  incurring  any  liability 
therefor  to  said  corporation. 

"Sect.  8.  Said  railway  corporation  shall  keep  in  repair, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  superintendent  of  streets,  street  com- 
missioner, road  commissioner,  or  surveyor  of  highways,  in  the 
respective  towns,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  selectmen,  the 
surface  material  of  the  portion  of  highways  and  bridges  occu- 
pied by  its  tracks,  and  shall  keep  in  suitable  repair  for  public 
travel  the  highway  for  at  least  eighteen  inches  on  each  side 
of  the  portion  of  the  highway  so  occupied  by  its  tracks;  and 
shall  be  liable  for  any  damage,  loss,  or  injury  that  any  person 
not  in  its  employ  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the  carelessness, 
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negligence,  or  misconduct  of  its  agents  and  servants  in  the  con- 
struction, management,  or  use  of  its  tracks. 

"Sect.  9.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  fix,  from 
time  to  time,  such  rates  of  compensation  for  transportation 
of  persons  and  property  on  said  railway,  as  they  may  deem 
reasonable,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  duties  and  liabilities, 
and  possess  all  the  rights  and  privileges  by  law  incident  to 
railway  or  railroad  corj^orations,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be 
applicable. 

"Sect.  10.  The  operation  of  any  part  of  the  railway  con- 
structed under  this  charter  may  be  discontinued  during  the 
months  when  its  operation  would  be  seriously  interferred  with 
by  snow,  and  the  interests  of  the  stockliolders  seriously  injured. 
Upon  this  question  there  shall  be  a  right  of  appeal  to  the  rail- 
road commissioners  from  the  decision  of  the  directors,  whose 
decision  shall  be  final. 

"Sect.  11.  Any  three  of  the  grantees  may  call  the  first 
meeting  by  publication  or  by  giving  personal  notice  to  the 
other  grantees  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  time  of  meeting. 

"Sect.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  July  1,  1901,  but 
shall  be  void  and  inoperative  as  to  all  parts  of  said  railway 
not  constructed  and  ready  for  operation  within  two  years  from 
the  time  it  goes  into  operation." 

On  motion  of  the  same  Senator,  the  rules  were  so  far  sus- 
pended that  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time  by  its  title,  passed, 
and  sent  to  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  for  concurrence. 
(The  President  in  the  chair.)

"Section  1.  Section  4  of  an  act  entitled  ''An  act  in  amend- 
ment of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Concord,  creating  a  board 
of  police  commissioners  for  said  city'  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  all  of  said  section  4  after  the  word  'office,'  in  the 
tenth  line  of  said  section,  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  'The  police  commissioners  shall  have  the  right  by 
majority  vote  to  remove  any  member  of  the  police  force  at 
any  time  for  good  and  sufficient  cause  and  after  a  due  hearing, 
and  such  cause  shall  be  expressed  in  the  order  of  removal. 
Said  commissioners  shall  also  have  the  right,  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  to  remove  any  member  of  said  police  force  at  any  time 
when  in  their  opinion  the  public  good  requires  such  removal,' 
so  that  said  section  4  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  'The 
police  force  of  said  city  shall  consist  of  a  city  marshal,  assistant 
•city  marshal,  captain  of  the  night  watch,  regular  police  and 
night  watch,  not  exceeding  twenty,  who  shall  devote  their  whole 
time  to  their  said  duties,  and  who  shall  not  l)e  engaged  or 
engage  in  any  other  business  or  occupation,  or  hold  any  state, 
-county,  or  other  municipal  office,  and  special  policemen  not 
exceeding  eighty,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  police  com- 
missioners immediately  after  the  appointment)  of  said  commis- 
sioners, and  who  shall  serve  during  good  behavior  and  while 
competent  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office.  The  police 
connnissioners  shall  have  the  right,  by  majority  vote,  to  remove 
any  member  of  the  police  force  at  any  time  for  good  and  suffi- 
cient cause,  and  after  a  due  hearing,  and  stich  cause  shall  be 
expressed  in  the  order  of  removal.  Said  commisioners  shall  also 
have  the  right  by  a  unanimous  vote  to  remove  any  member  of 
said  police  force  at  any  time  when  in  their  opinion  the  public 
good  requires  such  removal.'  " 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted,  and,  on 
motion  of  Senator  Stevens,  the  rules  were  so  far  suspended 
that  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time  by  its  title,  passed,  and 
sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  concurrence  in  Senate 
amendments. 
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Senator  Shontell,  for  the  Committee  on  Edncation,  to  whom 
was  referred  "An  act  to  establish  evening  schools  in  cities 
and  towns  of  more  than  five  thousand  inhabitants,"  reported 
the  same  with  the  following  amendment  and  recommended  its 
passage:

states  show  that  the  true  meridian  is  meant.

tribute the  mail  coming  to  the  House;  also  five  pages  in  at- 
tendance upon  the  House. 

Mr.  Barney  of  Canaan  offered  the  following  resolution  and 
moved  its  adoption:

The  Honorable  Senate  then  came  in  and,  the  two  branches 
being  in  convention.  Senator  Little  of  District  N'o.  11,  for  the 
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committee  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  wait  upon  the  Hon. 
Chester  B.  Jordan  and  inform  him  offieiallyi  of  his  election  as 
Governor  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  reported  that  they 
had  attended  to  that  duty;  that  the  Governor-elect  had  accepted 
said  office,  and  would  meet  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives in  convention  at  the  earliest  convenient  time  to 
take  the  oath  of  otfice  and  make  such  communication  as  he 
might  deem  proper. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  Speaker  appointed  Senator  Pillsbury  of  District  No.  19 
and  Messrs.  Bartlett  of  Sunapee  and  Winslow  of  Pittsfield  as  a 
committee  to  escort  the  Governor  and  Governor-elect  to  the 
House  of  Representatives. 

The  Governor,  Governor-elect,  and  the  Honorable  Council 
then  came  in,  and  the  Hon.  Chester  B.  Jordan,  Governor-elect, 
then  took  and  subscribed  the  oath  of  office  and  the  oaths  of 
allegiance  before  the  President  of  the  Senatei  and  in  the  pres- 
ence of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  whereupon  the  Hon. 
Bertram  Ellis,  President  of  the  Senate,  made  proclamation 
as  follows: 

Chester  B.  Jordan,  having  been  duly  elected  Governor  of 
New  Hampshire,  accepted  the  office,  and  taken  the  oaths  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution,  I  do  therefore  declare  and  pro- 
claim His  Excellency  Chester  B.  Jordan,  Governor  of  the  state 
of  New  Hampshire,  to  hold  the  office  during  the  period  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state,  and  I  pre- 
sent Your  Excellency  with  a  copy  of  the  constitution  of  the 
state  as  a  guide  in  the  discharge  of  your  official  duties. 

His  Excellency  then  read  the  following  message: 
Members  of  the  Legislature: 

In  your  presence  I  have  now  taken  the  oath  prescribed  by 
our  constitution,  to  bear  faith  and  true  allegiance  to  the  state, 
and  further,  that  I  will  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all 
the  duties  incumbent  on  me  as  the  state's  chief  executive. 
Yesterday,  in  your  respective  official  capacities,  you  each  took 
upon  yourselves  like  oaths.  Before  this  we  have  been  under 
great  obligation  to  the  state  for  what  it  has  done  for  us  and 
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ours.  That  obligation  is  now  heightened  and  solemnized  in 
this. formal  way,  in  the  presence  of  God  and  men,  as  we  enter 
upon  the  performance  of  the  duties  to  which  our  fellow-citi- 
zens have  so  graciously  called  us.  The  constitution  we  have 
sworn  to  support,  we  shall  have  with  us,  and  it  will  not,  I 
presume,  be  time  wholly  misspent  should  we  study  it  and 
become  better  acquainted  with  its  spirit,  teachings,  and  re- 
quirements. 

Our  Bill  of  Eights  wisely  lays  down  the  rule  that  the  Legis- 
lature shall  assemble  for  the  redress  of  public  grievances  and 
for  the  making  of  such  laws  as  the  public  good  may  require. 
And  more,  that  when  men  enter  into  a  state  of  society  they 
surrender  some  of  their  natural  rights  to  that  society  in  order 
to  insure  the  better  protection  of  others.  We  can  find  no  bet- 
ter statement  of  what  we  are  here  for. 

We  have  assembled  on  the  very  threshold  of  a  century  that 
promises  beyond  what  we  can  think  or  ask.  Prosperity  is  on 
every  hand.  There  is  less  of  want  and  poverty  throughout 
the  country  than  at  any  other  time  in  our  history.  Our  rela- 
tions with  the  rest  of  the  world  are  of  the  kindest  and  best, 
save  where  a  few  thousand  insurgents,  led  by  desperate  and 
designing  men,  menace  good  people  and  decent  government. 
The  man  who  was  at  the  head  of  New  Hampshire's  affairs, 
and  who  so  ably  represented  her  people  and  interests  when 
this  trouble  began,  has  recently  gone  to  a  reward  greater  and 
more  lasting,  we  trust,  than  even  his  grateful  people  could 
give  him. 

In  our  own  state  there  is  little  of  which  the  most  exacting 
citizen  can  complain.  A  system  of  wise  economy,  in  the  main, 
characterizes  the  workings  of  all  departments  and  the  disburse- 
ment of  all  public  funds.  Defalcations,  wild  extravagance, 
jobbery,  and  robbery  find  no  abiding  place  in  New  Hampshire. 
We  have  constantly  reduced  our  indebtedness  until  now  it  is 
but  little  over  one  million  dollars.  The  reduction  was  more 
than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  the  last  fiscal  year,  and 
yet  we  have  not  been  niggardly.  While  we  have  not  voted 
money  for  all  the  projects  brought  forward,  we  have  appro- 
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priated  all  that  was  necessary.  The  state  tax  has  been  reduced 
to  $425,000,  so  that  it  hears  not  hard  upon  any.  The  railroad 
tax  is  $383,855.34,  of  which  $148,772.28  remains  in  the  treas- 
ury to  meet  state  expenses;  the  balance  being  distributed 
to  the  towns.  The  telephone,  telegraph,  and  insurance  com- 
panies pay  about  $41,000  more,  so  that  nearly  half  the  state 
tax  is  paid  by  these  corporations.  We  see  no  occasion  for 
increasing  it,  and  trust  none  may  arise. 

While  I  now  call  your  attention  to  many  of  what  seem  to 
me  to  be  the  more  important  matters  to  come  before  you,  I 
shall  not  endeavor  to  treat  upon  them  fully,  but  refer  you  to 
the  reports  that  will  soon  be  laid  before  you,  bearing  more 
specifically  and  minutely  upon  these  subjects.

The  expenses  are  classed  ordinary  and  extraordinary.  The 
one  includes  salaries  and  expenses  authorized  by  general  laws 
and  which  are  of  annual  or  biennial  occurrence;  the  other,  those 
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authorized  by  special  acts  of  the  legislature.  Under  the  latter 
head  you  will  be  called  upon  to  provide  for  a  constitutional  con- 
vention. The  voters  at  the  late  election  registered  their  desire 
and  demand  for  one.  Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  were  ap- 
propriated for  each  of  the  last  two,  and  this  sum  was  found 
to  be  ample.  While  we  may  regret  the  necessity  for  and  ex- 
pense of  a  convention,  we  shall  feel  fully  compensated  for  time 
and  money  expended  if  the  result  shall  be  a  half-reduction 
of  the  membership  of  this  House  and  a  corresponding  saving 
of  future  expense. 

The  cost  of  the  last  Legislature,  exclusive  of  appropriations, 
was  $113,173.07. 

You  will  be  confronted  at  the  very  beginning  of  your  work 
with  the  question  whether  it  will  be  best  for  the  state  that 
you  do  away  Avith  all  standing  appropriations  and  legislate 
as  each  interest  and  emergency  may  demand,  or  go  on  in  the 
old  way. 

Each  system  has  its  advocates  and  defenders.  It  is  for 
you  to  determine  which,  in  your  judgment,  is  the  better  one. 

POEESTEY. 

My  life-long  residence  in  the  North  Country  has  filled  me 
with  a  love  for  our  beautiful  hills  which  the  passage  of  the 
years  has  only  made  the  stronger;  and  I  cannot  look  with  un- 
concern upon  the  devastation  which  is  being  wrought  upon 
them. 

The  steps  already  taken  in  the  direction  of  forest  preser- 
vation in  New  Hampshire  are  good  so  far  as  they  have  gone, 
but  they  have  been  very  inadequate  to  the  necessity.  The 
present  forestry  commission,  without  appropriations  with 
which  to  prosecute  research,  and  with  no  power  to  enforce 
rational  methods  of  forest  utilization,  has  confined  its  efforts 
to  the  work  of  stimulating  public  sentiment  to  the  importance 
of  the  subject  and  of  pointing  to  the  obvious  means  to  cheek 
the  despoilment  which  is  yearly  growing  more  and  more  ap- 
parent. Their  labors  in  this  direction  have  been  of  benefit. 
In  my  judgment  the  time  has  now  come  not  only  to  agitate 
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the  public  mind  and  crystallize  pid3lic  sentiment,  but  also 
to  take  some  positive  and  effective  steps  to  assure  to  our 
state  for  future  generations  those  magniticent  gems  of  moun- 
tain scenery  which  have  won  for  our  commonwealth  the 
unique  title  of  '"The  Switzerland  of  America." 

Under  private  ownership  our  forests  are  fast  being  de- 
spoiled, their  scenic  beauties  marred  and  destroyed,  the  pub- 
lic health  endangered,  our  water  powers  put  in  jeopardy,  our 
summer  boarding  business  made  to  suffer,  agriculture  harassed 
and  much  injured  by  unnecessary  seasons  of  freshet  and 
drouth,  and  our  lumber  industry  with  all  its  kindred  interests 
threatened  with  extinction.  The  enormous  demands  made 
upon  our  forest  resources,  and  the  methods  practiced  in  meet- 
ing those  demands,  are  resulting  in  the  absolute  denudation 
of  our  mountain  forests,  leaving  them  a  ready  prey  to  the 
elements  and  divesting  them  not  only  of  scenic  beauty  but 
of  future  value.  Unless  some  steps  shall  soon  be  taken  to 
check  what  is  now  going  on  among  our  wooded  areas,  it  is 
easy  to  foresee  the  extinction  of  our  primeval  forest  and  the 
consequent  disaster  to  all  the  interests  I  have  enumerated. 
Such  a  condition,  gentlemen  of  the  Legislature,  it  is  our  plain 
duty  under  our  oaths  to  prevent. 

The  most  immediately  effective  method  of  securing  the 
essential  benefits  of  forest  preservation,  is  for  the  state,  by 
exercise  of  its  power  of  eminent  domain,  to  take  to  itself  once 
more  the  ownership  of  its  most  desirable  forest  lands.  It  is 
claimed  for  such  a  course,  that  the  benefiicent  conditions  which 
would  result  from  forest  preservation  in  due  season,  by  means 
of  proper  utilization  of  the  forest  product,  would  not  only  pay 
for  the  original  cost  and  interest  charges,  but  would  also  give 
a  constantly  increasing  revenue  to  the  state  treasury.  Yet  we 
must  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  these  lands  cannot  be  taken 
from  their  owners  except  for  an  adequate  compensation.  The 
lumber  interests  are  great,  and  the  greater  they  are,  under 
present  methods  of  operation,  the  worse  it  is  for  the  state. 
The  number  of  lumber  plants  is  831;  capital,  $12,339,843; 
total  wages,  $2,519,609;  average  number  of  employees,  8,932; 
value  of  annual  product,  $10,907,438. 
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But  there  is  still  another  method  of  securing  the  main 
features  of  forest  preservation,  which  may  commend  itself  to 
your  minds  as  equally  effective  and  which  is  not  open  to 
objection  on  the  ground  of  expense.  It  lies  in  the  restriction 
of  the  operations  of  private  landowners  in  respect  to  the 
manner  in  which  they  shall  utilize  the  forest  product. 
The  direct  economic  objection  to  the  stripping  of  our  forests 
is  that  the  most  desirable  commercial  species,  the  evergreens, 
do  not  perpetuate  themselves,  but  are  followed  by  the  scrubs 
and  deciduous  species  which  have  little  or  no  marketable  value, 
and  which  do  not  hold  snow  and  rains  and  moisture  until 
needed  throughout  the  summer  months.  It  is  known,  how- 
ever, that  a  limitation  of  the  cutting  of  the  highly  prized  ever- 
greens to  those  trees  which  are  appreciably  mature,  ensures 
the  perpetuation  of  the  species  together  with  unmistakable 
improvement  in  quality.  Through  the  diligent  arguments  of 
the  forestry  commission,  and  others,  many  of  the  lumber  oper- 
ators of  the  state  have  come  voluntarily  to  adopt  such  a  re- 
striction in  their  operations,  thus  ensuring  to  themselves  an 
endless  supply  of  raw  material  for  their  business  and  benefit- 
ing the  public  by  the  perpetuation  of  the  forest  cover.  A 
further  earnest  effort  shoiild  be  made  in  this  direction,  per- 
haps, for,  if  the  lumbermen  would  get  together  and  agree 
among  themselves  that  they  would  confine  their  cuttings  to 
trees  one  foot  in  diameter  at  the  stump,  the  result  would  be 
more  effective  and  profitable  than  any  legislation  can  be.  By 
far  the  greater  number  of  the  lumbermen  of  the  state  are  still 
at  work  under  the  old  methods,  which  entail  disaster  to  pos- 
terit}^  to  the  beauty  of  our  hills  and  mountains,  to  the  public 
health,  and  to  our  summer  boarding  business. 

Such  an  intervention  I  believe  to  be  a  proper  function  of 
the  state  through  the  exercise  of  its  power  of  sovereign  police, 
which  is  co-extensive  with  public  health,  morals,  social  order, 
and  property  rights.  "The  interests  of  the  public  as  distin- 
guished from  those  of  a  class,"  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  has  held  to  be  the  paramount  consideration  when  the 
police  power  of  the  state  is  invoked,  and  I  can  concieve  of  no 
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larger  public  interests  to  be  subserved  than  those  of  the 
public  health  and  the  future  economic  welfare  of  the  state, 
which  are  clearly  involved  in  the  present  methods  of  harvest- 
ing the  timber  crop.  I  commend  this  phase  of  the  subject  to 
your  earnest  attention,  indulging  the  hope  that  your  wisdom 
will  guide  to  the  proper  action.  For  myself,  I  consider  no 
consideration  paramount  to  that  of  putting  an  end  to  the 
existing  conditions  which  obtain  in  our  forest  properties. 

Germany  began  the  work  of  forest  preservation  and  tree- 
planting  eight  hundred  years  ago.  France  followed,  then 
came  Austria,  Switzerland,  and  Italy,  so  that  now  nearly  all 
the  great  countries  have  forestry  schools.  The  time  is  ripe 
for  Xew  Hampshire  to  act.  Air,  water,  and  forests  are  the 
richest  of  the  natural  resources  of  man.  We  should  take 
good  care  that  the  first  be  not  vitiated,  the  next  polluted,  nor 
the  last  destroyed. 

We  are  told  that  more  than  $7,000,000  are  annually  paid  in 
New  Hampshire  by  those  in  quest  of  pleasure,  sight-seeing, 
health,  and  recreation.  At  least  one  half  of  this  is  disbursed 
in  and  about  the  AVliite  Mountain  region.  We  shall  not  ex- 
pect these  people  long  to  visit  treeless  hills,  barren  mountains, 
springs  which  fail  to  sparkle,  and  brooks  without  fish  or  water. 

Valuable  to  our  state  as  is  our  water  power,  our  mountain 
scenery  and  summer  attractions  can  be  made  more  valuable, 
and  for  all  time.  Whatever  helps  to  keep  the  latter  strength- 
ens the  former. 

Good  Eoads. 

New  Hampshire  interests.  New  Hampshire  revenues,  are 
enhanced  by  good  roads.  It  is  not  expected  that  we  will  em- 
bark on  any  extravagant  scheme  involving  the  outlay  of  mil- 
lions, but  it  is  important  that  we  insist  on  a  reasonable,  sensi- 
ble outlay  of  the  moneys  appropriated  for  building  and 
repairing  highways.  A  large  amount  of  money  is  derived 
from  taxing  the  unincorporated  lands  whereon  are  located 
many  of  our  mountain  hotels.  To  these  thinly  settled, 
sparsely  populated  places,  aid  has  to  be  given  to  keep  roads 
in  suitable  repair.     It  is  only  bringing  back  its  own  when 
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necessary  funds  are  appropriated  from  the  treasury  to  keep 
np  the  roads  in  snch  regions.  The  better  the  highway  lead- 
ing to  and  around  these  mountain  resorts,  the  more  visitors 
will  use  them  and  the  greater  the  amount  of  money  paid  to 
trickle  down  through  the  state  to  help  all  our  people.  We 
do  not  believe  in  a  paternal  government  in  the  family,  town, 
or  state.  Too  frequent  exercise  of  its  bounty  is  weakening 
and  baneful.  But  liberal  appropriations  for  our  mountain 
roads  and  seaside  resorts,  well  and  honestly  expended,  will 
bring  good  returns.  Highways  in  towns  well  to  do  and  able 
to  maintain  their  own  roads  should  not  receive  aid  at  your 
hands. 

I  shall  hope  that  all  measures  for  help  on  our  roads  will 
come  to  me  singly  for  approval.  The  plan  sometimes  adopted, 
of  yoking  the  meritorious  with  that  without  merit,  should  fail 
with  you. 

Railroads. 

The  steam  railroads  of  our  state  are  in  excellent  condition 
and  are  being  constantly  and  rapidly  improved.  During  the 
stress  of  hard  times  they  were  not  allowed  to  deteriorate,  and 
since  the  revival  of  business,  which  has  increased  their  earnings, 
large  amounts  have  been  expended  for  permanent  betterments. 
They  are  serving  the  people  in  a  satisfactory  manner  with 
reasonable  charges  for  transportation.  Under  consolidation 
and  the  Fitchburg  lease,  all  the  road  mileage  in  the  state, 
except  about  150  miles,  is  under  the  operation  of  the  Boston  & 
Maine  corporation.  This  makes  possible  a  lower  ratio  of 
operative  expenses,  better  accommodations,  better  connections, 
and  better  returns  to  stockholders.  The  great  advantage  to 
the  interests  of  our  state  this  arrangement  gives  over  that 
formerly  afforded  by  a  dozen  or  less  weakly,  sickly  roads  is 
almost  incalculable.  It  has  brought  the  markets  of  the  whole 
country  to  our  very  doors.  Everything  we  have  to  sell  can 
readily  and  reasonably  be  transported  to  the  farthest  point  of 
our  vast  domain. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  rapid  development  in  street 
railway  construction.     Such  new  roads,  under  our  present  law, 
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can  be  made  and  operated  wherever  there  is  the  need,  and 
money  to  build. 

While  upon  this  subject,  I  call  your  attention  to  section  7^ 
chapter  155,  Public  Statutes.  By  its  provisions  the  salaries 
and  expenses  of  the  railroad  commissioners  have  to  be  borne 
by  the  railroad  corporations.  This  course  seems  open  to  ob- 
jection. The  railroads  pay  into  the  state  treasury  all  the  taxes 
assessed  against  them.  There  is  no  reason  for  paying  the  com- 
missioners that  does  not  hold  as  to  secretary  of  state,  attorney- 
general,  or  other  state  officials. 

This  way  is  not  just  to  the  commissioners,  who  thus  far 
under  the  law  creating  such  a  board  have  been  good  men,  per- 
forming their  duties  honestly.  It  affords  an  opportunity  for 
any  one,  so  minded,  to  discount  the  value  of  the  commissioners* 
services,  their  investigations  and  reports  in  railway  cases,  by 
saying  they  are  under  pay  from  the  railroads.  Nor  is  it  a 
dignified  attitude  for  the  state. 

Dartmouth  Coli.ege. 

Dartmouth  College  was  planted  in  the  wilderness  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-one  years  ago.  For  the  first  fifty  years  its 
existence  was  precarious.  It  had  to  contend  against  poverty, 
prejudice,  and  caprice.  As  education  throughout  the  state 
and  country  came  to  be  more  generally  diffused  among  the 
masses  and  the  advantages  of  college  training  to  be  better 
understood,  the  college  began  to  gain  in  confidence,  strength, 
numbers,  and  usefulness.  It  has  done — is  doing — a  great 
work  for  New  Hampshire  and  our  country.  Notwithstanding- 
its  recent  rapid  growth,  it  is  comparatively  a  small  college  yet. 
It  has  accomplished  results  out  of  all  proportion  to  its  size  and 
means.  Nine  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight  have  entered 
its  academic,  medical,  and  engineering  departments.  Eight 
thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  of  them  graduated. 
Four  years  ago  only  $5,000  a  year  was  granted  by  the  state, — 
two  years  ago,  $10,000  a  year.  This  pays  only  one  half  the 
expense  of  educating  New  Hampshire  students,  over  and  above 
tuitions.     It  costs  the  college  $30,000  a  year  to  educate  the 
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students  from  jSTew  Hampshire,  above  all  moneys  paid  by  them 
ox  in  their  behalf  to  the  college.  The  total  number  of  stu- 
dents now  in  attendance  is  741, — from  New  Hampshire,  207. 
The  college  expenses  are  about  $100,000  annually.  New 
Hampshire  boys'  proportion  would  be  about  $33,000.  The 
college  receives  from  New  Hampshire  boys  about  $13,000. 
This  does  not  seem  exactly  fair.  Though  not  rich,  we  may 
well  consider  whether  we  ought  not  to  pay  bills  incurred  in  so 
worthy  a  cause. 

The  college  is  constantly  broadening  its  work  and  making 
greater  its  efficiency.  It  is  touching  the  schools,  institutes, 
and  conventions  in  our  own  state  and  in  many  other  states 
whence  come  so  large  a  proportion  of  its  students.  Most 
states,  whose  colleges  and  universities  are  not  already  suffi- 
ciently endowed,  make  liberal  annual  appropriations  for  the 
higher  training  of  both  boys  and  girls. 

The  next  commencement  will  be  the  100th  anniversary  of 
the  graduation  of  the  college's  most  distinguished  alumnus 
and  New  Hampshire's  most  famous  man.  If  the  state  shall 
give  to  the  college  what  she  needs,  it  will  have  done  no  more 
for  Dartmouth  than  Dartmouth  has  done  for  the  state. 

The  New  HAiiPSHiEE  College  of  Ageicultuke  and  the 
Mechanic  Arts. 

During  the  seven  years  since  the  New  Hampshire  College 
of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  was  established  in  Dur- 
ham, it  has  steadily  grown  in  importance  and  in  efficiency, 
and  is  now  in  no  sense  inferior  to  the  institutions  of  the  same 
order  in  other  states.  It  has  won  the  confidence  of  the  people, 
and  has  justified  that  confidence  by  the  quality  of  its  work, 
and  by  its  devotion  to  the  industrial  and  educational  interests 
of  the  state. 

The  college  is  supported  mainly  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States.  The  state  of  New  Hampshire,  in  receiving 
these  moneys  from  the  national  government,  virtually  pledges 
itself  to  the  liberal  maintenance  of  the  college.  This  obliga- 
tion should  not  be  disregarded,  but  should  be  faithfully  dis- 
charged in  the  future  as  it  has  been  in  the  past. 
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It  is  recommended  that  a  careful  study  be  made  of  the  needs 
of  the  college,  and  that  action  be  taken  to  satisfy  those  needs 
in  the  way  most  consistent  with  a  true  economy  on  the  one 
hand,  and  with  a  broad  educational  policy  on  the  other.  This 
being  peculiarly  a  state  institution,  controlled  by  the  legis- 
lature of  the  state,  it  may  reasonably  expect  of  that  legislature 
an  active  interest  in  its  welfare. 

The  farmers  who  are  anxious  that  their  sons  may  have  a 
practical  education,  a  little  in  advance  of  the  lines  pursued 
by  themselves,  can  here  have  their  ambitions  realized.  The 
25,000  grangers — good  men  and  women  who  have  done  so 
much  for  themselves  and  therefore  for  the  state,  and  who 
have  become  such  a  potent  factor  in  the  agricultural,  social, 
and  educational  life  of  the  commonwealth — will,  we  trust,  here 
find  a  field  for  interest  and  effort. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture. 

From  small  beginnings  the  board  has  gradually  expanded 
until  it  encompasses  in  its  labors  and  influence  most  of  the 
great  interests  of  the  state.  It  has  established  farmers'  insti- 
tutes in  every  county;  field  meeting  in  August;  good  roads 
institute  in  May;  winter  meeting  in  December.  It  controls 
the  licensing,  the  sale,  and  inspection  of  commercial  fertilizers; 
is  active  in  advertising  the  advantage  for  summer  homes  in 
!N"ew  Hampshire;  the  enforcement  of  the  oleomargarine  law 
and  that  relating  to  contagious  diseases  of  animals;  and  is 
prominent  in  promoting  Old  Home  AVeek  and  agricultural 
fairs. 

The  cause  of  agriculture  has  taken  on  new  stimulus  and 
dignity.  The  New  Hampshire  farmer  who  raises  his  own 
wheat,  potatoes,  corn,  and  meat,  drives  his  own  team,  sup- 
ports his  own  church  and  school,  has  nothing  to  fear  from 
trusts  and  combinations  of  cai^ital.  We  have  more  owners  of 
real  estate  than  there  are  in  all  England.  Our  production 
per  acre  of  grains  and  vegetables  is  not  exceeded  by  that  of 
any  state  in  the  Union.  Our  vital  statistics  show  a  high 
degree  of  cleanliness  and  great  advance  in  sanitary  measures 
among  the  masses.

Health. 


The  State  Board  of  Health  has  been  in  existence  ahnost 
twenty  j^ears.  Since  its  organization  under  the  Laws  of  1881, 
it  has  talcen  on  much  work  that  has  from  time  to  time  become 
necessary  through  additional  legislation  and  a  proper  atten- 
tion to  sanitary  matters.  In  1889  it  was  made  a  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Lunacy,  with  powers  and  duties  as  to  the 
insane.  It  has  also  had  charge  of  the  vital  statistics,  which 
have  become  of  great  value  to  prove  births,  marriages,  deaths, 
and  as  to  property  rights,  pension  purposes,  and  as  a  basis 
for  public  health  work.  It  has  power  over  the  proper  ventila- 
tion of  schoolhouses  and  almshouses;  to  establish  rules  for  the 
protection  of  public  water  supplies;  to  regulate  the  practice 
of  embalming  and  the  transportation  of  the  dead.  It  has  been 
mainly  instrumental  through  its  own  efforts  and  local  boards 
in  greatly  improving  the  sanitary  arrangements  throughout 
the  state,  by  reason  of  which  there  has  been  a  large  reduction 
in  the  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  typhoid  and 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and  other  diseases  always  invited  by 
unsanitary  conditions.  Its  efforts  among  our  places  and 
houses  of  summer  resort  have  been  of  value  to  life  and  property. 

Its  office  is  in  need  of  a  chemical  and  bacteriological  labor- 
atory. It  has  been  found  that  such  a  laboratory  is  essential 
to  the  proper  investigation  and  diagnosis  of  diseases  that 
spring  from  bacteria;  to  analyze  water;  to  examine  food  to 
prevent  a  spurious  and  adulterated  article  from  being  put 
upon  our  ISTew  Hampshire  market,  where  it  is  now  found  in 
great  abundance. 

The  last  Legislature  had  the  matter  under  consideration, 
but  failed  to  pass  the  bill  then  favorably  reported. 

Schools. 

The  law  of  the  last  session  recognized  to  some  extent  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  state  for  public  education.  It  is  based  on 
the  theory  that  education  is  properly  for  the  state  to  provide. 
The  drift  of  population  to  large  places  had  so  changed  the 
old  conditions  existing  when  wealth  and  population  were  more 
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eqnall}^  distributed  as  to  seem  to  make  the  law  necessary.  It 
had  become  burdensome  to  maintain  schools  in  the  rural  sec- 
tions. The  recent  enactment  aimed  to  equalize  school  privi- 
leges, and  the  financial  burden  affording  the  same;  to  give 
the  boys  and  girls  on  the  farm  opportunities  as  good  as  those 
enjoyed  in  the  cities  and  villages.  It  may  need  amending  at 
your  hands.  You  ought  to  provide  that  no  town  receiving 
its  share  of  the  $25,000  raised  by  the  state  shall  appropriate 
any  less  sum  for  school  purposes  than  it  had  been  raising 
before  the  existence  of  the  present  law.  The  average  length 
of  terms  of  schooling  has  been  increased  three  weeks.  You 
will  again,  doubtless,  have  to  meet  the  idea  that  it  is  best  to 
raise  all  school  money  by  state  tax,  and  have  it  disbursed  by 
the  state  treasurer;  and  also  to  meet  the  question,  now  so 
much  discussed,  of  equalizing  high-school  privileges. 

The  laws  relative  to  the  employment  of  children  in  manufac- 
turing establishments  are  a  dead  letter  in  many  parts  of  the 
state.  They  are  enforced  better  in  cities  than  in  the  towns. 
Perhaps  you  can  strengthen  them  where  they  have  proved 
weak.  You  may  deem  it  necessary  to  look  into  the  operation 
of  our  school  system  far  enough  to  ascertain  whether  it  is  not 
more  or  less  faulty  in  some  localities  in  that  it  crowds  the 
children  too  fast;  puts  so  many  studies  upon  them  in  their 
tender  years  that  they  break  down,  their  nervous  forces  get 
prematurely  exhausted,  and  they  become  physically  wrecked. 
For  a  child  between  seven  and  fifteen  years,  six  hours  of  close 
application  often  proves  too  great  a  strain,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  studying  many  have  to  do  at  home  to  keep  up  with  their 
classes.  Too  many  pale  children,  wearing  glasses,  are  seen 
in  our  schools.  Less  study  and  more  play  is  demanded  for 
children  under  fifteen.  Parents  and  guardians  must  not 
intrust  the  education,  the  health,  of  their  children  and  wards 
wholly  to  the  rigid  rules  of  school  teachers  and  school  boards. 
Better  a  fair  amount  of  learning  and  good  health,  than  much 
education  and  no  health. 

There  seems  to  be  no  need  of  present  legislation  concern- 
ing the  State  Formal  School.  Matters  there  have  recently 
been  reorganized,  the  building  put  into  comfortable  condition, 
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the  principal  changed,  and  the  number  of  students  largely 
increased.  We  can  but  hope  that  the  work  of  training  teachers 
will  be  thorough,  better  understood  over  the  state,  and  yield 
larger  returns  for  the  great  outlay  that  has  there  been  made. 
At  this  day  no  district  or  town  wants  teachers  who  have  not 
had  the  benefit  of  good  normal  training. 

The  Industrial  School  is  a  credit  to  the  state.  It  has  saved 
many  a  boy  or  girl  from  vagrancy,  vice,  and  crime.  The  last 
Legislature  appropriated  $9,400  to  be  used  for  steam  heating, 
plumbing,  and  needed  repairs.  Seventy-five  hundred  dollars 
of  it  has  been  expended  and  the  steam  heat  fs  not  in.  To 
effect  this  about  $2,000  more  will  be  required. 

The  trustees  say  a  gymnasium  or  play-room  is  much  needed, 
as  under  the  present  arrangement  the  schoolroom  is  the  only 
place  that  can  be  utilized  for  sports  on  rainy  days  and  in  cold 
winter  weather. 

The  Asylum  foe  the  Ixsane. 

September  30,  1900,  there  were  425  unfortunates  in  this 
institution.  It  has  a  good  board  of  trustees,  one  of  whom 
has  most  ably  filled  the  position  for  fifty-three  years.  Under 
less  faithfulness  and  watchfulness  there  may  come  a  need  of 
some  change  in  methods,  officers,  and  bookkeeping. 

The  capacity  of  the  asylum  is  not  infrequently  severely 
taxed.  Yon  may  feel  called  upon,  through  your  appropriate 
committee,  and  as  a  whole,  to  consider  whether  the  imbeciles, 
the  demented,  the  hopelessly  insane,  the  incurables,  should 
not  be  separated  from  those  amenable  to  treatment;  whether 
greater  progress  towards  sanity  and  health  would  be  made 
by  the  curables  if  the  sad,  sickening,  depressing  spectacle 
afforded  them  by  the  first  class  was  not  kept  constantly  before 
them. 

These  people  have  been  touched  by  the  finger  of  fate,  des- 
tiny, or  misfortune,  and  if  they  have  no  friends  or  relatives 
to  care  for  them  the  state  must  assume  the  responsibility. 
What  is  necessary  to  their  proper  support  and  maintenance  no 
one  will  feel  like  refusing, — only  that  the  sums  raised  shall 
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be  wisely  and  economical!)^  expended,  the  jieople  have  a  right 
to  expect  and  to  demand. 

The  last  Legislature  appropriated  $50,000  to  cover  the  ex- 
pense of  foni'teen  wants  and  necessities.  The  last  was  a 
farmer^s  house.  The  funds  were  exhausted  before  this  was 
reached.  The  trustees  think  they  will  need  at  your  hands  about 
$15,000  to  build  the  house,  furnish  fireproof  food  elevators, 
repair  old  laundry,  make  ovens,  lay  new  floors  and  ceilings, 
and  for  plumbing. 

The  attorney-general,  one  judiciary  committee,  and  the 
supreme  court  have  declared  that  the  title  to  this  property 
is  in  the  state.  Thus  it  appears  to  be  valid  so  long  as  no  one 
is  found  to  claim  to  the  contrary. 

Fish  and  Game. 

About  $7,000  are  annually  expended  by  this  commission. 
Eleven  hatcheries  are  maintained.  Two  liundred  and  fifty 
dollars  is  the  usual  appropriation  for  detective  work.  The  law 
of  the  past  session,  regarding  the  fines  and  forfeits  resulting 
from  prosecutions  for  illegally  killing  fish  and  game,  creates 
an  addition  to  the  fund  of  about  $1,000.  Discreetly  expended 
this  sum  accomplishes  much.  Game  and  fish,  too,  in  ponds 
and  lakes,  and  in  brooks  that  do  not  get  dry,  have  not  been 
as  plenty  in  New  Hampshire  as  now  in  the  last  twenty-five 
years. 

Eleven  hatcheries  are  too  many.  Three,  one  in  the  north- 
ern, one  in  the  southern,  and  one  in  the  central  section  of  the 
state,  would  seem  to  be  sufficient.  Somewhere  among  these 
should  be  provision  for  keeping  trout  and  salmon  till  they 
become  fingerHngs  before  distributing  them  to  care  for  them- 
selves. Put  out  among  other  fish  when  very  small,  they  be- 
come easy  prey,  and  but  a  small  percentage  remain  for  the 
angler.  Properly  protected,  our  fish  and  game  will  continue 
to  be  of  gTeat  value.  Aside  from  the  element  of  pleasure  and 
of  food,  the  money  invested,  in  my  judgment,  yields  good 
return.  It  becomes  your  duty  to  carefully  look  over  the  mass 
of  fish  and  game  laws  we  now  have  and  see  if  they  cannot  be 
simplified,  codified,  and  made  more  intelligible. 
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The  First  Connecticut  lake  has  recently  been  screened  to 
prevent  salmon  from  escaping  to  other  waters.  The  structure 
is  about  seven  hundred  feet  long  and  twenty-seven  feet  deep. 

Soldiers'  Home. 

The  New  Hampshire  Soldiers'  Home  has  been  in  operation 
now  for  upwards  of  ten  years,  and  has,  I  believe,  fully  justified 
the  patriotic  motives  and  expectations  of  its  founders.  The 
institution  has  been  conducted  with  skill  and  economy,  and  is 
in  all  respects  in  first-class  condition.  From  the  first  the 
Home  has  been  under  the  charge  of  an  intelligent,  interested, 
and  wise  board  of  managers,  and  has  been  the  means  of  afford- 
ing much-needed  relief  to  hundreds  of  our  veteran  soldiers  of 
the  war  for  the  Union,  whose  advanced  age  and  increasing 
infirmities  have  rendered  them  eminently  fit  objects  of  public 
charity.  No  body  of  citizens  are  more  conspicuously  entitled 
to  regard  and  veneration  than  these  wards  of  the  state. 

I  invoke  for  the  Home  a  most  full  consideration,  and  such 
appropriations  as  may  be  necessary  for  its  proper  maintenance 
and  improvement  during  the  ensuing  two  years. 

Orphans'  Home. 

This  Home  seems  to  be  a  model.  It  is  a  state  institution 
only  in  the  sense  that  no  child  can  be  taken  into  it  outside  of 
New  Hampshire,  unless  one  of  its  parents  has  been  a  resident 
of  the  state.  The  state  has  never  been  asked  for  an  appropri- 
ation and  probably  never  will  be,  unless  future  legislation  shall 
make  it  the  home  for  its  dependent  children.  It  is  doing  a 
good  work,  however,  and  is  most  excellently  managed.  It  has 
been  fortunate  in  its  superintendent  and  other  officers. 

The  fund  is  now  $120,000,  the  income  from  which,  with 
the  generous  contributions  from  a  most  liberal  and  charitable 
public,  has  thus  far  been  sufficient  to  care  for  a  great  number 
of  homeless  waifs. 

I  have  known  this  home  and  been  familiar  with  its  oper- 
ations from  its  inception,  and  can  confidently  recommend  its 
work  and  needs  to  a  philanthropic  public. 
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Sayings  Banks. 

Our  savings  banks  have  recovered  from  the  depression  of 
a  few  years  ago,  and  from  the  shrinkage  in  value  of  their 
western  investments.  There  are  still  some  banks  that  "were 
recently  forced  into  liquidation  which  have  not  yet  been  able 
to  convert  all  their  assets  into  cash  for  the  depositors.  Yet  in 
most  instances  reasonable  and  satisfactory  progress  has  been 
made,  and  those  banks  have  on  an  average  paid  about  70 
per  cent  to  this  time. 

The  aggregate  resources  of  the  savings  banks  and  trust  com- 
panies June  30,  1900,  amounted  to  $62,063,071;  due  depos- 
itors, $53,896,710,  leaving  a  surplus  in  the  form  of  guaranty 
fund,  premiums,  and  undivided  interest  of  $8,166,361.  The 
increase  in  the  deposits  in  the  savings  banks  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  1,  1900,  was  $2,735,878.  The  accumulation  of 
money  here  and  elsewhere  has  been  so  marked  that  difficulty 
is  encountered  to  find  safe  and  conservative  investments  that 
will  produce  income  sufficient  to  meet  expenses,  state  tax,  and 
to  pay  even  3  per  cent  dividends.  Our  interest  rates  are 
lower  than  those  of  any  other  country.  Foreign  nations  are 
fast  becoming  borrowers.  You  may  think  legislation  necessary 
to  regulate  this  new  feature  of  banking. 

In  1895  the  tax  was  reduced  one  quarter  of  one  per  cent. 
This  leaves  a  tax  larger  than  is  imposed  by  any  of  our  neigh- 
boring states,  and  were  it  not  for  the  law  that  enables  our 
banks  to  make  local  mortgage  loans  with  deduction  for  the 
state  tax  it  would  be  impossible  to  pay  expenses  and  even  a 
3  per  cent  dividend. 

You  may  lliink  a  further  reduction  necessary- 

Insurance. 

The  majority  of  our  people,  I  presume,  know  as  little  of 
insurance,  insurance  laws  and  matters,  as  they  do  of  any  sub- 
ject which  so  vitally  concerns  them.  It  is  thought  that  chap- 
ter 86,  Laws  of  1895,  relating  to  fraternal  associations,  should 
be  so  amended  that  the  insurance  commissioner  may  have  the 
same  discretion  in  dealing  with  these  associations  that  is  criven 
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him  as  to  all  kinds  of  insurance  companies.  He  has  none 
whatever  now.  There  is  no  reason,  there  can  be  no  good 
reason,  for  this  discrimination.  The  interests  of  the  state, 
fair  dealing  with  the  life  and  fire  companies  doing  a  great 
volume  of  business  within  our  borders,  demand  that  these  fra- 
ternal associations  be  pnt  on  the  same  footing  Avith  other  insur- 
ance companies. 

The  statistics  show  a  great  increase  in  the  insurance  de- 
partment for  the  last  ten  years.  In  1891  the  number  of  com- 
panies authorized  to  do  business  in  the  state  was  107;  January 
1,  1900,  there  were  195,  besides  33  fraternal  associations. 

The  amount  of  risks  written  on  property  and  lives  in  1890 
was  $85,571,461;  in  1899,  $133,681,667.  The  amount  of 
assessments  and  premiums  received  in  1890  was  $1,645,357; 
in  1899,  $3,066,322.  The  total  amount  of  losses  and  claims 
paid  in  1890  was  $693,969;  in  1899,  $1,750,101. 

The  entire  fire  risks  written  in  the  state  by  authorized  com- 
panies for  the  ten  years  ending  December  31,  1899,  was.  $855,- 
929,843.23;  the  amount  paid  in  premiums  and  assessments  for 
the  same  period  was  $10,933,460.32,,  and  the  amount  received 
for  losses  and  claims  was  $5,294,394.98. 

The  amoimt  of  life  risks  for  the  same  time  was  $38,376,- 
419.75;  premiums  paid  on  same,  $8,477,350.35;  paid  for  losses 
and  claims,  $3,866,700.98. 

The  income  to  the  state  from  all  authorized  companies  in 
1890  was  $27,453.33;  in  1899,  $56,746.00. 

The  figures,  though  instructive,  cannot  here  be  further  fol- 
lowed. 

The  Supreme  Couet. 

This  is  the  court  of  last  resort  for  our  people  who  have 
differences  to  adjust,  Avrongs  to  redress,  and  rights  to  establish. 
From  the  early  history  of  the  state's  jurisprudence  to  the  pres- 
ent moment  we  have  had  honest,  incorruptible,  and  fairly  able 
courts.  Much  of  the  time  we  have  had  judges  upon  the  bench 
whose  fitness,  learning,  and  industry  have  home  them  to  the 
very  front  rank  of  the  great  jurists  of  the  country.  All  the 
time  we  have  had  judges  who  have  earned  more  than  they 
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have  received.  The  dignity  of  this  high  tribunal,  the  measure 
of  ahihty  and  integrity,  and  work  required  of  our  judges,  de- 
mand that  they  shall  be  better  paid.  In  this  age  when  bright, 
strong  men  are  eagerly  sought  out,  and  their  services  well 
paid  for  by  the  great  interests  of  the  land,  we  cannot  expect 
to  be  so  fortunate  as  we  have  been  in  the  past  in  obtaining 
first-class  men  at  second-class  prices.  The  time  is  near  at  hand 
when  men  in  every  calling  will  ask  and  receive  something 
near  the  worth  of  their  services. 

There  may  be  a  move  at  this  session  to  substitute  for  this 
court  a  dual  court.  Possibly  you  may  conclude  that  it  is  the 
part  of  wisdom,  justice,  and  economy  to  better  pay  the  court 
we  have  than  to  create  others. 

The  Nation"al  Guard. 

All  who  are  at  all  conversant  with  our  military  affairs  bear 
testimony  that  the  reorganization  of  our  three  eight-company 
regiments  into  two  regiments  of  twelve  companies  each,  by 
my  immediate  predecessor,  was  a  step  in  the  right  direction; 
that  it  has  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  force  and  is  less 
expensive.  The  morale  of  the  brigade  was  never  better.  The 
adjutant-general  will  probably  lay  before  you  for  adjustment 
a  claim  of  about  $4,000.     It  came  as  follows: 

When  the  state  troops  were  mustered  for  the  Spanish  war, 
they  were  equipped  in  part  from  the  annual  appropriations  for 
the  support  of  the  Guard.  Some  men  in  each  of  the  com- 
panies ordered  into  camp  for  muster  into  the  United  States 
service  were  rejected,  but  were  paid  for  the  time  they  were 
in  camp  also  out  of  this  appropriation.  These  disbursements, 
amounting  to  $3,971.97,  were  paid  by  the  general  government 
back  into  our  state  treasury.  Unless  you  shall  authorize  this 
sum  to  be  paid  over  to  the  National  Guard  it  would  seem  to 
be  crippled  to  that  extent. 

Bureau  of  Labor. 

From  the  interesting  report  of  the  commissioner  we  learn, 
among  other  things,  that  the  number  of  industries  in  our 
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state  is  1,331;  amount  of  capital  invested,  $86,632,297;  value 
of  product,  $103,429,553;  cost  of  material  used,  $58,404,515; 
number  of  males  and  females  employed  as  wage-earners,  73,485; 
total  wages  paid,  $26,144,340;  number  of  salaried  clerks  and 
officials,  1,653,  with  salaries  of  $1,979,802. 

These  figures  demonstrate  that  New  Hampshire,  in  manu- 
facturing industries,  is  well  up  with  the  other  New  England 
states. 

The  commissioner  recommends  that  you  enact  a  law  mak- 
ing it  compulsory  upon  manufacturers  to  make  returns  to 
the  bureau.  You  will  have  his  report  with  you,  and,  within 
its  limit  of  300  pages  or  more,  will  find  much  that  will  interest 
every  intelligent  citizen  of  the  state. 

State  Library. 

Our  people  some  time  ago  became  convinced  of  the  utility 
of  a  state  lilu'ar}',  else  they  would  not  have  constructed  and 
equijjped  so  good  and  convenient  a  library  building  as  we 
now  possess. 

As  an  educator  it  is  doing  all  its  most  enthusiastic  advo- 
cates predicted.  June  1,  1900,  it  had  63,059  bound  and 
31,794  unbound  volumes,  besides  11,671  imbound  periodicals. 
These  books  range  the  whole  field  of  useful,  practical  literature, 
and  embrace  law,  history,  medicine,  religion,  biography,  mis- 
cellany, newspapers,  pamphlets,  etc. 

The  efforts  of  the  managers  of  the  institution  have  been  of 
late  specially  and,  in  my  judgment,  worthily  directed  to  the 
construction  and  publication  of  an  adequate  catalogue  of  this 
great  collection,  and  it  may  be  expected  in  the  near  future 
that  the  public,  by  this  aid,  will  find  the  usefulness  of  the 
library  greatly  augmented. 

The  expenditures  and  disbursements  the  past  two  years 
have  been  kept  well  within  the  appropriation.  The  librarian 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  walls  of  the  library  room  should  be 
tinted  to  better  protect  the  eyes,  and  to  give  the  room  a  more 
cleanly  appearance. 
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GtOvernor's  Home. 

It  is  about  time  in  our  history  tliat  we  were  thinking  of  pro- 
viding a  home  for  the  Governor  during  liis  term  of  office. 
While  the  state  is  not  rich,  it  is  well  enough  off  to  have  what 
it  needs.  Our  debt  is  being  gradually  extinguished,  and  in  a 
few  more  years  of  economic  administration  of  our  affairs  it 
will  be  gone.  In  this  view  it  has  occurred  to  me  that  it 
would  be  wise  and  proper  to  begin  to  make  plans  here  in  the 
capital  city  for  a  modest  home  in  keeping  with  the  modes  of 
living  existing  among  our  people, — the  whole  to  cost  some- 
where from  $10,000  to  $30,000,— in  which  the  Governor  can 
live  during  his  term,  or  such  part  of  it  as  he  desires,  and 
where  the  people  of  the  state,  the  legislators  and  their  families, 
and  others  so  disposed,  can  meet  the  chief  executive  and  his 
family  and  get  better  acquainted. 

If  the  suggestion  finds  lodgment  with  you,  perhaps  the 
outcome  may  be  that  a  committee  will  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  matter  and  report  to  the  next  session. 

State  Prison. 

The  average  daily  inmates  for  the  past  year  have  numbered 
140, — a  lower  average  than  usually  obtains.  The  decrease  in 
prison  population  is  probably  owing  to  the  tendency  of  our 
courts  to  commit  convicts  for  lesser  offenses  to  county  insti- 
tutions. Generally  the  prison  has  been  self-sustaining.  It 
was  not  quite  so  last  year.  The  excess  of  expenses  was  about 
$2,000.  The  officials  think  this  is  due  to  the  small  number 
of  inmates,  as  the  current  expenses  do  not  decrease  in  pro- 
portion to  the  prison  population.  We  see  no  reason  on  that 
score  for  encouraging  crime.  , 

The  prison  is  well  managed.  The  convicts^  are  now  labor- 
ing under  a  seven  years'  contract.  Every  building  is  neat 
and  in  fair  repair;  the  discipline  is  firm  yet  humane,  the  food 
good  and  sufficient,  and  the  convicts  for  the  most  part  are 
appreciative  of  the  law  commuting  quite  a  share  of  the  sen- 
tence because  of  good  behavior. 

You  will  be  asked  for  a  comparatively  light  appropriation 
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for  plumbing,  a  porch,  and  a  few  other  minor  but  necessary 
matters. 

If  not  now,  ere  long,  the  question  of  indeterminate  sentence 
will  have  to  be  met  and  solved. 

State  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction. 

This  board  has  done  a  good  work  and  much  of  it,  and  all 
without  recompense  save  what  comes  to  those  who,  from  phil- 
anthropic, humanitarian  motives,  the  love  of  letting  light  and 
even  sunshine  into  dark  places,  strive  to  make  the  world 
better.  New  Hampshire  is  one  of  the  twenty-four  states  hav- 
ing such  boards.  Only  fourteen  states  allow  children  to  be 
kept  in  almshouses.  The  board  has  systematized  its  work 
and  got  it  well  in  hand.  It  has  looked  after  six  hundred  chil- 
dren and  located  over  five  hundred  of  them  in  private  asy- 
lums. It  has  been  greatly  handicapped  for  lack  of  funds,  and 
will  doubtless  ask  of  you  that  appropriation  be  made  to  enable 
them  to  have  a  paid  secretary  and  a  paid  agent  to  look  after 
the  children.  Such  a  request  seems  not  unreasonable.  Sooner 
or  later  our  state  will  have  to  meet  the  problem  of  a  home 
and  schools  for  its  feeble-minded  children. 

Temperance. 

The  substance  of  the  present  temperance'  law  has  existed 
in  our  state  for  forty-five  years.  There  have  been  changes 
in  methods  of  procedure,  but  not  many  in  the  fundamentals. 
While  it  has  not  accomplished  all  that  the  most  ardent  friends 
of  prohibition  hoped  and  claimed  it  would  do,  the  majority  of 
the  people  of  the  state  have  not  seen  fit  to  disturb  it.  There 
has  been — there  is  still — complaint  that  it  is  not  more  vigor- 
ously enforced,  yet  it  is  an  open  question  whether  it  is  not  as 
well  observed  as  most  other  laws  which  relate  to  the  tastes, 
appetites,  and  passions  of  the  people. 

You  may,  under  the  light  of  recent  events  in  some  counties 
in  our  state,  consider  that  chapter  87,  section  2,  Laws  of  1895, 
should  be  amended  so  that  in  cases  where  the  county  solicitor 
shall  be  in  doubt  as  to  the  necessity  or  expediency  of  prose- 
cuting, discretionary  power  may  rest  with  the  attorney-general. 
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Harriet  P.  Dame. 

Last  April  this  noble  woman  died.  She  had  served  in  the 
hospitals  and  with  the  army  almost  five  years.  Her  first  work 
was  in  opening  her  house  to  the  sick  boys  of  the  First  New 
Hampshire,  here  in  Concord.  Early  in  June,  1861,  she  was 
enrolled  as  matron  of  the  Second  ISTew  Hampshire  at  'six 
dollars  a  month. 

Without  enumerating  her  good  deeds  or  recounting  her 
great  sacrifices,  I  will  say  that  till  the  war  was  closed  she  was 
an  angel  of  mercy  among  our  sick  and  wounded  boys.  She 
was  called  to  responsible  and  hazardous  posts  by  our  generals, 
in  the  performance  of  her  humanitarian  labors.  After  the 
battle  of  Fredericksburg  our  General  Marston  affirmed  that 
she  was  the  bravest  woman  he  ever  saw.  For  nineteen  years 
before  her  death  she  was  elected  president  of  the  National 
Army  Nurses'  Association. 

Her  life  was  long,  useful,  and  eventful,  full  of  grace,  beauty, 
and  sacrifice.  Would  it  not  be  well  for  the  state  to  recognize 
the  worth  of  this  woman  by  causing  her  portrait  to  be  hung 
in  some  one  of  these  historic  halls?  By  so  doing  we  shall  not 
only  pay  fitting  tribute  to  her  memory,  but  likewise  a  deserved 
compliment  to  the  pure  and  self-sacrificing  womanhood  of 
our  state. 

Franklin  Pierce. 

You  may  also  be  called  upon  to  take  action  with  reference 
to  a  memorial  to  the  late  President  Franklin  Pierce.  He  was 
a  brave  officer  in  the  Mexican  war,  and  New  Hampshire's  only 
president.  His  administration  was  in  the  midst  of  the  na- 
tion's troublous  times,  when  party  spirit  ran  high  on  the  im- 
portant questions  then  agitating  the  public  mind.  Time  and 
events  have  very  much  softened  political  asperities. 

The  Pan-American  Exposition. 

The  Pan-American  Exposition,  which  is  to  take  place  at 
Bufi^alo,  may  likewise  require  notice  by  you.  One  of  the  com- 
missioners for  New,  Hampshire  and  one  of  the  vice-presidents 
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are  also  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  can  clonbtless  en- 
lighten your  minds  upon  the  subject. 

The  Kearsaege  and  Alabama. 

The  House  of  Eepresentatives  of  1899  adopted  a  resolution 
asking  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  committee  of  citizens  of  the 
state  to  procure  and  present  for  the  use  of  the  new  battleship 
"Kearsarge"  a  worthy  testimonial  which  should  bear  with  it 
"the  affectionate  love  of  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  for 
this  noble  ship,  which,  because  of  the  name  it  bears,  must 
become  of  all  ships  New  Hampshire's  special  pride." 

In  accordance  Avith  this  request.  Governor  Rollins  appointed 
a  committee  of  ten  representative  citizens,  who  entered  heartily 
upon  the  work  intrusted  to  them.  The  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  was  raised  by  popular  subscription,  and  this  was  suffi- 
cient to  purchase  handsome  bronze  tablets  for  the  "Kearsarge" 
and  her  sister  battleship  the  "Alabama,"  and  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  their  fitting  presentation  at  Portsmouth  in  August 
last.  The  people  of  that  city  contributed  an  amount  very 
nearly,  if  not  quite,  as  large  to  meet  the  expense  of  decora- 
tions, etc.,  for  one  of  the  most  interesting  occasions  in  the 
state's  history.  A  large  number  of  distinguished  citizens  of 
other  states,  including  high  officials  of  the  army  and  navy,  and 
jDresent  and  former  members  of  the  President's  cabinet,  having 
signified  their  intention  of  being  present  on  the  occasion  of  the 
presentation  and  of  taking  part  in  the  exercises,  it  seemed 
fitting  that  the  state  should  show  due  courtesy  to  her 
guests,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  no  legislative  appropri- 
ation was  available  for  the  purpose.  Acting  upon  the  sug- 
gestion, and  at  the  urgent  request  of  many  prominent  citizens, 
Governor  Eollins  arranged  for  the  presence  of  the  National 
Guard  at  Portsmouth  on  that  occasion.  A  banquet  was  ten- 
dered the  guests  at  the  close  of  the  exercises,  and  the  visitors 
from  the  South  were  shown  such  courtesies  as  seemed  fitting 
in  view  of  the  widespread  interest  which  the  presentation  had 
created.  I 

I  recommend  that  the  Legislature  appropriate  such  a  sum 
of  money  as  may  be  needed  to  meet  the  expenses  thus  incurred. 
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I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  a  few  changes 
in  the  statutes  in  addition  to  those  already  suggested. 

1.  Should  not  our  homestead  exemption  be  enlarged? 
The  present  limit  of  $500  was  fixed  years  ago,  when  that  sum 
had  twice  the  purchasing  power  towards  getting  a  home  it  now 
has.  Five  hundred  dollars  will  not  buy  much  of  a  home  for 
the  Avife  and  little  ones.  Seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
would  be  better. 

2.  Should  not  the  laborer  s  wages  be  wholly  exempt  from 
the  operation  of  the  trustee  process?  Because  they  are  not, 
oftentimes  the  laborer  loses  the  job  or  the  work,  on  the  com- 
pletion of  which  the  family  depends  for  sustenance, — the  neces- 
saries of  life.  It  is  not  infrequently  the  case  that  a  man's 
wages  are  tied  up  to  compel  an  unjust  settlement.  We  need 
not  fear  that  we  shall  legislate  too  liberally  in  favor  of  this 
large  class  of  our  respectable  men  and  women.  Capital  will 
usually  take  care  of  itself. 

3.  You  may  conclude  that  a  minor  practicing  any  profession 
or  engaging  in  any  business  with  the  consent  or  knowledge  of 
his  parents  or  guardians  shall  be  made  liable  on  all  contracts 
he  may  make  in  connection  with  such  business  or  profession. 

4.  You  may  also  consider  that  the  caucus  law  of  1897 
should  be  amended.  There  were  charges  and  counter-charges 
as  to  misconduct  of  men  and  candidates  in  the  last  campaign, 
in  the  caucuses  of  some  towns  and  cities.  These  accusations 
need  not  have  been  wholly  true  to  convince  you  that  something 
should  be  done  to  prevent  like  occurrences  in  the  future. 

5.  A  large  saving  can  be  effected  to  the  various  towns  in 
the  state  by  proper  amendments  to  chapter  32,  Public  Stat- 
utes. Too  many  days  are  allowed  in  the  larger  towns  for  the 
regulation  of  check-lists  in  any  election  except  the  biennial. 
The  supervisors  must  be  on  hand,  and  will  charge  for  all  the 
days  prescribed  by  the  law.  The  law  should  be  changed.  One 
day  is  ample  in  all  special  or  annual  town  elections.  It  should 
be  amended  not  only  as  above  set  forth,  but  also  so  that  the 
board  cannot  of  itself  change  its  whole  construction.  ISTow, 
either  party  can  nominate  and  (if  in  a  majority)  elect  a  board 
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of  first-class  men,  and  they  can,  by  resigning  one  after  the  other 
and  allowing  the  remaining  members  to  fill  the  vacancy,  create 
a  board  of  a  very  different  character  to  pass  upon  one  of  the 
dearest  rights  of  an  American  citizen, 

6.  Better  protection  should  be  afforded  insectivorous  birds. 
Duty  and  interest  alike  demand  it. 

7.  You  may  perhaps  see  fit  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
providing  for  minority  representation  on  the  boards  of  all  our 
important  commissions,  bureaus,  and  trustees. 

Were  I  to  be  allowed  a  word  as  to  the  order  in  which  you 
proceed  with  your  duties,  it  would  be  that  you  first  take  up 
and  pass  the  great  appropriation  bills  necessary  to  the  proper 
administration  of  the  state's  affairs,  leaving  for  the  last  the 
more  questionable  matters.  In  this  way  less  money  will  be 
raised  than  if  you  let  in  and  pass  measures  of  doubtful  expe- 
diency and  necessity  first,  for  the  others  must  come  anyway, 
no  matter  how  much  you  may  have  appropriated  for  the  less 
important  matters.  Those  appearing  before  your  committees 
asking  money  for  doubtful  schemes  and  projects  understand 
this  full  well,  and  will  be  very  persistent  early  in  the  session. 
My  suggestion  is  to  let  them  wait. 

And  here  I  will  strongly  urge  that  early  in  the  session  you 
pass  a  law  making  it  the  duty  of  the  attorney-general,  on 
behalf  of  the  state,  to  appear  before  any  of  your  committees 
at  every  hearing  where  money  is  sought  from  the  state;  that  all 
such  hearings  shall  be  on  notice  to  the  attorney-general,  and 
that  his  present  salary  be  sufficiently  increased  to  recompense 
him  for  this  additional  work. 

It  often  happens,  as  some  of  you  well  know,  that  great  inter- 
ests are  represented  by  great  lawyers  before  legislative  com- 
mittees, not  a  member  of  which  ever  had  any  legal  training 
or  can  successfully  answer  the  advocate's  plausible  theories 
and  assumed  law,  or  assign  good  grounds  for  refusing  his 
request.  It  is  not  for  the  welfare  of  the  state  that  this  con- 
dition of  things  longer  continue. 

Your  committee  on  rules  may  deem  it  useful  to  have  a  com- 
mittee on  bills,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  closely  scan  every 
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bill  at  some  stage  before  its  passage,  and  so  be  able  to  prevent 
crude  and  imperfect  legislation. 

Without  much  further  prolonging  my  message  to  j^ou,  I 
will  suggest  that  you  look  carefully  into  the  operation  of  our 
commissions,  boards,  and  bureaus,  and  if  you  find  any  that  are 
not  needed,  abolish  them.  If  you  find  others  that  are  spend- 
ing more  money  than  they  should,  curtail.  If  still  others 
that  would  be  of  greater  benefit  to  the  state,  could  they  have 
more  to  do  with,  appropriate.  In  other  words,  make  efficient 
what  are  necessary,  and  lop  off  the  unnecessary.  Be  careful 
about  taking  on  more.  Other  states,  greater  and  richer  than 
ours,  with  more  varied  interests,  dependencies,  and  resources, 
may  feel  it  their  duty  to  multiply  commissions.  I  am  certain 
we  should  not  do  it.  We  should  keep  close  to  the  ground  floor, 
to  the  principles,  the  simplicity,  of  the  fathers. 

New  Hampshire  has  got  along  pretty  well  with  its  own  sys- 
tem of  government.  It  is  one  of  the  very  few  forty-five  states 
that  pay  as  they  go.  I  know  how  easy  it  is  for  the  legislature 
to  grant  a  request  for  a  room  for  one  thing  or  another;  the 
next  one  will  be  asked  for  a  clerk,  etc.,  and  soon  an  expense 
of  $5,000  to  $6,000  is  annually  incurred.  Wlien  you  vote 
away  money,  always  bear  in  mind  that  these  dollars  must  be 
earned  in  some  way. 

I  will  not  say  to  you  that  your  duties  here  will  be  impor- 
tant, for  you  already  realize  it.  You  will  at  times  find  it  as 
necessary  to  prevent  as  to  promote  legislation.  Not  one  bill 
in  four  introduced  will  or  should  become  law.  We  are  in 
greater  danger  from  too  many  rather  than  too  few  changes. 
Make  the  laws,  a^  far  as  practicable  and  possible,  general,  not 
special.  Exercise  a  wise  distrust  of,  and  discrimination  against, 
pet  schemes  and  private  enterprises. 

By  observing  these  few  simple,  honest  rules  in  what  we  do, 
we  will  find  favor  with  our  own  consciences,  the  people  whom 
we  serve,  and  the  God  who  watched  over  our  fathers,  and  who, 
we  have  faith  to  believe,  has  been  with  their  children  even 
to  this  hour  in  all  their  efforts  to  preserve  and  hand  down  to 
still  other  generations  and  peoples  the  blessings  of  Christian 
civilization  and  the  priceless  heritage  of  good  government.

was  read  by  the  clerk  of  the  House;  and  it  appearing  that 
Henry  E.  Burnham  had  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast 
in  each  branch  of  the  Legislature,  the  chairman  made  declara- 
tion as  follows: 

Henry  E.  Burnham  having  been  named  as  the  choice  of  a 
majority  of  the  members,  and  having  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  in  each  branch  of  the  Legislature,  is  declared 
elected  to  represent  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  in  the  Sen- 
ate of  the  United  States,  for  the  full  term  of  six  years,  begin- 
ning on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  1901,  and  ending  on  the 
fourth  day  of  March,  1907.

In  accepting  the  high  office  to  which  you  have  elected  me, 
I  would  a^ure  you  that  the  supreme  and  controlling  motive 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  will  be  to  serve  to  the  best  of 
my  ability  all  the  people  whom  I  represent,  and  by  every 
means  at  my  command  to  promote  the  best  and  highest  inter- 
>ests  of  the  state. 

As  a  Eepublican  from  conviction,  and  a  belief  that  the 
fundamental  principles  of  our  government  are  best  sustained 
■by  Hie  party  to  which  I  belong,  and  that  the  interests  of  the 
great  Eepublic  will  be  promoted  to  the  largest  degree  by  its 
continued  supremacy,  I  shall  give  to  its  principles  and  policy 
my  zealous  support. 

Believing  that  this  nation  is  to  be  the  great  and  unques- 
tioned leader  in  the  march  of  progress,  and  that  its  heaven- 
born  mission  is  to  establish  peace  and  the  supremacy  of  free 
institutions,  it  will  be  my  earnest  purpose  and  greatest  privi- 
lege to  contribute  some  part  in  the  accomplishment  of  that 
mission.

MESSAGE    FROM    THE    SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  clerk,  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  had  adopted  the  following  concurrent 
resolution,  in  the  adoption  of  which  it  asked  the  concurrence 
of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives: 

Whereas,  There  is  being  constructed  at  the  Portsmouth, 
N",  H.,  navy  yard  a  magnificent  naval  stone  dock  of  capacity 
sufficient  to  receive  the  largest  war  or  merchant  ship  in  the 
world,  which,  when  completed,  will  be  the  direct  means  of 
the  employment  of  thousands,  and  of  deep  interest  to  the 
whole  southern  section  of  our  state;  and. 

Whereas,  Between  our  deep  and  magniiicent  harbor  and 
the  navy  yard  and  city,  at  a  point  in  the  narrowest  and  shapest 
curve  of  the  Piscataqua,  there  exists  a  dangerous  obstruction 
called  "Henderson's  Point,"  for  the  contemplated  removal  of 
which  surveys  by  the  United  States  engineers  have  just  been 
completed  and  reported  to  the  chief  engineer  of  the  war  de- 
partment of  the  general  government;  and. 

Whereas,  The  removal  of  this  sole  danger  spot  and  obstruc- 
tion would  make  our  historic  river  and  harbor  not  only  at  once 
the  safest  of  approach  from  and  to  the  ocean,  but  would  consti- 
tute them  indisputably  without  a  peer  on  the  Atlantic  coast; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 
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Besolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  con- 
curring, That  our  senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives in  the  National  Congress  from  this  state  be,  and 
hereby  are,  requested  to  exert  their  influence  to  secure  an  ap- 
propriation in  the  national  "river  and  harbor"  bill,  now  pend- 
ing, for  the  removal  of  Henderson's  Point  in  Portsmouth  har- 
bor; and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  state  be  directed  to  forward 
a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  each  member  of  Congress  from 
this  state.

Mr.  Gowing,  for  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  whom 
was  referred  "Joint  resolution  relating  to  the  Eighteenth  Regi- 
ment New  Hampshire  Volunteers,  war  of  1861-65,"  reported 
that 

Wheeeas,  The  object  sought  in  this  bill  has  already  been 
obtained  through  the  regular  channels. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Mr.  Kendall,  for  the  Committee  on  Eevision  of  the  Statutes^ 
to  whom  was  referred  "An  act  in  amendment  of  and  in  addi- 
tion to  chapter  40  of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to  the 
powers  and  duties  of  towns,"  reported  the  same  with  the  reso- 
lution that  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Mr.  Gowing,  for  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  to  whom 
was  referred  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  publication  of  a  record 
of  New  Hampshire  soldiers  and  sailors  in  the  war  with  Spain," 
reported  that  whereas  the  records  are  at  present  incomplete 
the  bill  be  referred  to  the  next  Legislature. 

The  reports  were  severally  accepted  and  the  resolutions, 
adopted. 
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Messrs.  Fuller,  Gilchrist,  Jones,  Kennedy,  Grant,  Davis, 
Moody,  and  Parker,  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Elections, 
to  whom  was  referred  "Petition  of  Hanson  H.  Yoimg  of  Barn- 
stead,  for  seat  in  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,"  reported 
the  same  with  the  resolution  that  Thomas  L.  Hoitt  is  not  en- 
titled to  a  seat  in  this  House,  and  that  Hanson  H.  Young  is 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  House  as  representative  from  the 
town  of  Barnstead,  and  that  said  Hanson  H.  Young  be  ad- 
mitted at  once  to  membership  of  this  House. 

Messrs.  Kimball,  Allen,  Buswell,  O'Xeil,  and  Lord,  a 
minority  of  the  committee,  made  report  as  follows: 

Immediately  following  the  closing  of  the  polls  in  the  town 
of  Barnstead,  on  election  night,  the  votes  were  sorted  and 
counted,  and  it  is  undisputed  that  there  were  found  359  votes 
only,  which  were  claimed  to  be  votes  for  representative.  The 
declaration  of  the  moderator  was  to  the  effect  that  Thomas  L. 
Hoitt  had  181  votes  and  Hanson  H.  Young  176. 

Two  votes  were  in  dispute,  one  being  the  ballot  of  the  town 
of  Windsor,  but  bearing  the  indorsement  of  Barnstead,  was 
marked  with  a  square  in  the  circle  at  the  head  of  the  Eepubli- 
can  column,  and  one  vote  was  marked  in  the  circle  at  the  head 
of  the  Democratic  column  with  a  straight  mark  instead  of  a 
cross.  The  Eepublican  ballot  clerks  claimed  that  the  first  of 
these  should  be  counted  for  the  Republican  candidate,  and 
claimed  that  the  second  should  not  be  counted  for  the  Demo- 
cratic candidate.  By  vote  of  the  officers  present,  neither  of 
these  was  counted  for  representative. 

It  is  also  the  imdisputed  testimony  that  election  night  there 
were  found  and  counted  115  straight  Eepublican  votes  and 
148  straight  Democratic  votes,  and,  besides  the  two  votes 
named  above,  there  were  31  split  Eepublican  votes  for  repre- 
sentative and  33  split  Democratic  votes  for  representative. 

There  was  some  dispute  in  regard  to  the  counting  of  certain 
other  votes.  The  Eepubhcan  ballot  clerks  who,  with  the 
Democratic  officials  of  the  town,  counted  the  votes  made  no 
claim  that  there  was  any  mistake  in  the  number  of  votes,  but 
they  found  fault  with  the  manner  in  which  certain  disputed 
votes  were  counted. 
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The  ballots  were  sealed  up  and  sometime  after  election  were 
sent  to  the  secretary  of  state  and  a  recount  was  had.  The 
recount  and  the  ballots,  as  shown  to  the  committee,  revealed 
a  different  state  from  that  shown  by  the  count  on  election 
night.  One  hundred  forty-six  straight  Eepublican  votes  were 
found  and  148  straight  Democratic;  31  split  Eepublican  votes 
for  representative  and  but  26  split  Democratic  votes  for  repre- 
sentative, with  9  other  votes  which  were  left  to  the  decision  of 
the  committee,  including  the  two  votes  above  named.  The 
evidence  shows  conclusively  that  of  these,  three  were  counted 
for  the  Eepublican  candidate  on  the  night  of  election  and  four 
for  the  Democratic  candidate,  and  the  committee  have  counted 
ikem  in  the  same  way,  leaving  the  two  first  named  doubtful 
votes  uncounted,  and  the  committee  voted  to  leave  both  of 
them  uncounted  just  as  the  officers  did,  so  that  all  the  votes 
liave  been  counted  by  the  committee  just  as  they  were  counted 
by  the  town  officers.  Adding  the  3  votes  and  4  votes  to  the 
Eepublican  and  Democratic  candidates  respectively  gives  180 
votes  for  Mr.  Young  and  178  for  Mr.  Hoitt,  with  the  two  first 
mentioned  votes  both  excluded.  The  result  is  that  one  vote 
more  is  found  than  was  found  on  election  night,  according  to 
the  agreed  testimony;  the  votes  show  one  additional  straight 
Eepubhcan  vote  and  three  split  Eepublican  votes  more  and 
three  split  Democratic  votes  less  than  we  found  election  night 

As  we  stated  before,  the  evidence  shows  that  there  was  no 
dispute  as  to  the  number  of  votes  upon  election  night.  Fol-. 
lowing  the  counting  of  the  ballots  the  votes  were  tied  into  a 
brown  paper  package  and  some  sealing  wax  placed  upon  them 
by  the  proper  officials  and  they  were  given  to  the  town  clerk, 
together  with  twenty-four  unused  ballots,  which  was  the 
exact  number  which  should  have  been  left,  as  391  votes  were 
sent  to  the  town  of  Barnstead  by  the  secretary  of  state,  and 
367  was  the  total  number  of  tickets  cast.  The  votes  and 
unused  ballots  were  taken  by  the  town  clerk  and  left  in  his 
store.  The  moderator  testified  (and  it  was  not  disputed)  that 
at  the  time  of  the  sealing  of  the  votes  no  sealing  wax  was  placed 
over  the  knot  in  the  string.     The  paper  which  is  now  in  the 
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secretary  of  state's  office  reveals  that  sealing  wax  has  at  some 
time  been  placed  over  the  knot.  It  also  appears  that  a  young 
man  in  the  employ  of  the  town  clerk,  just  previous  to  election, 
made  a  key  to  the  store  without  the  knowledge  of  the  town 
clerk,  and  the  fact  that  he  had  the  key  was  kno\ni  to  various 
Republican  workers.  The  votes  were  left  in  the  ballot  box  in 
the  store  some  ten  days,  and  the  unused  ballots  were  left  upon 
a  desk  in  the  store. 

After  the  recount,  owing  to  certain  things  which  grew  out 
of  the  recount,  the  town  clerk  and  one  of  the  selectmen  took 
occasion  to  count  the  unused  ballots,  expecting  to  find  24. 
To  their  great  surprise  they  found  but  20.  Four  votes  were 
missing,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  4  is  the  exact  difference  be- 
tween the  votes  as  they  now  appear  and  the  votes  as  they  were 
counted  on  election  night.  It  also  appears  that  the  town  clerk 
had  in  the  store  sealing  wax  similar  to  that  used  in  sealing 
the  package  of  votes.  Although  there  was  no  direct  proof  of 
tampering  with  the  votes  after  election,  considering  the  man- 
ner in  which  they  were  tied  up,  the  careless  way  in  which  they 
were  kept  by  the  town  clerk,  the  opportunity  for  tampering, 
the  difference  in  the  number  of  votes  and  the  loss  of  exactly 
a  corresponding  number  from  the  package  of  unused  ballots, 
we  are  led  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  more  than  doubtful 
whether  or  not  the  votes  now  in  the  secretary  of  state's  office 
are  in  exactly  the  same  condition  as  they  were  in  Barnstead 
on  election  night.  And  all  seven  Democratic  officers  testify 
that  at  least  one  ballot,  marked  only  for  Mr.  Young,  was  not 
there  election  night. 

Mr.  Young  sets  up  a  claim  that  he  is  entitled  to  a  seat  to 
which  Mr.  Hoitt  was  declared  elected  by  a  majority  of  five 
when  the  votes  were  counted  by  the  town  officers,  and  counted, 
too,  so  far  as  disputed  votes  are  concerned,  just  as  the  com- 
mittee on  elections  have  counted  them. 

The  burden  of  proof  to  make  his  claim  more  probable  than 
otherwise  was  upon  Mr.  Yoimg.  He  attacks  Mr.  Hoitt's 
right  to  a  seat  to  which  Mr.  Hoitt  has  proper  credentials.  It 
was  Mr.  Young's  duty  to  maintain  his  claim,  and  it  seems  to 
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us  that  the  evidence  fails  to  sustain  the  burden.  He  has  not 
made  it  more  probable  nor  has  he  overcome  the  jiresumptions 
which  go  with  the  moderation.  For  these  reasons  we  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolv&d,  That  Thomas  L.  Hoitt  is  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this 
House  from  the  town  of  Barnstead,  and  Hanson  H.  Young  is 
not  entitled  to  such  seat. 

The  report  of  the  majority  was  accepted  and  Mr.  Kimball 
of  Manchester  moved  that  the  report  of  the  minority  be  sub- 
stituted for  that  of  the  majority,  and,  the  motion  pending,  on 
motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  the  petition  and  reports  were 
laid  upon  the  table  and  made  the  special  order  for  Thursday, 
February  7,  at  11  o'clock.

MESSAGE   FROM   THE    SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  clerk,  an- 
nounced  that  the  Senate  had  passed  bills  with  the  following 
titles,  in  the  passage  of  which  it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the- 
House  of  Representatives: 

An  act  to  continue  and  confirm  the  organization  and  charter 
of  the  Eastern  Fire  Insurance  Company  of  New  Hampshire. 

An  act  to  provide  a  stenographer  for  the  House  and  Senate,, 
for  the  publication  of  a  journal  of  the  Senate  and  House,  and  a 
calendar. 

Severally  read  a  first  and  second  time  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

An  act  to  protect  the  lakes,  ponds,  and  streams  of  the  state 
from  pollution  by  sawdust  and  other  waste. 

An  act  to  protect  the  Ammonoosuc  river  in  Carroll,  Bethle- 
hem, Littleton,  and  Lisbon  from  pollution  by  sawdust  and 
other  ways. 

Severally  read  a  first  and  second  time  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Fisheries  and  Game. 

An  act  prescribing  the  period  within  which  mortgages  of 
real  estate  may  be  foreclosed,  and  in  amendment  of  chapter  217 
of  the  Public  Statutes. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  publication  and  distribution  of 
public  acts  and  resolves. 

Severally  read  a  first  and  second  time  and  referred  to  the- 
Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Statutes. 

An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  19  of  the  Laws  of  1897, 
in  relation  to  the  sale  of  railway  stocks  upon  appraisal  by  the 
railroad  commissioners,  or  at  public  auction. 

Read  a  first  and  second  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Judiciary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord,  the  order  referring 
the  bill  to  the  Judiciary  was  subsequently  discharged  and  the 
bill  recalled  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Railroads. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred  with 
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the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  the  passage  of  the  following 
hill,  with  amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which  amendments 
it  asked  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 
An  act  to  protect  public  rights  in  New  Hampshire. 
Amend  section  2  by  inserting  in  the  first  line,  before  the 
word  "water,"  the  word  "fresh." 

Also  amend  section  3  by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen," 
in  the  first  line,  and  inserting  instead  thereof  the  word 
^'twenty." 

Also  amend  section  3  by  striking  out  the  words  "member 
thereof,"  in  the  third'  line. 

Add  a  new  section  to  the  bill  as  follows: 
"Sect.  .5.     Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as 
an  abandonment  or  waiver  of  any  right  of  the  state  in  fresh 
water  ponds  containing  between  ten  and  twenty  acres." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahem  of  Concord,  the  amendments  were 
'Concurred  in  and  the  bill  was  sent  to  the  secretary  of  state  to 
be  engrossed. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred  with 
the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  the  adoption  of  the  following 
concurrent  resolution: 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, That  a  special  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  House,  and  such  number  as  the  Senate  may  see 
fit  to  add,  to  consider  the  matter  of  apportionment  of  repre- 
sentatives to  the  General  Court  for  the  ensuing  ten  years,  or 
until  another  general  census  is  taken  and  officially  promulgated, 
and  to  report  by  bill  to  the  House. 

And  that  the  President  had  appointed  as  two  members  of 
the  Senate  to  join  the  House  members  upon  the  joint  com- 
mittee mentioned  in  said  concurrent  resolution.  Senators 
Annett  of  District  No.  14  and  Brooks  of  District  No.  7. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  had  adopted 
the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  clerk  be  instructed  to  inform  the  House 
of  Representatives  that  the  Senate  will  be  ready  to  meet  the 
House  in  joint  convention  at  13  o'clock,  noon,  tomorrow,  for 
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the  purpose  of  counting  the  votes  cast  at  the  biennial  election 
in  November,  1900,  upon  the  question  of  calling  a  convention 
for  the  revision  of  the  constitution. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  deemed  it  inex- 
pedient to  legislate  on  a  bill  with  the  following  title,  sent  up 
from  the  House  of  Representatives: 

An  act  to  amend  section  3,  chapter  60,  Laws  of  1891,  relat- 
ing to  tax  on  dogs. 

The  message  also  announced  that  the  Senate  concurred  with 
the  House  of  Eepresentatives  in  the  passage  of  bills  and  joint 
resolutions  with  the  following  titles: 

An  act  relating  to  the  salary  of  the  solicitor  of  the  county 
of  Carroll. 

An  act  in  amendment  of  an  act  relating  to  dogs  and  their 
owners,  passed  at  the  January  session,  1899. 

Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  the  New  Hampshire  Soldiers* 
Home. 

An  act  authorizing  the  Hillsborough  County  Convention 
to  raise  money  for  the  building  and  repairing  of  court  houses.

extending,  enlarging,  and  operating  said  electric  lighting,  heat, 
or  power  plant,  the  indebtedness  created  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  not  to  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  to 
issue  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town  therefor  in  such  amounts  and 
denominations  as  may  be  thought  proper,  not  exceeding  in  all 
the  amount  above  stated;  said  loan  to  be  issued  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Municipal  Bonds  Act  of  1895,  the  whole  to 
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mature  and  fall  due  not  later  than  twenty  years  from  its  date, 
and  not  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  exceeding  four  per  cent  per 
annum;  and  said  town  may  exempt  such  notes  or  bonds  from 
taxation  when  held  by  inhabitants  of  the  town,  provided  they 
shall  be  issued  bearing  interest  at  not  exceeding  three  per  cent 
per  annum."

Mr.  Andrews  of  Somersworth  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  amendment,  and  moved  its  adoption: 

Amend  the  amendment  by  inserting  after  the  words  ''^mder 
their  control,"  the  following:  "and  testify  fully  in  regard  to 
all  matters  in  controversy.  Any  commissioner  so  summoned 
as  aforesaid,  who  refuses  to  attend  and  testify  or  request  to  be 
excused  from  testifying  on  the  ground  that  such  testimony 
might  tend  to  criminate  himself,  shall  be  at  once  removed  by 
the  Governor  and  Council  and  another  appointed  in  his  jjlace." 
(Discussion  ensued.) 

The  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  lost. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Andrews  of  Somersworth  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment and  moved  its  adoption: 

Amend  section  3,  as  amended,  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said 
section  the  folloT^-ing:  "Proof  to  the  Governor  and  Council 
that  the  prohibitory  laws  of  the  state  are  not  enforced  in  the 
city  of  Somersworth  shall  be  deemed  by  them  sufficient  cause 
for  the  removal  of  any  or  all  of  the  police  commissioners." 
(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Edgerly  of  Somersworth  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  amendment  and  moved  its  adoption: 

Amend  the  amendment  by  inserting  after  the  word  "en- 
forced" the  words  "in  accordance  with  this  act." 
(Discussion  ensued.) 

The  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Lang  of  Somersworth  offered  the  following  amendment 
and  moved  its  adoption: 

Amend  section  4  by  adding  after  the  words  "the  public  good 
requires  it,"  in  the  last  line  of  said  section,  the  following: 
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"Any  citizen  shall  have  the  right  to  petition  the  commissioners 
for  such  removal,  which  petition  shall  be  speedily  heard,  and 
determined  upon  the  evidence  produced." 
(Discussion  ensued.) 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Carroll  of  Laconia  offered  the  following  amendment  and 
moved  its  adoption: 

Amend  section  4  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the 
following:  "that  the  Governor  and  Council  shall  appoint 
three  thorough  Prohibitionists." 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

The  amendment  was  lost. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Edgerly  of  Somersworth,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  passed 
and  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence  in  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Wight,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to  whom 
was  referred  "An  act  in  amendment  of  the  charter  of  the  city 
of  Somersworth,  abolishing  one  branch  of  the  city  govern- 
ment," reported  the  same  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  Mr.  Eussell  of  Somersworth 
offered  the  following  amendments  and  moved  their  adoption: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  "this  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage,"  in  the  last  two  lines  of  section 
6  of  the  bill,  and  by  adding  the  following  as  section  19  of 
the  act: 

"Sect.  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  second  Tues- 
day of  March  next  after  the  legal  voters  of  the  city  of  Somers- 
worth, by  major  vote,  have  adopted  its  provisions.  The 
question  of  the  adoption  of  this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
legal  voters  of  the  city  of  Somersworth,  who  shall  vote  at  their 
respective  ward  houses,  at  legal  meetings  held  upon  the  same 
day  in  all  of  the  wards  of  said  city,  which  meetings  shall  be 
called  by  the  mayor  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
and  said  meetings  shall  be  warned  by  the  selectmen  of  the 
several  wards  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annual  meetings  of 
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the  voters  of  the  wards  are  now  Avarned  and  held,  and  if  a 
majority  vote  of  those  voting  shall  he  cast  in  favor,  it  shall 
be  adopted.  If  at  any  meeting  this  act  shall  fail  of  adoption, 
it  may,  at  the  expiration  of  ten  months  from  such  meeting  and 
not  afterwards,  be  again  submitted  for  adoption  upon  the  peti- 
tion of  one  hundred  legal  voters  of  said  city;  and  if  a  majority 
of  those  voting  at  meetings  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  respective 
wards  warned  and  held  as  above  provided  shall  vote  to  adopt 
its  provisions  it  shall  be  adopted.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
mayor  of  said  city  to  call  said  meeting  or  meetings." 
(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Greene  of  Laconia,  at  12.50  o'clock  the 
House  took  a  recess  until  2  o'clock. 

(After  recess.) 

Discussion  continued  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment 
offered  by  Mr.  Eussell  of  Somersworth  to  "An  act  in  amend- 
ment of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Somersworth,  abolishing 
one  branch  of  the  city  government." 

Mr.  Eussell  of  Somersworth  rising  to  speak,  Mr.  Edgerly  of 
Somersworth  rose  to  a  point  of  order  that  as  the  gentleman 
had  already  spoken  twice  he  was  not  in  order. 

The  Speaker  ruled  that  the  point  was  well  taken. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bartlett  of  Derry  the  rules  were  suspended 
and  the  gentleman  was  allowed  to  continue. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

A  division,  called  ihr  by  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord,  being  had, 
105  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  136  gentlemen 
voted  in  the  negative,  and  the  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Edgerly  of  Somersworth,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  passed 
and  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence  in  the  amendments. 

Mr.  Small  of  Rochester  moved  that  the  House  adjourn,  but 
withdrew  his  motion. 

Mr.  Kendall,  for  the  Committee  on  Eevision  of  the  Statutes,

After  carefully  considering  all  the  questions  that  had  arisen 
during  the  progress  of  the  hearing,  taking  into  account  all 
the  evidence  offered,  as  well  as  what  they  had  seen  by  per- 
sonal observation,  they  believed  that  the  public  good  requires 
that  the  compact  part  of  the  village  of  Tilton  should  be  in 
one  town;  that  the  material  welfare  of  both  Xorthfield  and 
Tilton  would  be  best  subserved  by  annexing  a  part  of  the  to\ni 
of  Northfield  to  the  town  of  Tilton,  instead  of  the  whole 
town,  as  provided  in  the  bill.  They  therefore  reported  the 
bill  in  a  new  draft,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  bill, 
in  its  new  draft,  ought  to  pass. 

Messrs.  Melvin,  Hicks,  Whiting,  Jones,  and  Andrews,  a 
minority  of  the  committee,  reported  that  they  were  unable 
to  agree  with  the  recommendations  made  by  a  majority  of 
the  committee,  for  the  following  reasons:    The  town  of  Tilton

is  situated  in  Belknap  county  and  the  town  of  Northfield  in 
Merrimack  county,  and  the  Winnipesaukee  river  is  the  divid- 
ing line  between  said  towns.  The  original  act  provided  for 
the  formation  of  a  new  town  to  be  known  as  the  town  of  Tilton, 
to  be  made  up  of  the  jDresent  towns  of  Tilton  and  Northfield. 
The  toAvn  of  Xorthfield  has  an  area  of  about  17,000  acres, 
and  the  town  of  Tilton  of  about  8,000  acres.  The  village 
of  Tilton,  so  called,  is  made  up  of  a  small  portion  of  the 
towns  of  Tilton  and  Northfield  upon  both  sides  of  the  AVin- 
nipesaukee  river.  The  village  is  included  Avithin  the  lim^its 
of  a  fire  precinct,  which  has  been  organized  under  the  gen- 
eral law,  and  also  within  the  limits  of  Union  School  District, 
so  called,  the  village  being  substantially  co-extensive  in  area 
with  the  fire  precinct  and  Union  School  District.  The  area 
of  Union  School  District  and  the  fire  precinct  constitutes  but 
a  small  portion  of  each  of  said  towns.  The  town  of  Tilton, 
as  a  town,  was  not  represented  at  the  hearing,  and  so  far  as 
ajDpeared  does  not  ask  nor  desire  this  legislation.  The  town 
of  Northfield  appeared  and  objected  to  the  passage  of  the  bill. 
It  appeared  that  a  town  meeting  had  been  duly  and  legally 
held  in  the  town  of  Northfield  upon  a  proper  article  in  the 
warrant  to  consider  the  question  of  annexation;  by  a  vote  of 
139  to  1,  the  town  of  Northfield  expressed  its  opposition  to 
the  proposed  annexation,  and  appointed  a  committee  to  rep- 
resent the  town  and  make  every  effort  to  defeat  the  proposed 
annexation.  A  petition  was  presented  to  the  committee,  pur- 
porting to  be  signed  by  84  residents  of  Northfield,  asking  for 
the  passage  of  the  bill.  Eliminating  from  this  petition  the 
women  and  other  persons  who  were  not  voters,  it  appeared 
that  the  whole  number  of  legal  voters  in  Northfield  asking 
for  the  legislation  Avas  about  15.  xl  petition  in  favor  of  the 
bill  was  also  presented,  purporting  to  be  signed  by  residents 
of  Tilton,  containing  93  names.  An  analysis  of  this  petition 
showed  that  38  of  these  petitioners  Avere  employees  in  the 
mills  of  Mr.  Pillsbury,  the  Morrisons  and  others,  Avho  are 
the  moving  spirits  in  the  proposed  annexation.  In  ansAA^er  to 
these  petitions,  a  remonstrance  was  filed,  signed  by  215  legal 
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voters  of  the  town  of  Northfield,  objecting  strenuously  to  the 
proposed  annexation;  also  a  remonstrance,  signed  by  140  legal 
voters  of  the  town  of  Tilton,  objecting  to  the  proposed  annex- 
ation.    Out  of  270  ratable  polls  in  Northfield,  215  legal  voters 
and  taxpayers  huve  signed  a  remonstrance  against  annexation, 
representing  taxable  jDroperty  to  the  amount  of  $195,000;  also 
non-residents  and  non-voters,  but  taxpayers  in  the  town  of 
Northfield  to  the  number  of  about  90  and  representing  taxable 
property  to  the  amount  of  about  $85,000,  have  signed  a  remon- 
strance or  a  protest  against  annexation.     The  valuation  of  the 
taxable  property,  represented  upon   the   petition   signed   by 
Northfield  people  in  favor  of  annexation,  amounted  to  about 
$170,000.     The  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  upon  the  re- 
monstrance signed  by  the  legal  voters  and  owners  of  property 
in  the  town  of  Northfield  amounted  to  about  $290,000.     It 
appeared  at  the  hearing  that  the  sentiment  of  the  town  of 
ISTorthfield  was  overw^helmingly  against  annexation,  and  that  a 
large  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  Northfield,  resident  in 
Union    School   District,  were    opposed   to   annexation.     The 
only  reasons  advanced  by  the  petitioners  in  favor  of  annexa- 
tion were  that  to  unite  the  two  towns  would  make  a  larger 
town,  which  would  have  more  influence  in  general  public 
affairs  than  either  of  the  present  towns;  that  the  village  in 
the  near  future  would  need  a  sewerage  system  upon  both 
sides  of  the  river,  and  that  it  Avould  be  easier  to  obtain  this  sys- 
tem if  the  town  of  Northfield  and  the  town  of  Tilton  con- 
stituted one  town;  and  that  it  would  be  easier  to  assess  taxes 
within  the  limits  of  the  fire  precinct  and  the  Union  School 
District  in  case  the  two  towns  were  united.     It  was  further 
suggested  that  the  stores  and  business  part  of  the  village  pre- 
cinct are  mostly  on  the  Tilton  side;  that  the  people  of  Xorth- 
field  trade  there,  and  a  good  many  get  their  mail  at  the  Tilton 
postoffice;  and  for  these  reasons  also  the  towns  ought  to  be 
united.      These  are  substantially  all  the  reasons  which  were 
urged  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  the  bill. 

AVe  regard  these  reasons  as  entirely  insufficient  to  justify 
the  wiping  out  of  the  town  of  Xorthfield  or  any  part  thereof, 
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as  a  town,  against  the  will  of  substantialh'  all  its  citizens, 
taking  it  from  Merrimack  coimty,  of  which  it  has  been  a  part 
for  120  years,  and  making  it  a  part  of  Belknap  county.  It 
appeared  in  evidence  that  the  town  of  Xorthfield  has  been 
exceptionally  well  governed;  that  its  town  affairs  and  high- 
ways are  in  an  unusually  good  condition;  that,  with  an  in- 
debtedness of  $40,000  at  the  close  of  the  war,  it  has  paid  all 
this  indebtedness  and  is  now  free  from  debt  with  a  substantial 
sum  in  the  town  treasury,  and  that  it  possesses  other  town 
property  valued  at  about  $2,500.  It  appeared  that  the  rate  of 
taxation  in  the  town  of  Tilton  has  been  considerably  in  excess 
of  the  rate  in  the  town  of  Northfield;  that  the  town  of  Tilton 
has  a  system  of  parks,  public  buildings,  and  improvements 
which  will  probably  require  the  expenditure  of  a  consideraljle 
sum  of  money  for  all  future  time,  and  that  the  probabilities 
are  that  the  tax  rate  of  Tilton  will  increase  rather  than  di- 
minish in  the  future;  that  under  these  circumstances  it  would 
be  grossly  inequitable  and  unjust  to  compel  a  transfer  of  the 
present  taxable  property  of  Xorthfield,  or  any  part  thereof, 
to  the  town  of  Tilton,  and  sul)ject  the  owners  to  the  burdens 
of  the  probable  increased  tax  rate  in  the  town  of  Tilton.  It 
further  ap])eared  that  there  are  a  number  of  manufacturing 
industries  located  in  Tilton  village  precinct  within  the  limits 
of  the  town  of  Xorthfield,  aggregating  in  value  for  taxable 
purposes  upwards  of  $75,000,  which  have  been  exempted  from 
taxation  by  the  town  of  Northfield  for  ten  years,  and  that  these 
exemptions  will  expire  within  a  year  or  two,  thus  adding  to 
the  valuation  of  taxable  property  in  the  to\ra  of  ISTorthfield 
a  large  sum;  that  the  taxpayers  of  the  town  of  ISTorthfield, 
since  said  exemptions  were  voted  about  eight  years  ago,  have 
been  subjected  to  an  additional  burden  of  taxation,  a  portion 
of  which  would  have  fallen  upon  this  mill  property  if  it  had 
not  been  exempted:  that  it  is  but  fair  and  just,  in  our 
opinion,  that,  when  this  exemption  expires,  the  town  of  North- 
field  should  have  the  benefit  of  the  addition  of  this  taxable 
property  to  its  valuation  to  compensate  it  for  the  burdens 
which  it  has  undergone  during  the  period  of  exemption;  but 
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if  the  town  of  Northfield,  or  any  jjart  thereof,  is  annexed  to 
the  town  of  Tilton,  the  owners  of  taxable  property  in  the 
present  town  of  Xorthfield  will  receive  but  a  small  proportion 
of  the  benefit  to  which  they  are  entitled  on  account  of  the 
valuation  of  said  mill  property;  that  most  of  the  owners  of 
this  mill  property  which  has  been  exempt  from  taxation  re- 
side in  Tilton;  that  the  voters  of  the  present  town  of  Tilton 
outnumber  the  voters  of  the  present  town  of  Xorthfield,  so 
that,  if  the  twoi  towns  are  united  into  one  town  under  the 
name  of  Tilton,  the  voters  of  the  present  town  of  Til- 
ton and  the  mill-owners  referred  to,  who  are  interested  in  the 
passage  of  the  present  bill,  will  dominate  entirely  town  af- 
fairs; and  it  is  not  beyond  the  bounds  of  probabilities,  in  our 
opinion,  that  an  attempt  may  be  made  to  procure  another  ex- 
emption of  the  aforesaid  mill  property  for  a  term  of  ten  years; 
and  as  the  new  town  of  Tilton  could  not  probably  be  held 
to  be  the  town  which  has  granted  the  previous  exemption,  it 
is  not  clear,  under  the  decisions  of  our  conrt,  that  these  mill- 
owners  cannot  obtain  another  exemption  for  ten  years. 

In  regard  to  the  claim  made  that  the  uniting  of  these  towers 
is  necessary  in  order  to  readily  procure  necessary  sewerage,  side- 
walks, etc.,  in  the  Tilton  village  district,  it  seems  to  us  that 
this  claim  is  fully  answered  and  disposed  of  by  the  provisions 
of  chapter  53  of  the  Public  Statutes.  Under  this  statute, 
which  was  evidently  designed  to  cover  a  situation  such  as  ex- 
ists in  the  Tilton  village  precinct,  it  is  provided  that  "upon 
petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters,  inhabitants  of  any  village 
situate  in  one  or  moo-e  towns,"  a  precinct  can  and  shall  be 
organized  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  the  lighting  and 
sprinkling  of  streets,  the  planting  and  caring  for  shade-trees, 
the  supply  of  water  for  domestic  and  fire  purposes,  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  sidewalks  and  main  drains  or 
common  sewers,  and  the  appointing  and  employing  of  watch- 
men and  police  officers.  The  act  further  provides  that  the 
precinct  so  organized  shall  have  a  right  to  exercise  the  power 
(5f  eminent  domain,  so  that  in  this  respect  the  precinct  would 
have  the  full  powers  of  a  city  or  town  for  all  the  purposes 
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for  which  the  precinct  could  be  organized.  By  the  provisions 
of  section  13  of  said  chapter  53  of  the  Public  Statutes,  and 
by  the  provisions  of  chapter  79  of  the  Public  Statutes,  said 
precinct  is  authorized  to  exercise  all  the  powers  and  acquire 
all  the  conveniences  and  necessities  in  respect  to  sidewalks 
and  sewers  which  cities  are  entitled  to  have  and  exercise  in 
this  state. 

Another  serious  objection  to  the  annexation  is  the  fact  that 
by  making  !N'orthfield,  or  any  part  thereof,  a  part  of  Belknap 
county,  it  would  cause  great  inconvenience  for  many 
years  to  the  peoj^le  of  I^orthfield  and  the  people  of  other 
towns  who  are  interested  in  conveyances  and  transfers  of 
property  in  that  town,  on  account  of  the  necessity  which  would 
result,  in  looking  up  titles  and  examining  changes  of  prop- 
erty in  the  Probate  Court,  of  investigating  the  records  of  both 
counties.  The  same  result  would  follow  in  the  examination 
of  the  records  of  cases  in  the  Supreme  Court  for  foreclosure 
of  mortgages,  and  actions  relating  to  division  lines  and  own- 
ership of  real  estate.  In  all  such  cases,  for  a  great  many  years 
peojDle  interested  therein  would  not  only  have  to  examine  the 
records  in  Belknap  county  but  also  the  previous  records  in 
Merrimack  county.  "While  this  olijection  is  not  an  absolutely 
controlling  one  on  the  question  of  annexation,  it  certainly  is 
a  very  important  one.  At  the  hearing,  the  county  of  Mer- 
rimack was  represented  by  counsel,  and  objected  seriously  to 
the  proposed  annexation  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said 
Northfield.  It  appeared  that  the  unanimous  sentiment  of  the 
people  of  Merrimack  county  is  in  opposition  to  the  annexation 
of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  Northfield.  The  town  of 
Northfield  is  one  of  the  most  prosperous  towns  in  ]\Ierrimack 
county,  and  the  county  receives  a  large  income  from  the  town, 
with  a  very  small  expenditure  for  paupers  to  offset  against  this 
income.  The  probabilities  are  that  the  town  of  l^orthfield 
will  be  even  more  advantageous  to  Merrimack  county  in  the. 
future  than  it  is  at  present.  So  far  as  any  evidence  presented 
at  the  hearing  is  concerned,  it  did  not  appear  that  a  town  has* 
ever  been  taken  from  one  county  and  transferred  to  another, 
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or  made  a  part  of  another  town,  against  the  expressed  wishes 
and  decided  objections  of  a  majority  of  its  legal  voters,  resi- 
dents, and  taxpayers. 

The  reasons  which  apply  against  the  annexation  of  the 
whole  town  of '  Northfield  to  Tilton  apply  with  even  stronger 
force  to  the  annexation  of  that  part  of  the  town  which  is  in 
Union  School  District,  or  in  the  fire  precinct,  or  any  substantial 
portion  thereof.  To  take  away  from  the  farming  population 
of  the  town  of  Xorthfield  the  prosperous  village  portion,  and 
leave  upon  said  farming  population  the  duty  of  maintaining 
almost  the  entire  portion  of  the  highways  in  said  town  of 
Northfield,  which  would  be  the  result  if  Union  School  Dis- 
trict, or  any  portion  thereof,  were  taken,  would  be  grossly 
unjust  and  inequitable.  It  would  put  upon  the  remaining  por- 
tion of  the  town  of  iSTorthfield,  after  the  annexation,  the  bur- 
den of  maintaining  over  seventy  miles  of  highway  without 
any  assistance  from  the  mill  property  in  Union  School  Dis- 
trict, which  is  largely  benefited  l)y  said  highways. 

For  a  period  of  about  nine  years  certain  mill  property, 
which  is  located  in  Xorthfield  within  the  limits  of  Union 
School  District,  valued  at  upwards  of  $T5.000,  and  which  is 
almost  entirely  owned  by  the  promoters  of  the  bill,  has  been 
exempted  from  taxation  by  the  town  of  Xortlifield,  and  said 
exemption  will  expire  within  about  a  year.  During  the  nine 
years  since  said  property  has  been  exempted,  the  farming  pop- 
ulation of  the  town  of  jSTorthfield  have  paid  increased  taxes  on 
account  of  the  exemption  of  this  property,  in  order  to  enable 
the  owners  thereof  to  develop  said  property  and  make  it  more 
valuable.  This  has  been  done  with  the  expectation  and  un- 
derstanding that  at  the  end  of  the  ten  years'  exemption  tliis 
valuable  property  would  be  available  for  taxation  in  the  town 
of  Korthfield.  To  allow  this  ]u-operty  to  be  now  annexed  to 
the  town  of  Tilton,  thus  depriving  the  farming  population 
of  Xorthfield  of  the  future  benefit  thereof,  would  be  a  direct 
violation  of  the  implied  contract  and  understanding  by  which 
said  property  has  been  exempted  for  the  last  nine  years,  and 
would  be  very  unfair  and  unjust. 
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It  also  appeared  that  the  money  expended  by  the  employees 
in  the  aforesaid  mills  had  been  expended  almost  wholly  within 
the  limits  of  the  town  of  Tilton,  so  that  the  town  of  Xorth- 
field  has  received  no  benefit,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  on 
acconnt  of  the  business  carried  on  upon  this  exempted  prop- 
erty. The  valuation  of  Union  School  District  constitutes 
52  per  cent  of  the  whole  valuation  of  the  town  of  North- 
field,  and  to  permit  the  annexation  thereof  to  Tilton  would 
leave  the  remaining  proportion  of  Northfield  only  rtS  per  cent 
of  the  present  valuation  with  which  to  defray  the  expense  of 
keeping  in  repair  over  seventy  miles  of  highway,  besides  other 
town  charges,  while  at  the  same  time  the  new  town  of  Til- 
ton would  receive  the  largest  portion  of  the  benefit  from  these 
highways. 

The  town  of  ]Srorthfield,  at  an  expense  of  several  thousand 
dollars  to  the  taxpayers  of  Northfield,  has  constructed  about 
two  miles  of  macadam  road  within  the  limits  of  Union  School 
District,  and  it  would  be  unfair  for  Tilton  to  receive  the  ben- 
efit of  this  expenditure  without  compensation  therefor.  The 
town  house  of  the  town  of  Northfield,  which  includes  a  large 
fireproof  vault  for  the  preservation  of  the  town  records,  is  lo- 
cated within  said  Union  School  District,  and  Northfield  will 
be  deprived  of  its  town  house  if  any  legislation,  such  as  is 
proposed  by  the  bill  in  a  new  draft,  should  pass.  Whether 
compensation  is  made  therefor  or  not,  it  seems  to  the  commit- 
tee unwise  to  deprive  the  town  of  its  town  house  against  the 
will  of  a  majority  of  its  voters. 

There  was  no  evidence  presented  before  the  committee  in 
favor  of  the  annexation  of  Union  School  District,  or  in  favor 
of  the  annexation  of  any  portion  of  the  town  other  than  the 
whole  town.  AVitnesses  in  favor  of  the  petitioners  for  annex- 
ation testified  that  it  would  be  grossly  unjust  and  unfair  to 
take  away  that  portion  of  the  village  district  in  Northfield 
which  is  known  as  Union  School  District,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  annex  it  to  Tilton,  as  proposed  by  the  bill  in  a 
new  draft. 

It  was  further  expressly  stated  by  counsel  for  petitioners

at  the  hearing  before  the  committee  that  the  parties  whom 
they  represented  had  no  such  purpose  in  view  and  no  snek 
desire.  The  whole  hearing  before  the  committee  was  npon 
the  basis  of  the  annexation  of  the  town  of  Northfield  as  a 
whole,  and  it  was  not  suggested  by  either  side  that  it  was  pro- 
posed or  desired  to  annex  the  village  portion  of  the  town. 
It  was  in  elfect  conceded  that  tlie  bill  must  stand  or  fall  as 
originally  drawn  and  presented  to  the  committee.  The 
recommendation  of  the  bill  in  a  new  draft  seems  to  the  un- 
dersigned members  of  the  committee  to  be  an  attempt  upon 
the  part  of  the  majority  of  the  committee  to  satisfy,  for  some 
reason  doubtless  sufficient  to  them,  the  promoters  of  this 
scheme  for  annexation,  but  it  is  manifest  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  bill  in  a  new  draft  is  entirely  inconsistent 
with  the  action  of  said  majority  in  rejecting  the  bill  as  orig- 
inally submitted  to  the  committee.  It  seems  to  us  that  the 
arguments  against  the  bill  in  a  new  draft  are  much  stronger 
than  against  the  original  bill. 

For  the  reasons  above  suggested,  and  for  many  others  which 
it  would  be  impracticable  to  here  state  at  length,  we  are  of 
the  opinion  that  the  bill,  in  a  new  draft  recommended  by  the 
committee,  ought  not  to  pass,  and  we  report  the  resolution 
that  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  of  the  majority  was  accepted,  and  Mr.  Mason  of 
Dover  moved  that  the  report  of  the  minority  be  substituted 
for  that  of  the  majority;  and,  the  motion  pending,  on 
motion  of  the  same  gentleman  the  bill  and  reports  were  laid 
upon  the  table  and  made  the  special  order  for  Tuesday,  Feb- 
ruary 2C),  at  11  o'clock.

The  main  question  being  put,  on  a  viva  voce  vote  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Putnam  of  Manchester,  that  the  rules  be  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  be  read  a  third  time  by  its  title,  prevailed, 
and  the^bill  was  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  passed  and 
sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

Mr.  Cruft  of  Betldehem  called  for  the  special  order,  it 
being  the  election  of  an  assistant  clerk. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cruft  of  Bethlehem,  the  following  reso- 
lution relating  to  the  subject  was  taken  up  from  the  unfin- 
ished business  and,  on  a  viva  voce  vote,  was  adopted: 

Besolved,  That  the  Speaker  be  authorized  to  cast  one  ballot 
for  James  M.  Cooper  of  Littleton  for  assistant  clerk.

MESSAGE  Fr.OM   THE   SEXATE. 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  clerk,  an-

On  motion  of  Mr.  Small  of  Eochester,  the  amendment  was 
concurred  in  and  the  bill  sent  to  the  secretary  of  state  to  be 
engrossed.

An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Manchester  Safety 
Deposit  &  Trust  Company,  passed  March  25,  1891,  fixing  and 
regulating  the  issue  of  its  capital  stock,  and  for  other  purposes. 

An  act  in  amendment  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  in- 
corporate the  Hedding  Camp  Meeting  Association  'of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,"  passed  June  2,  1863. 

An  act  to  define,  enlarge,  and  confirm  the  powers  of  the 
village  precinct  of  Hanover. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Paul  of  Portsmouth,  an  act  in 
amendment  of  chapter  168  of  the  Laws  of  1899,  relative  to 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Portsmouth,  was  taken  up. 

Mr.  Paul  of  Portsmouth  moved  that  the  bill  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

(Discussion   ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fuller  of  Exeter,  the  bill  was  recom- 
mitted to  the  special  committee,  consisting  of  the  Portsmouth 
delegation,  with  instructions  to  report  at  once. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Anderson  of  Portsmouth,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  report  of  this  special  committee  was  made 
in  order  at  the  present  time. 
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Mr.  Anderson,  for  a  majority  of  the  special  committee 
consisting  of  the  Portsmouth  delegation,  to  whom  was  referred 
"An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  168  of  the  Laws  of  1899, 
relative  to  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Portsmouth,"  reported 
the  same  with  the  resolution  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Messrs.  Paul,  Couhig,  and  Cogan,  a  minority  of  the  com- 
mittee, reported  the  following  facts  and  recommended  that 
the  bill  should  pass: 

The  government  of  the  city  of  Portsmouth  is  by  its  charter 
vested  in  a  board  of  aldermen  composed  of  ten  members,  and 
a  common  council  composed  of  eighteen  members,  elected  in 
the  five  wards  of  the  city. 

Ward  1  has  3  aldermen  and  6  councilmen,  ward  2  has  3 
aldermen  and  6  councilmen,  ward  3  has  1  alderman  and  2 
councilmen,  ward  4  has  2  aldermen  and  2  councilmen,  ward 
5  has  1  alderman  and  2  councilmen. 

At  the  last  biennial  election  in  November  last,  ward  1  had 
685  votes,  ward  2  had  791  votes,  ward  3  had  107  votes,  ward 
4  had  351  votes,  ward  5  had  403  votes;  making  a  total  of 
2,637  votes. 

The  taxable  valuation  of  the  whole  city  is  about  $8,000,000^ 
of  which  the  property  in  ward  3  is  valued  at  about  $2,500,000, 
or  only  a  little  less  than  one  third  of  the  whole  taxable  valu- 
ation of  the  city.  No  other  ward  in  the  city,  with  the  pos- 
sible exception  of  ward  2,  has  an  equal  valuation  within  its 
limits.     Ward  4,  in  fact,  has  a  valuation  of  less  than  $500,000. 

But  ward  3,  with  over  400  voters,  and  paying  almost  one 
third  of  the  total  taxes  of  the  city,  has  one  alderman  out 
of  ten,  and  two  councilmen  out  of  eighteen,  while  ward  4, 
with  350  voters,  and  paying  less  than  one  sixteenth  of  the 
total  taxes,  has  two  aldermen  and  two  councilmen,  and  ward 
1,  with  only  278  voters  more  than  ward  3  and  paying  only 
one  eighth  of  the  total  taxes,  has  three  aldermen  and  six 
councilmen. 

Of  course  this  statement  of  simple  facts  must  make  it  ap- 
parent that  ward  3  is  not  fairly  represented  in  the  city  gov- 
ernment; and  that  the  taxpayers  of  this  ward  are  not  on  an 
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equality  Avith  those  of  the  other  wards,  no  one  can  deny. 
No  argument  is  neeessary  to  show  that  the  present  charter 
of  the  city  in  this  regard  is  most  unjust  to  ward  3.  \Ye 
venture  the  assertion  that  nohody  can  be  found  who  will  dis- 
pute the  above  facts,  oj  deny  our  conclusions. 

But  if  you  will  consider  the  further  fact  that  the  l)oard  of 
aldermen,  composed  of  ten  members,  is  the  executive  branch 
of  the  city  government  and  controls  the  affairs  connected 
therewith  and  expends  all  the  money  raised  by  taxation,  you 
will  see  that  ward  3,  having  only  one  alderman  out  of  the  ten, 
has  substantially  no  voice  whatever  in  city  affairs,  and  ward 
4,  with  its  small  number  of  voters  and  its  small  amount  of 
taxable  property,  can  yet,  with  its  two  aldermen,  outvote  ward 
3  and  dejmve  it  of  any  voice  in  expending  the  large  amount 
of  taxes  paid  by  it,  and  ward  1,  Avith  much  less  taxable  prop- 
erty, and  with  less  than  300  more  voters  than  ward  3,  casts 
nine  votes  in  the  city  councils,  while  the  latter  ward  casts 
only  three. 

As  a  matter  of  simple  fairness  and  justice  to  the  voters  and 
taxpayers  of  ward  3,  we  recommend  that  the  bill  be  passed, 
and  ward  3  be  given  two  aldermen  and  four  councilmen  in 
accordance  with  the  prayer  of  the  great  majority  of  its  in- 
habitants and  taxpayers. 

The  report  of  the  majority  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Paul  of  Portsmouth  moved  that  the  yeport  of  the 
minority  of  the  committee  be  substituted  for  the  report  of 
the  majority  of  the  committee. 

(Discussion   ensued.) 

Mr.  Anderson  of  Portsmouth  moved  that  the  bill  and  re- 
ports be  indefinitely  postponed. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

A  division,  called  for  by  ]\Ir.  Paul  of  Portsmouth,  being 
had,  135  gentlemen  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  114  gentle- 
men voted  in  the  negative,  and  less  than  two  thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  House  being  present  and  less  than  two  thirds 
of  those  present  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  the  motion 
did  not  prevail. 
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On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  House  voted  to  substitute  the  re- 
port of  the  minority  of  tlie  committee  for  the  report  of  the 
majority  of  the  committee. 

A  division,  called  for  by  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord,  being  had, 
96  gentlemen  voted  in  the  aflfirmative  and  156  gentlemen 
voted  in  the  negative,  and  the  House  refused  to  sulistitute.

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  resolution  was  adopted.

Messrs.  Batchelder,  Edgerly,  Wi^ht,  Taylor,  ITason,  Hoitt, 
Fuller,  Barton,  and  Whitcher,  a  majority  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Judiciary,  toi  whom  was  referred  "An  act  to  separate 
the  courts,"  reported  the  same  in  new  draft,  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  liill,  in  its  new  draft,  ought  to  pass. 

Messrs.  Cavanaugh,  Burroughs,  and  Small,  a  minority  of 
the  committee,  reported  the  sanje  with  the  resolution  that  it 
is  inexpedient  to  legislate  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  create  two  courts,  to  be 
known  as  superior  and  supreme  courts,  consisting  of  five 
judges  each.  The  province  of  the  superior  court  is  to  be  the 
trial  of  causes  in  the  different  counties  throughout  the  state, 
Avhile  the  province  of  the  supreme  court  is  to  render  final 
opinions  upon  questions  of  law  which  may  arise  at  the  trial 
of  causes  before  the  superior  court.  It  is  not  proposed  bv  this 
bill  to  have  cases  tried  any  sooner  than  they  are  now  tried 
under  our  present  system.  The  salaries  of  the  present  judges 
are  $3,500  per  year  for  the  chief  justice,  and  $3,300  per  year 
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for  each  of  the  six  associate  justices,  whereas  this  hill  provides 
that  the  salaries  of  two  of  the  new  justices  he  $3,800  per  year 
each,  and  of  the  other  eight  justices  $3,600  per  year  each,  to- 
gether with  a  clerk  and  messenger  for  the  upper  court,  whose 
salaries  are  to  he  determined  hy  the  upper  court. 

2.  There  is  no  puhlic  demand  for  the  passage  of  this  hill. 
No  one  at  the  heginning  of  the  Legislature  ever  supposed 
that  the  passage  of  this  hill  would  he  seriously  advocated, 
and  it  was  with  great  difficulty  that  the  promoter  of  this  bill 
finally  procured  some  one  to  introduce  it. 

3.  No  attorneys  came  before  the  Judiciary  Committee  to 
advocate  the  passage  of  any  such  measure.  While  later,  upon 
solicitation,  many  attorneys  have  signed  a.  petition  favoring 
a  dual  court  in  the  abstract,  yet  a  great  many  of  the  same 
attorneys  have  signed  a  remonstrance  to  this  bill,  and  deem 
a  change  in  our  present  court  system  wholly  unnecessary  and 
unadvisable  at  this  time.  Governor  Jordan,  himself  an  able 
lawyer,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Grafton  and  Coos  Bar  Associa- 
tion two  years  ago  opposed  the  idea  of  a  dual  court  very 
strenuously  in  the  following  language: 

"And  still  another  reform  is  thought  to  be  necessary  about 
now.  The  dual  court  project  is  again  upon  us,  and  upon  the 
influence  and  action  of  the  bar  will  largely  turn  the  question 
whether  we  shall  keep  the  single,  simple  system,  or  the  double, 
complex  one.  The  latter  has  been  several  times  tried,  and 
as  many  times  has  given  way  to  the  former.  Those  who  have 
been  longest  before  the  courts,  who  have  done  the  most  work 
in  the  courts,  and  done  it  the  best,  have  gone  on  record  in 
favor  of  the  one  court.  Chief  Justices  Bell  and  Bellows,  and 
a  long  line  of  other  distinguished  jurists  and  lawyers  in  our 
state,  have  commended  this  system  of  jurisprudence  as  the 
best  for  all  our  people.  Our  state  is  small,  the  number  of 
places  for  holding  court  comparatively  few,  our  judges  soon 
get  familiar  with  the  work  in  each  county  and  can  the  more 
easily,  fairly,  and  equitably  keep  it  in  hand. 

"And,  after  all,  men,  not  system,  make  the  court.  If  our 
court  is  made  up  of  men  in  whose  ability  and  integrity  we 
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have  the  utmost  confidence,  we  need  borrow  but  little  trouble 
about  the  sj'stem. 

"I  admit  I  am  conservative  in  all  matters  relating  to  our 
court  of  last  resort.  I  dislike  to  keep  tinkering  a  matter  that 
seemed  well  enough  at  the  outset.  If  the  text  of  the  new 
court  bill  as  pubhshed  fairly  outlines  its  requirements  and 
it  thus  becomes  law,  legislating  out  of  existence  the  present 
judiciary  system,  it  will  be  difficult  to  find  competent  men  for 
the  courts  who  will  feel  that  their  duties,  their  conduct  on  the 
bench,  can  be  limited,  circumscribed,  and  trammeled  to  the 
-extent  prescribed  in  the  bill. 

"We  can  ill  afford  to  make  football  of  our  highest  court. 
Some  tribunal  must  be  beyond  the  reach  of  private  gain, 
personal  grievance,  or  political  wire-pulling.  The  judicial 
ermine  should  not  l)e  trailed  in  the  dust  for  Boss  Croker,  or 
any  other  boss.  The  independence  of  the  judiciary  must 
be  maintained,  or  fraud,  corruption,  and  chaos  ensue.  "We 
must  be  careful  that  we  do  not  degrade  the  court.  Let  it  sit. 
■where  in  all  these  years  it  has  sat,  in  the  serener  heights  of 
duty  and  renown,  dispensing  justice,  equity,  and  right,  and 
righteousness  be1vv-een  man  and  man." 

4.  The  coui-ts  themselves  have  in  no  way  asked  for  this  leg- 
islation. Xor  is  there  so  much  work  required  of  them  now 
as  formerly.  Several  years  ago  the  docket  of  Hillsborough 
county  contained  1,000  cases,  while  now  there  are  less  than 
400  cases  on  the  docket,  and  every  one  who  desired  a  trial 
at  the  last  term  of  court  for  the  county  had  it.  The  judges 
have  their  opinions  written  on  all  cases  determined  by  the  law 
■court  up  to  date. 

5.  The  ablest  judges  who  have  heen  on  the  bench  in  years 
past,  and  were  familiar  with  the  workings  of  both  systems, 
were  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  present  system.  There  is  no 
call  in  our  state  for  the  complex  system  used  by  such  great 
states  as  Massachusetts  and  Xew  York,  where  the  population 
and  volume  of  business  of  one  of  their  large  cities  are  more 
than  that  of  our  whole  state. 

Then,  too,  there  is  a  great  advantage  in  having  the  courts. 
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who  are  to  decide  questions  of  law,  come  in  contact  with  the 
jury,  witnesses,  and  attorneys  in  the  trial  of  causes,  so  that 
they  may  decide  the  law  in  a  broad,  practical  light,  and  not 
as  mere  theorists.  Judges  who  decide  merely  law  questions 
are  apt  to  encroach  upon  the  province  of  the  jury  and  decide 
questions  of  fact  as  questions  of  law. 

6.  The  court,  in  order  to  retain  its  respect  and  influence 
with  the  people,  must  he  permanent  and  not  subject  to  change 
at  the  whim  of  the  Legislature,  or  any  dissatisfied  litigant. 
Men  of  ability  and  self-respect  would  not  accept  a  position 
upon  the  bench  if  they  are  liable  to  be  kicked  off  at  any  time 
because  they  have  rendered  an  honest  decision  which  proves 
distasteful  to  apoAverful  litigant. 

7.  Happily  the  solution  of  this  question  of  the  permanency 
of  the  court,  and  as  to  whether  it  is  desirable  to  make  any 
change  from  the  present  system,  can  be  left  to  the  constitu- 
tional convention  soon  to  be  held,  which  can  submit  the  ques- 
tion to  the  people,  and  to  them  we  can  safely  trust  the  result. 

8.  The  proposed  bill  entails  an  extra  yearly  expense  of 
$15,000  approximately,  minus  what  might  be  saved  by  abolish- 
ing the  present  referee  law,  whicb,  however,  would  be  very 
small,  as  the  courts  would  still  retain  the  power  to  appoint 
auditors  of  accounts  and  masters  in  chancery,  who  are  now 
appointed  under  the  head  of  referees.  Then,  too,  if  the  ref- 
eree law  is  repealed,  a  great  many  cases  would  be  tried  by  jury 
which  are  now  sent  to  a  referee,  and,  as  jury  trials  are  more 
expensive  than  referee  trials,  the  expense  would  be  actually 
increased  rather  than  diminished  in  such  cffses. 

The  whole  proceedings  proposed  by  this  bill  are  unwar- 
ranted, expensive  to  the  people  of  the  state,  and  a  direct  re- 
flection upon  the  court. 

The  report  of  the  majority  was  accepted,  and  Mr.  Small  of 
Rochester  moved  that  the  report  of  the  minority  of  the  com- 
mittee be  substituted  for  the  report  of  the  majority,  and,  the 
motion  pending,  Mr.  Small  of  Rochester  moved  that  the  bill 
and  reports  be  laid  on  the  table  and  made  the  special  order 
for  Thursday,  March  14,  at  11  o'clock.

Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  upon  application 
to  the  judge  of  probate  for  any  county  that  any  person  resi- 
dent within  said  county,  and  who  is  not  already  in  any  alms- 
house, the  Industrial  School,  or  the  Kew  Hampshire  Hos- 
pital, is  a  fit  subject  for  the  New  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble- 
Minded,  such  judge  may  commit  such  person  tO'  said  New 
Hampshire  School  for  Feeble-Miuded,  by  an  order  of  com- 
mitment directed  to  the  trustees  thereof,  accompanied  by  the 
certificate  of  two  physicians  who  are  graduates  of  some  legally 
organized  medical  college,  and  have  practiced  three  years  in 
this  state,  that  such  person  is  a  suitable  subject  for  said  in- 
stitution. Whenever,  upon  such  application,  there  is  occa- 
sion for  the  judge  of  probate  to  attend  a  hearing  on  days 
•other  than  those  fixed  by  statute  as  the  regular  days  for  the 
sitting  of  the  probate  court,  he  shall  be  allowed  five  dollars 
a  day  for  his  service,  and  his  expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  by 
"the  county  treasurer  upon  the  certificate  of  the  county  com- 
missioners. 

"Sect.  6.  Unless  satisfactory  evidence,  including  the  cer- 
tificate of  two  reputable  physicians,  given  after  a  personal  ex- 
amination made  within  one  week  of  the  committal,  is  fur- 
nished, that  the  person  sought  to  be  committed  is  in  such 
condition  as  to  render  it  dangerous  that  he  should  be  at  large, 
no  such  order  of  commitment  as  is  provided  for  by  the  pre- 
ceding section  shall  be  made  until  notice  has  been  given  to 
the  same  persons  and  in  the  same  inanner,  and  the  same  in- 
quisition had,  as  in  case  of  an  application  for  appointment  of 
a  guardian  over  an  insane  person.  Any  order  of  committal 
under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  appeal  in  the  same  manner, 
by  the  same  persons,  and  to  the  same  extent,  that  decrees  of 
the  judge  of  probate  appointing  guardians  over  persons  al- 
leged to  be  insane  are  subject  to  appeal,  and  no  commitment 
under  this  act  shall  bar  habeas  corpus  proceedings,  but  the 
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court  upon  habeas  corpus  proceedings  may  confirm  the  order 
of  commitment  Avhenever  justice  requires.  Any  inmate  of 
the  'New  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble-Minded  may  be  dis- 
charged by  any  three  of  the  trustees,  or  by  a  justice  of  the 
superior  or  supreme  court,  whenever  a  further  detention  at  tlie 
school  is,  in  their  opinion,  unnecessary;  but  any  person  so 
discharged  who  was  under  sentence  of  imprisonment  at  the 
time  of  his  commitment,  the  period  of  which  shall  not  have 
expired,  shall  be  remanded  to  prison." 

Also  insert  between  sections  10  and  11  of  said  bill  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"Sect.  11.  ]^o  sum  of  money  exceeding  thirty  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  appropriated  under  this  act  to  be  used  or  ex- 
pended for  the  purposes  named  tliereiu  within  the  next  two 
years."

same  with  the  follo^Wng  amendments  and  the  recommendation 
that  the  bill,  as  amended,  ought  to  pass: 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  of  section  3  of  said  bill 
so  much  of  said  section  as  relates  to  section  8  of  chapter  165 
of  the  Public  Statutes. 

Also  further  amend  said  section  by  inserting  after  the  word 
person,  in  the  sixteenth  line,  and  before  the  word  "If"  the  fol- 
lowing words:  "provided  that  said  banks  may  deposit  cash 
subject  to  call  in  solvent  national  banks,  or  other  authorized 
places  of  deposit,"  so  that  said  section,  when  amended,  shall 
read  as  follows: 

"Sect.  15.  Every  savings  bank  shall  keep  all  its  coin, 
bills,  notes,  bonds,  securities,  and  evidences  of  debt  separate 
and  apart  from  the  assets  or  property  of  any  other  corporation 
or  person;  provided,  that  said  banks  may  deposit  cash  siibject 
to  call  in  solvent  national  banks,  or  other  authorized  places 
of  deposit.  If  the  officers  of  a  savings  bank  fail  to  comply 
with  this  provision  they  may  be  removed  by  the  bank  com- 
missioners." 

Mr.  Greer,  for  the  Committee  on  Incorporations,  to  whom 
was  referred  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Durham  Water- 
Works  Company,"  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendments  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill,  as 
amended,  ought  to  pass: 
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Amend  section  3  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following: 
"Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  eonstrned  to 
authorize  interference,  in  any  way,  with  the  New  Hampshire 
College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts,  its  water-works, 
or  grounds,  without  its  consent." 

Further  amend  by  striking  out  section  5,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

"Sect.  5.  Said  corporation  may  make  and  contract  with 
said  towns  of  Durham  and  Lee,  or  with  any  fire  precinct  in 
said  towns,  or  with  any  persons  or  corporations,  to  furnish 
water,  hydrants,  and  other  means  and  apparatus  for  extinguish- 
ing fires,  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary, and  said  towns,  or  any  fire  precinct  therein  now  existing, 
or  hereafter  organized,  aie  hereby  authorized  to  contract  with 
said  corporation  for  the  use  of  said  water,  hydrants,  or  other 
apparatus  for  said  purpose,  and  they  may  raise  and  appropriate 
money  therefor.  And  said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  sell  or  lease,  for  a  term  of  years,  to'  said 
town  of  Durham,  or  any  fire  precinct  now  existing,  or  here- 
after organized  therein,  all  of  itsi  works,  structures,  and  estate 
of  whatever  kind  or  nature;  and  said  town  of  Durham,  or  any 
fire  precinct  therein,  is  hereby  authorized^  to  purchase  or  lease 
the  same. 

"Provided,  that  if  said  town  of  Durham,  after  five  years 
from  the  granting  of  this  charter,  shall  pay  to  said  corporation 
the  cost  of  construction,  with  interest  at  five  per  centum,  said 
corporation  shall  convey  to  said  town  of  Durham  said  water- 
works by  good  and  sufficient  title  deeds. 

"Provided,  also,  that  when  said  town  of  Durham  shall  con- 
tract with  said  corporation  for  hydrant  service,  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  said  corporation  shall  locate  and  estab- 
lish hydrants  on  such  streets  of  said  town  as  it  has  provided 
payment  for. 

"Provided,  again,  that  if  a  fire  precinct  shall  be  organized 
in  said  town  of  Durham  within  two  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  charter,  said  precinct  shall  have  the  same  right  of  pur- 
chase of  said  water-works  as  is  provided  in  this  section  for 
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the  purchase  by  said  town.  Said  precinct,  on  payment  of 
charter  fees  and  expenses  of  organization,  on  or  before  Jan- 
uary 1,  1902,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  under  this  act 
without  cost  of  construction." 

Further  amend  by  re-numbering  sections  6  and  7  to  be  sec- 
tions 8  and  9,  and  inserting  as  sections  6  and  7  the  following: 

"Sect.  6.  If  said  fire  precinct  shall,  before  January  1,  1903, 
vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  then  it  shall  be 
authorized,  at  any  annual  or  special  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  to 
raise  money,  to  appropriate  and  to  borrow  or  hire  such  sums  of 
money,  not  to  exceed  $13,000,  on  the  credit  of  said  fire 
precinct,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  deemed  advisable,  for 
the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expense  of  purchasing  real  estate, 
rights  in  real  estate,  water  rights,  streams,  springs,  ponds,  etc., 
and  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  any  contract  made  with 
any  corporation  or  individual  for  the  supply  of  water,  or  for 
any  other  purpose  necessary  in  constructing,  maintaining,  and 
operating  a  system  of  water-works,  and  to  issue  the  bonds  of 
said  precinct  payable  at  such  times  and  at  such  rates  of  interest 
as  may  be  thought  proper. 

"Sect  7.  The  town  of  Durham  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  those  present  and  voting,  at  any  town  meeting  called  for 
the  purpose,  loan  its  credit,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
T$13,000,  to  any  fire  precinct  formed  within  the  town,  and 
issue  its  bonds  to  this  amount  payable  at  such  times  and  at 
such  rates  of  interest  as  may  be  thought  proper,  accepting 
from  said  precinct  its  bonds  in  exchange  for  the  town  bonds, 
and  said  town  bonds,  said  precinct  bonds,  and  said  water- 
works, owned  by  said  precinct,  are  hereby  exempted  from  taxa- 
tion." 

Amend  section  8  by  re-numbering  it  to  be  section  10,  and 
section  9  by  re-numbering  it  to  be  section  13,  and  insert  as  sec- 
tion 11  the  following: 

"Sect.  11.  Said  corporation  shall  be  organized  within 
three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act  of  incorporation;  oth- 
erwise this  act  shall  become  void."

Mr.  Home,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  whom 
was  referred  "An  act  in  relation  to  toll  bridges"  in  new  draft,, 
reported  the  same  with  the  resolution  that  it  is  inexpedient 
to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Mr.  Home,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  whom 
was  referred  "An  act  providing  for  auditing  claims  against 
the  state,"  reported  the  same  with  the  recommendation  that 
the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 

Mr.  Home,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  whom 
was  referred  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  care  and  education 
of  the  feeble-minded,"  reported  the  same  with  the  following 
amendments  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill,  as 
amended,  ought  to  pass: 

Amend  section  2  of  the  printed  bill  by  striking  out  the 
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word  "seven"  in  line  2,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word  "five,"  and  by  striking  ont  the  word  "two"  in  the  sixth 
line,  and  inserting  the  word  "one." 

Amend  section  3  by  striking  out  the  whole  section,  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"Sect.  3.  The  Governor  and  Council  shall  constitute  a 
board  of  visitors,  who  shall  annually  visit  and  inspect  the 
school." 

Amend  section  4  by  adding  after  the  word  "school,"  in  the 
second  line,  the  words  "under  21  years  of  age." 

Amend  section  5  by  adding  after  the  word  "count}',"  in  the 
third  line,  the  words  "under  21  years  of  age." 

Amend  section  7  by  striking  out  the  entire  section  and  in- 
serting the  following: 

"Se€T.  7.  Feeble-minded  persons  under  21  years  of  age 
shall  be  admitted  to  the  institution  in  the  following  order: 
First,  feeble-minded  children  now  in  public  institutions  sup- 
ported entirely  at  public  expense.  Second,  the  feeble-minded 
of  the  state  not  in  any  public  institution,  who  have  no  parents, 
kinsmen,  or  guardians  able  to  provide  for  them,  or  who  are 
committed  by  a  judge  of  probate.  Third,  those  residing  within 
the  state  who  are  able  to  pay,  or  whose  parents,  kinsmen,  or 
guardians  boimd  by  law  to  support  such  persons  are  able  to 
pay.     Fourth,  residents  of  other  states  able  and  willing  to  pay." 

Amend  section  8  by  inserting  after  the  word  "inmate,"  in 
the  fourth  line,  the  words  "under  21  years  of  age." 

Amend  section  10  by  striking  out  the  words  "and  to  prevent 
production  and  reproduction"  in  line  6. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  amendments  severally 
adopted. 

Mr.  Smith  of  Peterborough  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment and  moved  its  adoption: 

That  said  act  be  amended  by  strildng  out  all  after  the  enact- 
ing clause,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"Seotion  1.  The  state  shall  establish  and  maintain  a  school 
for  the  care  and  education  of  the  idiotic  and  feeble-minded, 
between  three  and  twenty-one  years  of  age,   which  shall  be 
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known  as  the  New  Hampshire  School  for  reehle-]\Iinclecl  Chil- 
dren. All  children  supported  hy  towns  or  counties  in  the 
state,  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  selectmen  of  towns,  or 
county  commissioners  of  the  county,  are  capable  of  being  ben- 
efited by  school  instruction,  shall  be  committed  to  this  in- 
stitution. 

"Sect  2.  The  Governor  shall,  with  the  advice  and.  consent 
of  the  Council,  appoint  five  persons  to  be  trustees  of  said 
school,  who  shall  serve  without  compensation,  except  that  they 
shall  be  reimbursed  for  any  necessary  expenses  they  may  incur 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  trustees.  The  trustees 
shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  the  first  three  to  serve  for  two 
years,  the  next  two  for  four  years,  and  thereafter  trustees 
shall  be  appointed  to  serve  four  years. 

"Said  trustees  shall  have  the  general  management  and  super- 
vision of  said  school,  and  one  or  more  of  said  trustees  shall 
visit  the  school  as  often  as  once  a  month,  and  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October 
of  each  year,  furnish  a  report  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  con- 
taining a  history  of  the  school  for  the  year,  and  a  complete 
statement  of  the  accounts,  with  all  the  funds,  general  and 
special,  appropriated,  or  belonging  to  said  school,  with  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  disbursements. 

"Sect.  3.  The  Governor  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  school,  and  shall  annually  visit 
and  inspect  the  same. 

"Sect.  4.  All  indigent  and  destitute  children  in  this  state, 
wdio  are  proper  subjects  for  said  school,  and  who  have  no 
parents,  kinsmen,  friends,  or  guardians  able  to  provide  for 
them,  may  be  admitted  as  state  charges,  and  all  other  children 
in  this  state,  who  are  proper  subjects  for  said  school,  whose 
parents  or  other  kinsmen,  bound  by  law  to  support  such  chil- 
dren, are  able  to  pay,  shall  pay  such  sum  for  care,  education,  and 
maintenance  of  such  children  as  the  trustees  may  hereafter 
determine;  and  such  children,  and  children  from  other  states 
not  having  similar  schools,  may  be  received  into  said  school 
whenever  there  is  room  for  them,  providing  there  is  room  for

them  without  excluding  state  charges,  at  a  cost  to  such  persons, 
or  those  who  are  responsible  for  their  maintenance,  of  not 
less  than  three  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per  week. 

"Sect.  5.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  upon  application 
to  the  Judge  of  probate  for  any  county,  and  after  a  proper 
hearing,  that  any  child  resident  within  said  county,  and  who 
is  not  already  in  any  almshouse,  the  Industrial  School,  or  the 
New  Hampshire  Hospital,  or  supported  by  any  town  or  county, 
is  a  fit  subject  for  the  New  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Children,  such  judge  may  commit  such  child  to  said 
New  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble-Minded  Children  by  an 
order  of  commitment  directed  to  the  trustees  thereof,  accom- 
panied by  the  certificate  of  two  physicians,  who  are  graduates 
of  some  legally  organized  medical  college,  and  have  practiced 
three  years  in  this  state,  that  such  child  is  a  suitable  subject 
for  said  institution.  Whenever,  upon  such  application,  there 
is  occasion  for  the  judge  of  probate  to  attend  a  hearing  on  days 
other  than  those  fixed  by  statute  as  the  regular  days  for  the 
sitting  of  the  probate  court,  he  shall  be  allowed  five  dollars 
a  day  for  his  services  and  his  expenses,  which  shall  be  paid 
by  the  county  treasurer  upon  the  certificate  of  the  county  com- 
missioners. 

"Sect.  6.  Any  order  of  committal  under  this  act  shall  be 
subject  to  appeal  in  the  same  manner,  by  the  same  persons, 
and  to  the  same  extent  that  decrees  of  the  judge  of  probate 
appointing  guardians  over  persons  alleged  to  be  insane  are 
subject  to  appeal,  and  no  commitment  under  this  act  shall  bar 
habeas  corpus  proceedings,  but  the  court  upon  habeas  corpus 
proceedings  may  confirm  the  order  of  commitment  whenever 
justice  requires.  Any  inmate  of  the  New  Hampshire  School 
for  Feeble-Minded  Children  may  be  discharged  by  any  three 
of  the  trustees,  or  by  a  justice  of  the  superior  or  supreme  court, 
whenever  a  further  detention  at  the  school  is,  in  their  opinion, 
unnecessary;  but  any  person  so  discharged,  who  was  under  sen- 
tence of  imprisonment  at  the  time  of  his  commitment,  the 
period  of  which  shall  not  have  expired,  shall  be  remanded  to 
prison. 
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"Sect.  7.  Feeble-minded  children  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
institution  in  the  following  order:  First,  feeble-minded  chil- 
dren now  in  public  institutions  supported  entirely  at  public 
expense.  Second,  the  feeble-minded  children  not  supported  as 
aforesaid.  Third,  the  feeble-minded  children  of  the  state  not 
in  any  public  institution,  who  have  no  parents,  kinsmen,  or 
guardians  able  to  provide  for  them,  or  who  are  committed  by  a 
judge  of  probate.  Fourth,  those  residing  within  the  state 
whose  parents,  kinsmen,  or  guardians  bound  by  law  to  support 
such  children  are  able  to  pay.  Fifth,  children  of  other  states 
whose  parents  or  guardians  are  able  and  willing  to  pay. 

"Sect.  8.  The  board  of  trustees,  as  soon  as  appointed  and 
organized,  shall  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to  purchase  a 
suitable  site  for  said  school  and  home,  and  erect  thereon  and 
properly  furnish  and  equip  suitable  buildings  and  structures 
to  accomplish  the  objects  set  forth  in  this  act. 

"Sect.  9.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  all  neces- 
sary rules  and  regulations  as  to  admission  to  the  institution, 
and  for  the  government  and  control  of  said  institution  and 
its  inmates,  and  to  do  everything  that  is  necessary  to  properly 
care  for  and  educate  the  feeble-minded  children  of  the  state. 
All  bills  contracted  by  them  in  purchasing  a  site,  erecting, 
repairing,  and  equipping  suitable  buildings,  and  operating  the 
institution  for  the  next  two  years  shall  be  audited  by  the 
auditor  of  the  state  treasurer's  accounts,  and  the  Governor 
shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  any  money  in  the  treasury  to  pay 
the  same. 

"Sect.  10.  Xo  sum  of  money  exceeding  thirty  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  appropriated  under  this  act  to  be  used  or  ex- 
pended for  the  purposes  named  therein  within  the  next  two 
years. 

"Sect.  11.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage.'' 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 
(Discussion  ensued.)

recommendation  that  the  bill,  in  its  new  draft,  ought  to  pass. 
The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill,  in  its  new  draft,  read 
a  first  time  and  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough,  the  rules 
were  suspended  and  the  bill  read  a  second  time  by  title. 

Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough  moved  that  the  rules  be 
suspended  and  the  printing  dispensed  with. 
(Discussion  ensued.) 
On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed  and  the  printing 
was  dispensed  with. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough,  the  rules 
were  further  suspended  and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title 
and  passed.

"Sect.  5.  The  i^rovisions  of  this  act  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  of  Keene  at  the  municipal 
election  to  be  held  in  said  city  in  December,  1901,  and,  if  rati- 
fied by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election,  shall  apply 
to  the  municipal  election  held  in  December,  1902.  Provisions 
contained  in  this  act  which  shall  not  be  thus  ratified  shall  be 
void  and  of  no  effect." 

The  report  of  the  majority  was  accepted. 

Mr.  Green  of  Keene  moved  that  the  report  of  the  minority 
of  the  committee  be  substituted  for  the  report  of  the  majority. 

The  motion  pending,  Mr.  Green  of  Keene  moved  that  the 
bill  and  reports  be  laid  on  the  table  and  made  the  special  order 
for  Wednesday,  March  30,  at  11  o'clock. 
(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 

The  question  then  being  on  the  motion  to  substitute  the 
report  of  the  minority  for  the  report  of  the  majority, 
(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 
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Mr.  Whitcher  of  Haverhill  moved  that  the  House  adjourn, 
but  subsequently  withdrew  his  motion. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Burroughs  of  Bow,  at  1  o'clock  the  House 
voted  to  take  a  recess  of  one  hour. 

(After  recess.)

Taken  up  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Whitcher  of  Haverhill, 
laid  on  the  table. 

An  act  in  relation  to  political  caucuses  and  conventions. 

Taken  up  and  the  following  amendments,  ofEered  by  Mr. 
Bickford  of  Mancehster,  were  severally  adopted: 

Amend  section  4  by  striking  out  the  words  "no  name  shall 
be  placed  on  said  check-list  on  the  day  on  which  the  caucus  is 
held,"  and  strike  out  all  of  section  8  and  insert  the  following: 

"Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  vote  in  any  caucus  unless  he 
intends  to  support  the  ticket  of  the  party  holding  the  caucus 
at  the  next  ensuing  election.  "WTien  the  right  of  any  person  to 
vote  in  a  caucus  is  challenged  he  shall  stand  aside  and  sub- 
scribe to  the  folloAving  oath  or  affirmation  before  his  vote  shall 
be  received: 

"  '1, ,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  am  a 

legal  voter  in ,  and  that  I  intend  to  vote  the 

ticket  of  the  party  holding  this  caucus  at  the  next  ensuing 
election.' 

"Any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days.  Any  person  who 
shall  swear  falsely  in  regard  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  guilty  of  perjury  and  punished  accordingly." 

Strike  out  section  10  and  insert  the  following: 

"Sect.  10.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  in  all  cities  of  fifteen 
thousand  inhabitants,  according  to  the  census  of  1900,  and  in 
such  other  cities  and  towns  of  the  state  as  shall  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  voters  at  an  annual  or  biennial  meeting  adopt  the 
same." 

Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord  moved  that  the  bill  be  laid  on  the 
table.

Besolved  by  the  Honse  of  Eepresentatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, That  a  special  joint  committee,  to  consist  of  two 
members  of  this  House,  to  be  designated  by  the  Speaker,  and 
one  Senator,  to  be  designat-ed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate, 
be  appointed  to  confer  with  a  like  committee,  or  some  appro- 
priate committee  of  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  or  of 
one  of  its  Houses,  as  to  what  legislation  is  appropriate  and 
necessary,  on  the  part  of  each  state  or  both,  to  conclude  the 
business  of  determining  and  establishing  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  two  states.

the  true  rather  than  magnetic  meridian,  but  this  seems  to  us 
unimportant,  inasmucli  as  the  movements  will  govern,  and 
the  reports  of  the  commissioners  and  surveyors  of  both  states 
show  that  the  true  meridian  is  meant.

biennial  election  thereafter  there  shall  be  chosen  three  mem- 
bers of  said  board  for  the  full  term  of  four  years  each.  Imme- 
diately after  each  inauguration  of  the  city  government,  the 
board  of  assessors  shall  meet  and  select  one  of  their  number 
to  be  chairman,  and  one  member  to  be  clerk  of  said  board, 
and  said  officers  selected  shall  respectively  do  and  perform 
all  the  duties  pertaining  to  said  positions,  as  now  defined  by 
law.  The  said  assessors,  constituted  as  aforesaid,  shall  have 
and  receive  such  salaries  as  the  city  councils  of  said  city  may 
determine,  which  said  salaries  shall  be  payable  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law.  Said  board  shall  have  all  the  powers,  authority, 
rights,  and  privileges  now  granted,  or  hereafter  to  be  granted, 
to  assessors  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities.  Said  board 
shall  be  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  employ  such 
clerical  force,  not  exceeding  five  in  number,  as  they  deem  fit 
and  necessary,  whose  compensation  shall  be  fixed  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  salaries  of  the  assessors,  and  which  shall  be  paid 
by  said  city  when  audited  by  said  board.'' 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ingham  of  Nashua,  the  following  amend- 
ment was  adopted: 
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Amend  the  bill  by  re-nnmbering  section  9  to-  be  section  10, 
and  inserting  the  following^  to  be  known  as  section  9: 

"Sect.  9.  The  salary  of  the  clerk  of  the  police  conrt  of  the 
city  of  Nashua  shall  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
be  fixed  at  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  as  now 
provided  by  law." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stevens  of  Nashua,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hoitt  of  Nashua,  the  title  was  amended 
to  read,  "An  act  in  amendment  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of 
Nashua." 

The  bill  was  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

Mr.  Ryder  of  Manchester  called  for  the  special  order,  it  being 
"An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  127  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
relating  to  the  inspection  of  milk." 

The  question  being  on  the  following  amendment,  offered  by 
Mr.  Eyder  of  Manchester: 

Amend  section  1  by  adding  after  the  word  "health,"  in  the 
sixth  line,  the  following:  "but  no  milk  inspector  shall  be  paid 
for  his  services  unless  a  registered  chemist,  or  the  holder  of  a 
certificate,  procured  from  the  superintendent  of  the  dairy  de- 
partment of  the  New  Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and 
the  Mechanic  Arts,  showing  the  holder  to  be  qualified  to  per- 
form such  work." 

Mr.  Eyder  withdrew   his  amendment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eyder  of  ^Manchester,  the  following- 
amendments  were  severally  adopted: 

Amend  section  1  of  chapter  137  as  amended  by  adding  after 
the  word  "health,"  in  the  sixth  line  of  said  section,  the  words, 
"but  no  milk  inspector  shall  be  paid  for  his  services  unless  he 
is  a  registered  chemist,  or  is  the  holder  of  a  certificate,  procured 
from  the  superintendent  of  the  dairy  department  of  the  New- 
Hampshire  College  of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts, 
showing  the  said  holder  to  be  qualified  to  perform  such  work." 

Amend  section  11  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: "but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  any 
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one  who  may  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  be  a  reg- 
ularly elected  inspector  of  milk  in  any  city  in  this  state,  so 
as  to  cut  his  present  term  of  office  or  vary  his  salary." 

The  bill  was  then  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eyder  of  Manchester,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  passed  and 
sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Chutter  of  Littleton,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  passed  and 
sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

x\n  act  to  provide  for  the  care  and  education  of  the  feeble- 
minded. 

Taken  from  the  table,  and  the  question  being  on  tlie  adop- 
tion of  the  following  amendment,  otfered  by  Mr.  Smith  of 
Peterborough: 

That  said  act  be  amended  l)y  striking  out  all  after  the 
enacting  clause  and  inserting  in  the  place  thereof  the  following: 

"Section"  1.  The  state  shall  establish  and  maintain  a 
school  for  the  care  and  education  of  the  idiotic  and  feeble- 
minded, between  three  and  twenty-one  years  of  age,  which 
shall  be  known  as  the  Xew  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Children.  All  children  supported  by  towns  or  coun- 
ties in  the  state,  who  in  the  judgment  of  the  selectmen  of 
towns  or  count)^  commissioners  of  the  county  are  capable  of 
l)eing  benefited  by  school  instruction,  shall  l)e  committed  to 
this  institution. 

"Sect.  2.  The  Governor,  shall,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Council,  appoint  five  persons  to  be  trustees  of 
said  school,  who  shall  serve  without  compensation,  except 
that  they   shall    be   reimbursed   for  any  necessary   expenses 
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they  may  incur  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  trustees. 
The  trustees  shall  lie  appointed  as  follows:  The  first  three 
to  serve  for  two  years,  the  next  two  for  four  years,  and 
thereafter  trustees  shall  he  appointed  to  serve  four  years. 
Said  trustees  shall  have  the  general  man-agement  and  super- 
vision of  said  school,  and  one  or  more  of  said  trustees  shall 
visit  the  school  as  often  as  once  a  month;  and  said  board 
of  trustees  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October 
of  each  year,  furnish  a  report  to  the  Governor  and  Council, 
containing  a  history  of  the  school  for  the  year,  and  a  com- 
plete statement  of  the  accounts,  with  all  the  funds,  general 
and  special,  appropriated  or  belonging  to  said  school,  with 
a  detailed  statement  of  disbursements. 

"Sect.  3.  The  Governor  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  school  and  shall  annually  visit  and 
inspect  the  same. 

"Sect  4.  All  indigent  and  destitute  children  in  this  state 
who  are  proper  subjects  for  said  school,  and  who  have  no 
parents,  kinsmen,  friends,  or  guardians  able  to  provide  for 
them,  may  be  admitted  as  state  charges;  and  all  other  children 
in  this  state  who  are  proper  subjects  for  said  school  whose 
parents  or  other  kinsmen,  bound  by  law  to  support  such  chil- 
dren, are  able  to  pay,  shall  pay  such  sum  for  care,  education, 
and  maintenance  of  such  children  as  the  trustees  may  here- 
after determine;  and  such  children,  and  children  from  other 
states  not  having  similar  schools,  may  be  received  into  said 
school  whenever  there  is  room  for  them,  providing  there  is 
room  for  them  without  excluding  state  charges,  at  a  cost  to 
such,  persons,  or  those  who  are  responsible  for  their  main- 
tenance, of  not  less  than  three  dollars  and  twentj^-five  cents 
per  week. 

"Sect.  5.  Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear  upon  applica- 
tion to  the  judge  of  probate  for  any  county,  and  after  a  proper 
hearing,  that  any  child  resident  within  said  county,  and  who 
is  not  already  in  any  almshouse,  the  Industrial  School,  or  the 
ISTew  Hampshire  Hospital,  or  supported  by  any  town  or  county, 
is  a  fit  subject  for  the  New  Hampshire   School  for  Feeble- 
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Minded  Children,  snch  judge  may  commit  sucli  child  to  said 
New  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble-Minded  Children  by  an 
order  of  commitment  directed  to  the  trustees  thereof,  accom- 
panied by  the  certificate  of  two  physicians  Avho  are  graduates 
of  some  legally  organized  medical  college,  and  have  practiced 
three  years  in  this  state,  that  such  child  is  a  suitable  subject  for 
said  institution.  Whenever,  upon  such  application,  there  is 
occasion  for  the  judge  of  probate  to  attend  a  hearing  on  days 
other  than  those  fixed  by  statute  as  the  regular  days  for  the 
sitting  of  the  probate  court,  he  shall  be  allowed  five  dollars 
a  day  for  his  services  and  his  expenses,  which  shall  be  paid 
by  the  county  treasurer  upon  the  certificate  of  the  county  com- 
missioners. 

"Sect.  6.  Any  order  of  committal  under  this  act  shall  be 
subject  to  appeal  in  the  same  manner,  by  the  same  persons, 
and  to  the  same  extent  that  decrees  of  the  judge  of  probate 
appointing  guardians  over  persons  alleged  to  be  insane  are 
subject  to  appeal,  and  no  commitment  under  this  act  shall  bar 
habeas  corpus  proceedings,  but  the  court  upon  habeas  corpus 
proceedings  may  confirm  the  order  of  commitment  whenever 
justice  requires.  Any  inmate  of  the  Xew  Hampshire  School 
for  Feeble-Minded  Children  may  be  discharged  by  any  three  of 
the  trustees,  or  by  a  justice  of  the  superior  or  supreme  court, 
whenever  a  further  detention  at  the  school  is,  in  their  opinion, 
unnecessary;  but  any  person  so  discharged,  who  was  under 
sentence  of  imprisonment  at  the  time  of  his  commitment,  the 
period  of  whicli  shall  not  have  expired,  shall  be  remanded  to 
prison. 

"Sect.  7.  Feeble-minded  children  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
institution  in  the  following  order:  First,  feeble-minded  chil- 
dren now  in  public  institutions  supported  entirely  at  public  ex- 
pense; second,  the  feeble-minded  children  not  supported  as 
aforesaid;  third,  the  feel^le-minded  children  of  the  state  not  in 
any  public  institution,  who  have  no  parents,  kinsmen,  or  guar- 
dians able  to  provide  for  them,  or  who  are  committed  by  a 
judge  of  probate;  fourth,  those  residing  within  the  state  whose 
parents,  kinsmen,  or  guardians,  bound  by  law  to  support  such 
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children,  are  able  to  pay;  fifth,  children  of  other  states  whose 
parents  or  guardians  are  able  and  willing  to  pay. 

"Sect.  8.  The  board  of  trustees,  as  soon  as  appointed  and 
organized,  shall  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to  purchase  a 
suitable  site  for  said  school  and  home,  and  erect  thereon  and 
properly  furnish  and  equip  suitable  buildings  and  structures 
to  accomplish  the  objects  set  forth  in  this  act. 

"Sect.  9.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  all  neces- 
sary rules  and  regulations  as  to  admission  to  the  institution, 
and  for  the  government  and  control  of  said  institution  and 
its  inmates,  and  to  do  everything  that  is  necessary  to  properly 
care  for  and  educate  the  feeble-minded  children  of  tne  state. 
All  bills  contracted  by  them  in  purchasing  a  site,  erecting,  re- 
pairing, and  equipping  suitable  buildings,  and  operating  the 
institution  for  the  next  two  years,  shall  be  audited  by  the 
auditor  of  the  state  treasurer's  accounts, and  the  Governor  shall 
draw  his  warrant  itpon  any  money  in  the  treasury  to  pay  the 
same. 

"Sect.  10.  No  sum  of  money  exceeding  thirty  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  appropriated  under  this  act,  to  be  used  or  ex- 
pended for  the  purpose  named  therein,  within  the  next  two 
years. 

"Sect.  11.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage." 

Mr.  Smith  withdrew  his  amendment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  of  Peterborough,  the  following 
amendment  was  adopted:  Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  enacting  clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"Sectiox  1.  The  state  shall  establish  and  maintain  a 
school  for  the  care  and  education  of  the  idiotic  and  feeble- 
minded bet^\•een  three  and  twenty-one  years  of  age,  which 
shall  be  known  as  the  I^ew  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Children.  All  children  supported  by  towns  or  counties 
in  the  state,  who,  in  the  judgment'  of  the  selectmen  of  towns, 
or  county  commissioners  of  the  county,  or  state  board  of  char- 
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ities,  are  capable  of  being  benefited  by  school  instrnction,  shall 
he  committed  to  this  institiition. 

"Sect.  2.  The  Governor  shall,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Council,  appoint  five  persons,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  a  woman,  to  be  trustees  of  said  school,  who  shall  serve 
without  compensation,  except  that  they  shall  be  reimbursed 
for  any  necessary  expenses  they  may  incur  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  as  trustees.  The  trustees  shall  be  appointed  as 
follows:  The  first  three  to  serve  for  two  years,  the  next  two  for 
four  years,  and  thereafter  trustees  shall  be  appointed  to  serve 
four  years.  Said  trustees  shall  have  the  general  management 
and  supervision  of  said  school,  and  one  or  more  of  said  trustees 
shall  visit  the  school  as  often  as  once  a  month;  and  said  board 
■of  trustees  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October 
'of  each  year,  furnish  a  report  to  the  Governor  and  Council, 
•containing  a  history  of  the  school  for  the  year  and  a  complete 
statement  of  the  accounts,  with  all  the  funds,  general  and 
special,  approjOTated  or  belonging  to  said  school,  with  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  disbursements. 

"Sect.  3.  The  Governor  shall  be,  ex-ofjicio,  a  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  school,  and  shall  annually  visit 
and  inspect  the  same. 

"Sect.  4.  All  indigent  and  destitute  children  in  this  state 
who  are  proper  subjects  for  said  school,  and  who  have  no 
parents,  kinsmen,  friends,  or  guardians  able  to  provide  for 
them,  may  be  admitted  as  state  charges;  and  all  other  children 
in  this  state  who  are  proper  subjects  for  said  school,  whose 
jDarents  or  other  kinsmen  bound  by  law  to  support  such  chil- 
dren are  able  to  pay,  shall  pay  such  sum  for  care,  education,  and 
maintenance  of  such  children  as  the  trustees  may  hereafter 
determine;  and  such  children,  and  children  from  other  states 
not  having  similar  schools,  may  be  received  into  said  school 
whenever  there  is  room  for  them,  providing  there  is  room  for 
them  without  excluding  state  charges,  at  a  cost  to  such  persons, 
or  those  who  are  responsible  for  their  maintenance,  of  not 
less  than  three  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per  week. 

"Sect,  5.     Whenever  it  is  made  to  appear,  upon  application 
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to  the  judge  of  probate  for  any  county,  and  after  a  proper 
hearing,  that  any  child  resident  within  said  county,  and  who 
is  not  already  in  any  almshouse,  the  Industrial  School,  or  the 
New  Hampshire  Hospital,  or  supported  by  any  town  or  county, 
is  a  fit  subject  for  the  New  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble- 
Minded  Children,  such  judge  may  commit  such  child  to  said 
New  Hampshire  School  for  Feeble-Minded  Children  by  an 
order  of  commitment  directed  to  the  trustees  thereof,  ac- 
companied by  the  certificate  of  two  physicians,  who  are  gradu- 
ates of  some  legally  organized  medical  college,  and  have  prac- 
ticed three  years  in  this  state,  that  such  child  is  a  suitable

there  is  occasion  for  the  judge  of  probate  to  attend  a  hearing 
on  days  other  than  those  fixed  by  statute  as  the  regular  days 
for  the  sitting  of  the  probate  court,  he  shall  be  allowed  five 
dollars  a  day  for  his  services  and  his  expenses,  which  shall  be 
paid  by  the  county  treasurer  upon  the  certificate  of  the  county 
•commissioners. 

"Sect.  6.  Any  order  of  committal  under  this  act  shall 
lie  subject  to  appeal  in  the  same  manner,  by  the  same  persons, 
and  to  the  same  extent  that  decrees  of  the  judge  of  probate 
appointing  guardians  over  persons  alleged  to  be  insane  are 
subject  to  appeal,  and  no  commitment  under  this  act  shall 
l)ar  habeas  corpus  proceedings,  but  the  court  upon  habeas 
corpus  proceedings  may  confirm  the  order  of  commitment 
whenever  justice  requires.  Any  inmate  of  the  New  Hampshire 
■School  for  Feeble-Minded  Children  may  be  discharged  l)y  any 
three  of  the  trustees,  or  by  a  justice  of  the  superior  or  supreme 
court,  whenever  a  further  detention  at  the  school  is,  in  their 
opinion,  unnecessary;  but  any  person  so  discharged,  who  was 
under  sentence  of  imprisonment  at  the  time  of  his  commit- 
ment, the  period  of  which  shall  not  have  expired,  shall  be  re- 
manded to  prison.

a  judge  of  probate;  fourth,  those  residing  within  the  state 
whose  parents,  kinsmen,  or  guardians,  bound  by  law  to  support 
such  children,  are  able  to  pay;  fifth,  children  of  other  states 
whose  parents  or  guardians  are  able  and  willing  to  pay. 

"Sect.  S.  The  board  of  trustees,  as  soon  as  appointed  and 
organized,  shall  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to  purchase  a 
suitable  site  for  said  school  and  home,  and  erect  thereon  and 
properly  furnish  and  equip  suitable  buildings  and  structures, 
to  accomplish  the  objects  set  forth  in  this  act. 

"Sect.  9.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  all  nec- 
essary rules  and  regulations  as  to  admission  to  the  institution, 
and  for  the  government  and  control  of  said  institution  and  its 
inmates,  and  to  do  everything  that  is  necessary  to  properly 
care  for  and  educate  the  feeble-minded  children  of  the  state. 
All  bills  contracted  by  them  in  purchasing  a  site,  erecting, 
repairing,  and  equipping  suitable  buildings  and  operating  the 
institution  for  the  next  two  years  shall  be  audited  by  the 
auditor  of  the  state  treasurer's  accounts,  and  the  Governor 
shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  any  money  in  the  treasury  to  pay 
the  same. 

"Sect.  10.  A  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  be  appropriated  under  this  act,  to  be  used 
or  expended  for  the  purposes  named  therein  within  the  next 
two  years. 

"Sect.  11.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  passed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smith  of  Peterborough,  the  title  was 
amended  to  read  as  follows:

Amend  section  1  by  striking  ont  in  the  tenth  and  thirtieth 
lines  of  said  section  the  word  "majority,"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word  "unanimous,"  so  that  said  section,  as 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows:;  "Section  1.  Section  4  of  an 
act  entitled  'An  act  in  amendment  of  the  charter  of  the  city 
of  Concord,  creating  a  board  of  police  commissioners  for  said 
cit}^,'  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  4 
after  the  word  'oflice,'  in  the  tenth  line  of  said  section,  and 
substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  'The  police  com- 
missioners shall  have  the  right,  by  majority  vote,  to  remove 
any  member  of  the  police  force  at  any  time,  for  good  and  suffi- 
cient cause,  and  after  a  due  hearing,  and  such  cause  shall  be 
expressed  in  the  order  of  removal.  Said  commissioners  shall 
also  have  the  right,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  to  remove  any  mem- 
ber of  said  police  force  at  any  time  when,  in  their  opinion, 
the  public  good  requires  such  removal;'  so  that  said  section 
4,  as  amended,  shall  read  asi  follows:  'The  police  force  of  said 
city  shall  consist  of  a  city  marshal,  assistant  city  marshal, 
captain  of  the  night  watch,  regular  police,  and  night  watch 
not  exceeding  twenty,  who  shall  devote  their  whole  time  to 
their  said  duties,  and  who  shall  not  be  engaged  or  engage 
in  any  other  business  or  occupation,  or  hold  any  state,  county, 
or  other  municipal  office;  and  special  policemen,  not  exceed- 
ing eighty,  Avho  shall  be  appointed  by  the  police  commissioners 
immediately  after  the  appointment  of  said  commissioners,  and 
who  shall  serve  during  good  behavior  and  while  competent 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office.  The  police  commis- 
sioners shall  have  the  right,  by  majority  vote,  to  remove  any 
member  of  the  police  force  at  any  time  for  good  and  suffi- 
cient cause,  and  after  a  due  hearing,  and  such  cause  shall 
be  expressed  in  the  order  of  removal.  Said  commissioners 
shall  also  have  the  right,  by  unanimous  vote,  to  remove  any 
member  of  said  police  force  at  any  time  when,  in  their  opinion, 
the  public  good  requires  such  removal.' " 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Stillings  of  Concord,  the  amendment* 
were  concurred  in  and  the  bill  sent  to  the  secretary  of  state 
to  be  engrossed.

"4.  In  notes  secured  by  collateral  of  securities  which  are 
dealt  in  on  the  stock  exchanges  of  Boston  and  New  York„  the 
stock  exchange  price  of  which  shall  at  all  times  be  at  least 
twenty  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  face  of  the  note,  while  held 
by  the  bank;  but  not  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
deposits  shall  be  so  invested." 

Amend  section  1,  paragraph  5  of  said  bill  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "with,"  in  the  twenty-eighth  line,  the  words  "two 
or  more  signers,  or,"  so  that  said  paragraph,  as  amended,  shall 
read  as  follows: 

"5.  In  notes  of  individuals  or  corporations  with  two  or 
more  signers,  or  one  or  more  indorsers;  but  not  exceeding  five 
per  cent  of  the  deposits  shall  be  loaned  any  one  person  or 
corporation  in  this  class  of  security,  and  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  per  cent  of  the  deposits  shall  be  so  invested." 

Amend  section  1,  paragraph  8  of  said  bill  by  striking  out 
said  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"8.     In  the  authorized  bonds  ort  notes  of  any  state  or  terri- 
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tory  of  the  Tnited  States;  and  in  the  bonds  or  notes  of  any 
city  of  the  states  of  Maine,  Vermont,  Massachusetts,  Rhode 
Island,  Connecticut,  or  Xew  York,  whose  net  indebtedness 
does  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  last  preceding  valuation 
of  the  property  therein  for  taxation,  or  of  any  bounty  or 
town  in  said  states  whose  net  indebtedness  does  not  exceed 
three  per  cent  of  such  valuation." 

Amend  section  1,  paragraph  9  of  said  bill  by  inserting  after 
the  word  "any," in  the  forty-first  line,  the  word  "other;"  also  by 
striking  out  the  words  "except  in  the  New  England  states," 
in  the  fifty-ninth  and  sixtieth  lines,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "in  any  state  or  territory  other  than  those 
named  in  paragraph  8  of  section  1  of  this  act;"  also  by  insert- 
ing after  the  word  "investments,"  in  the  sixty-fifth  line,  the 
words  "and  provided,  further,  that  the  bonds  of  any  such 
county,  city,  town,  school  district,  or  other  municipal  corpora- 
tion, of  any  state  or  territory,  except  in  the  states  named  in 
paragraph  8  of  section  1  of  this  act,  which  does  not  have 
a  constitutional  provision  limiting  the  indebtedness  of  counties, 
cities,  towns,  school  districts,  or  other  municipal  corporations 
therein  shall  not  be  legal  investments,"  so  that  said  paragraph, 
as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

"9.  In  the  authorized  bonds  of  any  county,  city,  town, 
school  district,  or  other  municipal  corporation,  of  any  other  of 
the  United  States  or  territories,  whose  net  indebtedness  at  the 
time  of  such  investment  does  not  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the 
last  preceding  valuation  of  the  property  therein  for  taxation, 
and  in  the  authorized  bonds  of  any  city  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand inhabitants  of  any  of  said  states  whose  net  indebtedness 
does  not  exceed  seven  per  cent  of  the  last  preceding  valuation 
of  the  property  therein  for  taxation.  The  term  'net  indebted- 
ness' shall  be  construed  to  denote  the  indebtedness  of  any  city, 
town,  or  other  municipal  corporation,  omitting  the  debt  cre- 
ated for  supplying  the  inhabitants  with  water,  and  deducting 
the  amount  of  any  sinking  fund  available  for  the  payment  of 
the  municipal  indebtedness.  Provided,  however,  that  such 
bonds  shall  not  have  been  issued  in  the  aid  of  railroads,  or  for 
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special  assessment  purposes.  Provided,  also,  that  the  bonds 
of  any  county,  city,  or  town  of  less  than  ten  thousand  inhab- 
itants, or  of  any  school  district,  or  other  municipal  corpora- 
tion of  less  than  two  thousand  inhabitants  in  any  state  'or  ter- 
ritor}^  other  than  those  named  in  paragraph  8  of  section  1  of 
this  act,  shall  not  be  authorized  investments.  Provided,  further, 
that  such  bonds  are  issued  by  municipalities  that  are  permitted 
by  law  to  levy  taxesi  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  and  to  pro- 
vide sinking  funds  for  their  debt;  otherwise  such  bonds  shall 
not  be  authorized  investments.  And  provided,  further,  that 
the  bonds  of  any  such  county,  city,  town,  school  district,  or 
other  municipal  corporation  of  any  state  or  territory,  except  in 
the  states  named  in  paragraj^h  8  of  section  1  of  this  act,  which 
does  not  have  a  constitutional  provision  limiting  the  indebt- 
edness of  counties,  cities,  towns,  school  districts,  or  other 
nmnicipal  corporations  therein,  shall  not  be  legal  investments; 
but  not  exceeding  fifty  per  cent  of  the  deposits  shall  be  so 
invested." 

Amend  section  1,  paragraph  18  of  said  bill,  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "railroad,"  in  line  148,  the  words,  "provided 
said  leased  railroad  shall  have  earned  dividends  of  not  less 
than  three  per  cent  upon  its  capital  stock  for  a  period  of 
three  years  immediately  preceding  said  lease,"  so  that  said 
paragraph,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

"18.  In  the  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation,  exclusive  of 
street  railways,  located  in  any  part  of  the  United  States  or 
territories,  that  has  earned  and  paid  regular  dividends  of  not 
less  than  four  per  cent  per  annum  on  its  capital  stock  for 
five  years  next  preceding  such  investment,  provided  such 
capital  stock  on  which  it  pays  dividends  equals  in  amount  one 
third  of  the  entire  bonded  indebtedness  of  said  corporation; 
or  in  the  stock  of  any  other  railroad  corporation  in  the  New 
England  states  whose  railroad  and  railroad  property  are  leased 
to  such  railroad  upon  an  annual  rental  of  not  less  than  four 
per  cent  per  annum  upon  the  capital  stock  of  the  leased  rail- 
road, provided  said  leased  railroad  shall  have  earned  dividends 
of  not  less  than  three  per  cent  upon  its  ,  capital  stock  for  a 
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period  of  three  years  immediately  preceding  said  lease;  but 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  deposits  shall  be 
so  invested." 

On  niotion  of  Mr.  Small  oi  Rochester,  the  amendments  were 
concurred  in  and  the  bill  sent  to  the  secretary  of  state  to  be 
engrossed.

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  previous  question,  was  ordered. 

The  main  question  being  put,  on  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amend- 
ment reported  by  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  joint  resolution  Avas  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahem  of  Concord,  the  rules  wore  sus- 
pended and  the  joint  resolution  read  a  third  time  and  passed, 
but,  as  the  hour  fixed  by  the  joint  rules  when  all  bills  must 
have  been  transmitted  to  the  Senate  had  passed,  the  President 
of  the  Senate  refused  to  receive  the  message.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE   SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  clerk,  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  of  Eep- 
resentatives  in  the  passage  of  the  following  bill,  with  amend- 
ment, in  the  passage  of  which  amendment  it  asked  the  con- 
currence of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives: 

An  act  to  establish  evening  schools  in  cities  and  towns  of 
more'than  five  thousand  inhabitants. 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  the  words  "the  term  or 
terms  of  time,"  in  the  third  line  of  said  section,  and  inserting 
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in  place  thereof  the  words  "the  length  of  term  or  terms,"  so 
that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

''Sect.  2.  The  school  board  of  such  cities  and  towns  shall 
have  the  same  superintendence  over  such  evening  schools  as 
they  have  over  other  schools,  and  may  determine  the  length 
of  term  or  terms  in  each  year,  and  the  hours  of  the  evening 
during  which  such  schools  shall  be  kept,  and  may  make  such 
regulations  as  to  at*tendance  at  such  schools  as  they  may  deem 
expedient."" 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Severance  of  Exeter,  the  amendment  was 
concurred  in  and  the  bill  sent  to  the  secretary  of  state  to  be 
engrossed.

Mr.  Hardy  withdrew  his  motion.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  read  a  second  time  by  title. 

The  following  amendment,  offered  by  Mr.  Barney  of  Canaan, 
was  adopted: 

Amend  Ijy  striking  out  division  V  of  section  7,  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"Y.  The  publisher  shall,  without  further  compensation, 
begiiming  with  the  first  number  of  the  volume  of  such  pub- 
lication next  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  send  one  copy  of 
the  newspaper  regularly  to  the  state  library. 
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(Mr.  Xason  of  Dover  in  the  chair.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ahern  of  Concord,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  passed  and 
sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence  in  the  amendment. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Phillips  of  Franklin,  "An  act  in  relation 
to  prize-fighting  and  sparring  exhibitions"  was  taken  up. 

The  question  being, 

Shall  the  bill  be  read  a  third  time? 

Mr.  Phillips  of  Franklin  offered  the  following  amendment 
and  moved  its  adoption: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  1.  A  person  who,  within  this  state,  engages 
in,  instigates,  aids,  encourages,  or  does  any  act  to  further 
a  contention,  or  fight,  without  weapons,  between  two  or  more 
persons,  or  a  fight  commonly  called  a  ring  or  prize  fight, 
whether  Avithin  or  without  the  state,  or  who  engages  in  a  pub- 
lic or  private  sparring  exhibition,  with  or  without  gloves, 
within  the  state,  at  which  an  admission  fee  is  charged  or 
received,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  or  who  sends  or  pub- 
lishes a  challenge,  or  acceptance  of  a  challenge,  for  such  a  con- 
tention, exhibition,  or  fight,  or  carries  or  delivers  such  a  chal- 
lenge or  acceptance,  or  trains  or  assists  any  person  in  training 
or  preparing  for  such  a  contention,  exhibition,  or  fight,  is 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

"Sect.  3.  Any  words  spoken  or  written,  or  any  signs 
uttered  or  made  to  any  person,  expressing  or  implying,  or 
intended  to  express  or  imply,  a  desire,  request,  invitation, 
or  demand  to  engage  in  any  fight,  such  as  is  mentioned  in 
section  1,  are  to  be  deemed  a  challenge. 

"Sect.  3.  A  person  who  bets,  stakes,  or  wagers  money  or 
other  property  upon  the  result  of  such  a  fight  or  encounter,  or 
who  holds,  or  undertakes  to  hold,  money  or  other  property  so 
staked  or  wagered,  to  be  delivered  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
winner  thereof,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

"Sect.  4.  A  person  who  leaves  the  state  with  intent  to 
elude  any  provision  of  this  act,  or  to  commit  any  act  without 
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the  state  which  is  prohibited  by  this  act,  or  who,  being  a 
resident  of  this  state,  does  any  act  without  the  state  which 
would  be  punishable  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  if  committed 
within  the  state,  is  guilty  of  the  same  offence,  and  subject  to 
the  same  punishment,  as  if  the  act  had  been  committed  within 
this  state. 

"Sect.  5.  An  indictment  for  an  offence  specified  in  the 
last  section  may  be  tried  in  any  county  within  the  state. 

"Sect.  6.  A  magistrate,  having  power  to  issue  warrants  in 
criminal  cases,  to  whom  it  is  made  to  appear  that  there  is 
reasonable  ground  to  apprehend  that  an  offence  specified  in 
sections  1,  3,  and  -i  is  about  to  be  committed  within  his 
jurisdiction,  or  by  any  person  being  within  his  jurisdiction, 
must  issue  his  warrant  to  a  sheriff  or  constable,  or  other 
proper  officer,  for  the  arrest  of  the  person  or  persons  so  about 
to  offend.  Upon  a  person  being  arrested  and  brought  before 
him  by  virtue  of  the  warrant,  he  must  inquire  into  the  mat- 
ter, and,  if  it  appears  that  there  is  reasonable  ground  to  be- 
lieve that  the  person  arrested  is  about  to  commit  any  offence, 
the  magistrate  must  require  him  to  give  a  bond  to  the  people 
of  the  state  of  such  a  sum,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars, 
as  the  magistrate  may  fix,  either  with  or  without  sureties  in 
his  discretion,  conditioned  that  such  person  will  not,  for  one 
year  thereafter,  commit  any  such  offence. 

"Sect.  7.  If  the  person  arrested,  as  prescribed  in  the  last 
section,  does  not  furnish  a  bond  as  prescribed  therein,  within 
a  time  fixed  by  the  magistrate,  the  latter  must  commit  him 
to  the  county  jail,  there  to  remain  until  discharged  by  a 
court  of  record  having  criminal  jurisdiction.  A  person  so 
committed  may  at  any  time  be  discharged  upon  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus,  upon  his  executing  the  bond  required  by  the 
committing  magistrate.  If  the  bond  is  required  to  be  given 
with  one  or  more  sureties,  the  surety  or  sureties  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  officer  taking  the  same. 

"'Sect.  8.  Violations  of  sections  1,  3,  and  -ic-f  this  act  shall 
be  punished  l^y  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  or  more 
than  five  hundred,  or  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  thirty 
days  or  more  than  six  months. 
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"Sect.  9.  All  act?  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  niion  its 
passage.'' 

The  qnestion  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment, 

(Discussion  ensned.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  AVhitcher  of  Haverhill,  the  bill  was 
indefinitely  postponed.
